To other nations hav- 
ing consklerahle interests in Manchuria 
Japan has made clear her position In 
tlie Asiatic country with much more 
delinitenoss than she has to tho United 
States. 

Ofliclals are careful to.state that no 
treaty between tho two countries along 
these lines Is contemplated, simply a 
clearer; understanding with Japan as 
,to ^.what ■ Her Intentions In • Manchuria 
are.' ' 

Japan assented to the American pro- 
positions, made two years ago by Sec 
rotary Hay, regarding tho territorial 
integrity and administrative entity of 
China, and has indicated her intention 
of withdrawing all her troops in Man- 
churia, whose presence dates back to 
the Russian-Japanese war. Baron Ta- 
kahira, the Japanese ambassador, is 
conferring with Secretary Root on the 
subject, and today was twice at the 
State department, presumably in con 
nection with the matter. 

American business men have com 
plained grievously that their trade with 
Manchuria has not revived since the 
war to the e.Ktcnt It should have, and 
tills, It is believed, is a phase of tli 
situation which animated the State de- 
partment in taking up the question 
with .the Japanese government. It is 
alleged that while nominally the coun 
try is ojjen to all nations, the Jap.mese 
liavo thrown sucli restrictions around 
the conduct of business operations that 
practically only merchants from that 
country can Huectjssfully and profitably 
carry on trade in Manchuria. 

Tho Japanese declare that tho coun- 
try is open arid free to all nations, and 
that ^rade is unreatrjoted. i That con 
ditions'are far from satisfactory to tho 
United States Is evident from the ac 
tlon of Secretary Root.

The Incomplete Returns Very 
Strongly Indicate Success 
for General 



Havana, Nov.' W.— At the- closo of an 
election wh,lcli'i,'«yfiS5i! conducted with 
great enthusiasm and complete ab- 
sence of disorder. It appears practical- 
ly certain tonight that General Jose 
Miguel Gomez and Alfredo Zahas have 
been chosen president and vice-presi- 
dent respectively of the new Cuban 
republic, with strong Llberar majori- 
ties In the senate and house. 

It Is improbable that the result will 
be officially established tonight, but 
aufflclont retuxns have already been 
received to Indicate that the Liberals 
have won a victory which' has been 
hard fought. 
'At 9:20 p.m. incomplcto ofllclal re- 
turns from tt^^ ])recincts of Havana 
Indicated that the city was over- 
whelmingly. Liberal.- Few returns had 
been received at'that.;hour- frorii tho 
provinces' but: estimates, give: the' Island 
to General' Gomez, by 25,000 to 30,000. 
The Conservative leaders seneraniy 
admit the. defeat of their party. 

Torilght'rthe-.streets • were thronged 
with reJoIcIngrVLlberai;-; crowds. One 
party, corhpbsed mostly' of negroes, 
while passing the cafe of the Hotel 
Inglaterra, which Is a traditional Con- 
servative resort, clashed with a group 
of Conservatives on the sidewalk. 
Kulvt^s and pistols were drawn, and 
several shots were llred, some of them 
liroaldng the windows of the cafe and 
causing a panic among those seated 
within. 

Lieutenant McReynold, of the marln-o 
corps, ran out of the cafe and Inter- 
posed himself between the combatants. 
He made a speech In Spanish and 
succeeded in inducing them to stop 
fighting. The shooting, however, at- 
tracted a great crowd, and the situa- 
tion eventually became threatening. 
JIajor Foltz, supervisor of the police, 
simimonod tho reserves and cleared 
the square. Two men are reported in- 
jured, but no arrests w-erc made. 

Governor Afagoon said: "I cannot 
express- too highly my appreciation of 
the enthusiasm and jierfect re.gard for 
order witli whicli the Cuban iieople 
have conducted this most Important 
contest.

municipal corruption, in tho prosecu- 
tion of which Mr. Heney lias been tho 
dominant character. 

Several loading attorneys of tho city 
have volunteered to take up Mr. 
Heney's worlc as a matter of public 
duty, and carry It to a conclusion. 

The trial of Abraham Ru-ef, which 
was Interrupted by yesterday's drama- 
tic shooting, will bo resumed on Mon- 
day, , It having , been - decided ; that; the 
events In ' the courtroom' did . riot pr«^- 
judlce the rights of ^;the>'deferidant, the; 
jury not being present/.-^ ; ; v . ■ ' 
' There ' was -some ^Intimation today 
that the defense would ask. for a 
change -of vcnu, basing their plea on 
the inflamed condition of the public 
mind, but it is thought that such a re- 
quest would not bo considered by 
Judge Lawlor. 

. At conferences today between Judgo 
Lawlor, Chief of Police Blggy and 
Sheriff Haggerty, preliminary steps 
were taken to socuro tho court from 
further disorder or violence, and to 
.safeguard tho rights of tho defendant 
Ruef. The vicinity of tho courtroom- 
will bo patrolled and a largo force 'of" 
policemen will- be held In reserve. Th'o 
plans f urtheit provlde-r that , In the 
event of disorder the defendant •will 
bo quickly and quietly taken from' th'o 
courtroom. .:- 

It is intimated that Judge La-wlor 
will exercise his prerogative and con- 
tinue to keep Ruef confined in tho 
county jail. 

Mr. Honey and his family wore tho 
rocipitonts of many messages of sym- 
pathy and clieer during the day. Tho 
messages came from all sections of the 
United States, .and some from Europe. 
One telegram-' tha.t;^brotight a smllo 
from the palndrawn'facO of tho prose- 
cutor was a message from President 
Roosevelt to Mrs. Heney. . 

Mr. Heney's Condition 

Tho five surgeons attending Francis 
J. Heney, after their consultation to- 
night, stated that Mr. Heney was rest- 
ing easily, and that his pulse, tem- 
perature and respIratlon^ were prac- 
tically normal.

Your husband has taken his llfo In his 
hands in doing this great task for our 
people, and he Is entitled ot tho credit 
and esteem and.,. above -jill , to the 
heartiest supportrofijalWigO'oa citizens.

A terrible story was unfolded in the 
police court ' yesterday, a story almost 
incredible :iii|lts;,ldetalls, and yet tojd 
with every iiappearanco of truth. The 
afl'tlr, arosS- out of a trouble between 
man and wife, which resulted In Airs. 
Alfred Taylor, of Colwood, laying an 
InfornuUion against, her husband 
charging him with having threatened 
to tala t.ho lives of Llicir.two children 
and herself. 'She swore that unless ho 
were conllned -she- believed that her 
days were numbered. 

The prosecution was conducted by 
Siqiei'lnteudent ilu.sHey, of the Provin- 
cial police, anil by way of .showing tlio 
court that :\lr.s. Taylor was justilied In 
I'L-ariiig the worst, and that the threats 
made were not mere MIe ones, he made 
the witness tell the story of her rela- 
tions will) her liusliand, .-i .story ■vvhich, 
if true, stamps llie man as guilty of 
infanticide under peculiarly revolting 
eir(.'uniHtaiices. , 

.•\fttr -liearinK the evidence of the 
woman anil tiiat of Jienjamin A. Kavcs, 
a yoimg num wlio lodges with the fam- 
ily, :\lagiMtrate .lav adjourned the onso 
until Tue.sdav, remarking that the facts 
in evidence indicated the commission 
of a very srrlous crimo, and that thf 
approjiriati- authorities should liavo ai> 
opi)ortmiity to' look into the afCalt'. 
aiiiU-r tho eh-cinnstan<i08 ho refused 
tlie prisoner's request for ball, and ad- 
vised him to get legal assistance. 

Mrs. Taylor was the nrst witness, 
and It transpired that for years she 
had been led to' believe that the man 
was lior st'epfatJier. She had ahvay 
called him father and lived with him 
on the ranch as )iis daughter. Kvcntu- 
ally she learned that her mother had 
never been married to the man. In re- 
ply to Mr. lIuKsey's questions she said: 
Threatens Hor Life 
"I am living on my husband's raneh 
at Colwood with my two- children..: We 
wore married December' 24,!l900,'at-St. 
Matlliew'a Episcopal church int "Wel- 
lington, B. C- My'father;.dled<ln 'Wales 
when I was- about ten years of age, but 
my mother Is still alive ;-'and lives in 
San liVanclsco. Uaat Monday night 
my husband threatened to / kill rny 
chlldreh and myself. I had gly^n him 
no provocation for-tlic throat.'.' . ' 

At this point Taylor remarked thtit 
if the matter were going to bo threshejJ 
out, he would like the witnesses to bo 
excluded. Tills was done, and Mrs. 
Taylor resumed her evidence. 

"The only reason he gave me," she 
continiiod, "was that I had left the 
lioiise for a short time. It occurred be- 
tween .11 and 12 o'clock at night. I 
had gone to bed, when I heard a noi.so 
in tlio vard. I opened the window and 
looked out, when I saw him and Air. 
leaves, s\ ro.stUng in tlie yard. I heard 
hln; say: 

•'•Lot go this gun, Ben — you. Let 
go.' . ■■ . . 

.■\Ir. I'laves was trying to get ^, rifle 
away from him. 

Then he .said: 'I will finish the wliole 
lot of you.' 

"I jumped out of the window in my 
nightdress and ran round the house, 
and hid underneath the house. I heard 
Air. Taylor come In and run through 
the house. Then he came to the buck 
door and sliouted, 'Where is ahe;\vhere 
is she';" Air. Eaves- said he did not 
know, and.tlien I came out from under 
the - house and said: 

"Alf, why are you so mean to^me? I 
have not done aiivthing wrong.' 

"Mr. Eav.'.s told us to kl.ss and be 
friends, and I asked .■\Ir. Taylor to take 
mo to my bedroom, which he did, leav- 
ing me there and going out again. 
Hears Second Scuffle 
"After a -(vhilo I heard anotlior noise 
outside ■■>.nd I looked out and i-iw them 
scullling over a hor.se and buggy. Air. 
Taylor was trying to turn the buggy 
round, and Air. Kavo.s was trying to get 
into it, but my husband would not let 
hini. Finally he drove olT alone, but 
retiu-ncd in about three-i|uarters of an 
liour quite drunk, lie foil on the llodr 
and v.'as very siek. I called Air. Eaves, 
and toirc ther we idcked him up, partial- 
Iv undressed him and laid him on the 
bed. After a while he began to shout 
again. 

•' 'Give me a gun. Give me a gun. 1 
am going to shoot tlie whole lot. I am 
going to kill all the oiitlU.' 

"I watched him till -I a. m., when Air. 
Eaves pi rsuaded mo to go to bed. Since 
i 11). .11 he won't let me out of 'hlS sight. 
On Wednesday 1 loft the hOUSe while 
he had gone for the mail,,and on his 
return he took tlie buggy, found mc 
and lirought me back. I was afraid 
t.i stay with lilm, so I sent word to 
Detective Palmer, wliom I Itnew. He 
let A!r. Uussey Itn.ow and as a result 
he was arrested. \ ■■ . .• . . 

Ill the house there was. a rifle, a 
shotgun and two revolvers, but I asked 
Air. Eavesito /hide thorn,- I bave heard 
him threaten to kill people se\-er.-il 
Mnios, arid he used to plan how he 
would do it. Ho -had some business 
trouble -With H. C. Ecv> and .losepli 
S: yward, the mlllman, and lie was go- 
ing to kill them. He said his liian was 
to get them to call at the ranch, kill 
them, put the bodies among some logs 
and then set lire to the whole thing." 

In response to further questions from 
Mr. Ilussey, the witness admitted tliat 
she had given birth to a child ten years 
ago last August., She was then about 
20. She said: 

Charges infanticide 
• We were living on a ranch at Gold- 
stream then, and I always thought that 
he was my mother's husband. Wo were 
living alone. , When the pHlld was horn 
th(-rc was nobody there except him. 
Directly It was- 'born, the- child cried. 
Ho then- took'lt away. He took a jiil- 
lou- from the'.hed, put the child Into It, 
i.Mik It Into the kitchen ami killed it. 
lie put his foot' on' tlio child's head, 
ami then burnt the: body In the stove, 
lie told me about It a' few minutes af- 
ti-rwards. I said: ' ' ' 

" 'AVhat liave . you done with the 
child?' 

"He told me what ho had done, and 
then- made''riie go'. down on my knees by 
the iK-d and swear never to tell any- 
one. He said: 

■'Til follow you all over the vi-orld 
and tear youv heart out, if you tell any 
one.' 

"I was very 111, and dmi't remember 
exactly, but it was either that day 
or the next when I heard a shot fired 
outside. lie came In and told mo that 
he had shot a cow, as he did not want 
peo]ili. coiiiliig around the bouse look- 
ing fi/r lludr cow. Afterwards sonio- 
(Uie came dowm to .see about who had 
shot the .cow, wWch ha.d .. been . hit. 
In the ' hlndciuarterB. ti Jt j was''. someone 
by the ri(wno.:of-::BurDqttV;JMr,UTaylor 
went iwvky with •them'.'; .-'-.V-' '

Vain Attempt to Escape 

"He stayed on the ranch for a little 
while after that, but In the spring ho 
wont ea.st, leaving mo th«re on the 
ranch. While he was away a man 
named Peter AVnrmsley wanted mo to 
marry him. I consented, thinking It 
would be a good chance to get away 
from hhn. Hut AVarmsley wrote Air. 
Taylor, as my stepfather, for his per- 
mission and.; Mr. ..Taylor came - back 
at- once. ,;:?lt \;vifasl^n when -.be • re- 
turned,' and he Irhmedlatoly dsked mo 
If I had married Warmsley. -I said 
I had not. To wliieh he replied! 

"'If you Inid I would have . burned 
you both In your beds.' . 

'Then ho sent for ' Warmsley . and 
forced him to give tip" a, letter. I had 
written him. 

"He remained on the ranch for a 
while, and then went to Wellington to 
work. I stayed on the rnncli. One 
duy a neighbor, a'Mrs...WoOdruff, came 
and stayed =:t5viir :night;:wlth''in^.^g?^She 
was a widow with three children. Af- 
ter a while she told mc sho was In 
love with Taylor. I told her some- 
thing of my life with him, and we 
boUi begun to cry. Then I said to her; 

" 'If you two love each other, lielp 
m(^ |o get away out of this.' 

"She said slie would, and helped mo 
pack my trunk and write a letter to 
Air. Taylor, In wlilch I told him what 
I had learned. I left tbo letter on the 
stove.,and came to Victoria. Mrs. 
Woodruff helped me to got my trunk 
to tho station.- I came in on the 6 
o'clock train and • met a lady friend 
with whom I spent the night at her re- 
qiK^st. Hor name whs •'Mrs.; Lee;'

"In tho meantime Taylor had como 
back to the ranch that same day, and 
found that 1 liad gone. He walked to 
town that night, round out where I 
w .IS staying and came to the house 
during the niglit. He opened the bed- 
room window, and took my purse off 
my bureau table while I w-as asleej). 
It contained all tin: money I had, m.y 
.steamer ticket and my trunk check. 
Early in tlie morning he caine and 
asked to see me. Airs. Eeo came In at 
" in the.- morning and said that my 
father wanted to, see me In the kitchen. 
I went to tbo kitchen to see him, and 
when I came In he drew a pistol from 
hlij j)ockot, and held It to my head. 

"'So, you are going to leave me, arc 
you'.'' said he. 'Then you will die 
Ilr.st." 

"He asked mo not to go, biit 
to take time and think it over.- 
He sold my steamer ticket 
and liad my trunk sent up to Airs. 
Lee'.s. 1 went to w-ork at llastie's Fair 
on Government street, but could not 
stand the work, so after a. month I 
went to a houso on Rockland avenue 
as parlormaid. I left three months 
after bccau'se the lady went up coun- 
try, and Mr. Taylor would not lot me 
go with her.i.

' Al!-s. '^'ayior said that Taylor had 
met lier mother In Australia and that 
about six years afterwards they came 
to Victoria. At that time she and lier 
sister were In England, but after her 
mother came to Victoria and went to 
live on the Goldstream r.'incli, she and 
her :j|.stt-r eaiiie out to this provinno. 
About six months after that tho t\vo 
separated, her slater going to San 
Francisco with'the mother and she rc- 
nialnlng on tht)> 'ranch. It waii hot 
long after , thafHh'at^She'ioSf thfr" sight, 
of an -eye.',; De«<Stilbta&; tho oocurrencfe 
yesterday sheraal'd:"^; : 
The Loss of an Eye 
"I was helping Air. Taylor who was 
trying to take out the king pin of \ 
a wagon. (, This was In 1894, when Ii 
wan 16:idr.'.'16,' By mistake he .struck \ 
the hamhier I was holding instead of) 
the pin, and a ^teel; splinter^. entered ; 
my eye. lie took* me tO 'VlCtprla to I 
.see Dr. Eraser, and-then we went to I 
a local hotel. The next morning I ' 
wont to St. Joseph's hospital, where ' 
Dr. Eraser removed my eye, and since i 
then I have worn a glass eye. I then ' 
wont back to the raiieli." I 
Benjamin .\rtluu- Eaves, -who works | 
at the Silica Brick works at Colwood, ' 
and, with his brother, boards at the I 
Taylors, was called to testify as to i 
the scene on Alonday Slight, ills cvl- | 
dence did not materially differ from - 
the others; It appears that he, with 
Alt. and Mrs. Taylor and tho two chil- 
dren, had spent the ' afternoon of 
Thanksgiving day on the water. They 
got back • bet'wooa and . 10- p.m. It 
was dark in the house and he was 
helping Mrs. Taylor -;.tO'-brlng:^ In the 
children while her husband put up the 
hor.se. ; 

"Khe asked me to get the matches 
which were in the pantry, which is no 
larger than a cupboard. I could not 
lind tiiem, and she came in and got 
them. .lust then Taylor came Into the 
house and wanted to know what w-o 
two were doing In the pantry." \ 

Jlr. Eaves went on to say that he 
had insisted on an explanation and the 
Incident ended for the mornent In Tay.- 
lor admitting he had .made d ralatake; 
and asking him to have a drink. Ac- 
cordingly the two got Into the buggy 
again and went to the Colwood hotel.

On his return lie found Taylor 
with a rifle in his hand. He ijald that 
he was going to drive about ]6i)klrig- 
for her.' .Taylor put the rifle In tho 
buggy, and went to untie the horse, 
the witness scl-/.ing the opportunity to 
take the w-eai)on and put It In the" ex- 
press -wagon standing clo.io by. They 
drove past the Colwood liotel, whore 
Taylor had several drinks and tho wit- 
ness one, and returned without llnding 
her. On coming back. Eaves went 
Into the house and called: j 
"Are you here Airs. Taylor'^" | 
"Ves, what is the matter," was the 
repl.v. ! 

"Without answering her," said Air. ' 
Eaves, '.'I went back .to Mr., Taylor and 
/said It Is all right; ;8hd lsi In her room. 
He Immediately drove round to tho 
back, went straight to the express 
wagon, just as If he knew -where I 
had hidden tlii^ gun, and took out tho 
rUIo. I made a gral) for. lt, and asked 
him what ho was going; to. do;-."

This Taylor would not per- 
mit, and eventually he went oft alone 
retm-nlng drunk as Mrs. 'faylor had 
described. The witness, however, did 
not attach any Importance to tho 
threats made by tlfe accused when 
he came back the last time, as he said 
that the man was too drunk by then 
to be responsible for what ho was say- 
ing. 

-At this point; remarking - tlmt the 
evidence pointed to a very serious 
crime having been committed, Alagls- 
trate Jay adjourned the case until 
Tuesday, in the meantime refusing 
bail. . ^

The evidence adduced yesterday in 
the police court came as a grea.t sur- 
prise to all who knew the defendtint, 
and next Tuesday he will. be repre- 
sented by counsel.-. It ': is uncertain 
what steps will bo ' taken as to yes- 
terdays revelations, but the evidence 
will be laid liefore the attorney gen- 
eral's department, and It is thought 
llltoly by Mr. Ilussey that a charge 
of nmrder will be brought.

PIGGERIES CONDEMNED 
BY SAANICH COUNCIL 

Legal Action to Be Taken to 
Abate Nuisances Within 
Municipality 



After repeated warnings ,iind rem- 
onBtrancos given to the Chinese pro- 
prietors of piggeries within tho limits 
of the municipality of South Saanlch, 
the jjatlenco of the municipal council 
has at last become exhausted and now 
that evidonco has been obtiilned 
against several of the Celestials show- 
ing that they have been making a 
practice of slaughtering pigs wUliin 
the limits of the municipality con- 
trary to the law legal action will bo 
at once taken. 

For several months the council has 
been making a determined effort to 
put an end to the. slaughtering of 
cattle for the market'. Action waa 
taken against a local firm of butchers 
\vho h&di'erectod a slaughter house and 
tho case'is'.now pending In the courts 
an injunction .having been obtained 
to stop the practice, but the Chinese 
owners of ' piggeries . have continued 
to slaughter. Many complaints have 
been nuidc by residents in the neigh- 
borhooJ, especially, the Carey Uoad, 
at the nuisance created by tlio noiso 
and stench from these, piggeries but 
it was only after considerable trouble 
that evidence that slaughtering was 
being done has at length been secured. 
To turther strengthen Its hands the 
council, at yesterday's, fortnightly 
meeting, decided to ask manlcipal 
healtli officer, Dr. Nelson, tci In.spi.ct 
tho (luarlers of all the Chinese resi- 
dents of the district Where the porcine 
tribe is harbored with a view of as'- 
certaining the sanitary, condltjpil of 
such. That .such , places. ar,©fjn0'st .un- 
sanitary is >\tHe claim, riiade by many 
of the residents, of vthe 'district who 
are pressing the .cbunoll to take In- 
stant action •,an4;;;abate', the nuisance. 

The Chinese OYifriors of the porkers 
claim that' they aro merely breeding 
pigs and are not slaughtering though 
the fact remains that during the past 
summer large numbers of pigs have 
been brought into the ■ municipality 
which afterwards disappe.ared in .1. 
mysterious manner and it is alleged 
that the animals aro slaughtered dur- 
ing tho night and carted into the city 
and disposed of. Many of those ani- 
mals aro brought from Oak Bay 
municipality where slaughtering bus 
been effectually ijrevented. the China- 
men evidently believing that tho 
Saanlch council will make no ofCorl 
to stop tho practice within its own 
limits. 

In discussing tho question Councll- 
•lor Pointer urged that' the council 
should go slowly and find out just 
where it stands before taking expen 
sivo legal proceedings but his caution 
finiud little favor with the other coun 
Cillers, who declared that' whatever 
the expense the nuisance complained 
of should be -impiedlately abated, and 
claJmed that the ratepayers of tho 
municipality would not grudge the ex 
ponse even if it cost $1,000. 

Friction with Constable. 

Within thii-past fcw nionths trouble 
has arisen between' the council and 
(tho munloipail constable. Hardly a 
meeting passes but the rpiestion of tlio 
alleged dereliction of duty on the part 
of that official Is discussed and at 
yesterday's meeting Iho subject again 
came uj) Cor discussion following a 
complaint from A. G. Snelling, sec- 
retarv of the Victoria Creamery com- 
pany,' .that of lat^porsoqs, unknown, 
have entered the aQ.rmerjpremlses of 
tho company on' the'^ettreV -Toad and 
smashed all the windows and in facf^ 
every article smashable. Mr. Snel- 
ling stated 'in his comfnunlcation that 
complaints , have been jiiado time and 
again to the" c'onstablerb.ut that evi- 
dently no attention had been paid to 
them by that officer. 

Councillor Nicholson^, declared that 
it was strange the condtable could not 
bring home the guilt, to.; the proper 
parties. Not only i in ithls particular 
Instance biit.also in other cases of in- 
fractions of the laws, no arrests had 
been made ;though complaints by tho 
uozeri from residents of the district 
have been made. He suggested that 
In tho case of tho creamery company's 
complaint tho matter be taken out of 
the hands of the constable and a 
special constable avi'olnted who would 
doubtless sliow more; energy than the 
regular ofliclal bad dune. After lengthy 
discussion this suggestion was acted 
upon. Constable Russell, who was 
present at the meeting, declared that 
he had done his best to locate offend- 
ers but owing CO the great extent of 
the numlcipnllty it was impossibli! to 
be everywhere, and very often when 
complaints were made and he rndcay 
vored to Investigate lie had to travel 
such dist;inccs tliat by the lime lie ar- 
rived on the spot the o.ffenders had 
dlsapiieared. In tho case of the pig- 
geries he hiid done his best, nnd he 
had now secured sufficient evidence, 
he thought, to warrant proceedings be- 
ing taken. 

Complains of Road Tax. 

A coinpaint was registered by Val. 
H. Wetmure against what ho consider- 
od the unwarranted action of the coun- 
cil in collecting the road tax when 
he already p.-iys taxes uu property 
leased by him. The ineniber.s of tlie 
council wert somewhat doubtful 
whether in such cases the numiclpniity 
had tlie right to also collect tlie ruad 
tax, but it was felt that u taxpay(U- 
should not be called upon to pay the 
road tax and all those ratepayers wlio 
have done so will have their re- 
funded. Councillor IJunn declaring 
that to collect tho tax in sucli cases 
would simply be "petty larceny by the 
Kiunieli'ality."

being a nuisance and detrimental to 
li-is enjoyment' of life,- tlie"" city coun- 
cil has decided to hold aii Inquiry as 
to tho merits of the complaint made 
by Mr. Neal. The latter In his first 
communication' to the council stated 
that the steam from tlie laundry owing 
to the lack of a proper shaft, was 
poured forth straight into his windows 
while tfie smell was most obnoxious. 
He also pointed out that the Imllding 
did not conform with tho regulations 
of the recent Washliousc bylaw in- 
troduced by Aid. Gleason,' which came 
Into effect on June 1 last. In that It 
was not forty feet from:- the street 
line.

The santthry Inspector' was InstrUcf- 
ed^to investigate the matter and either 
arrange that by Nov. 1 the tenancy 
of the' Chinese should be terminated 
by the ownfcr of the premises.

It appear." that the sanitary Inspector 
has been unable to e()|iie to any amlc- 
ii^bi.o avrarjEements with tho owner.

Does Noi Conform W(th -Bylaw » ■ 

The sanitary Inspector has'freported 
that so far as the question of the sani- 
tary condition of the promises is' con- 
cerned no particular fault can be found 
but that the building does not con- 
form with the 'Washhouse bylaw is a 
certainty and that it will be Impossi- 
ble to make It meet the provisions of 
that measure as owing to Its location 
the washing room cannot be rnovcd 
back tlie re(iulrtd forty. loet and .in 
several other particulars it' falls short 
of the provisions. 

Mr. Neal calls upon tho council to 
make tho owner conform with the by- 
law or else close the premises for its 
present business while the owner. Dr. 
Morrison, points to the large number 
of waslihouscs througliout the city 
which equally violate the bylaw, hut 
against which no steps liave been ta- 
ken and he asks why he should be 
proceeded agalhst when owners.: ■ of 
otlier premises 'are equally' -In the 
wrong. 

Under tlie .Municipal Clauses act the 
council must hold an inquiry into mat- 
ters of tills kind before condi-mnation 
proceedings can be undertaken against 
tho jiremlses coniplalni.'d of. This ju'o- 
eeedlng will 1k: taken at tonior.-ow 
night's council meeting when the I 
.■■■anltary inspector and tin- other part- I 
ies interested will attend and give | 
eviilence under oath. Owing to the 
somi'wlint drastic provisions (jf tlie ' 
WiLsbliouso bylaw the city lias hitherto 
deemed It wise? to merely Insist that 
certain improvements should be made 
in tlie existing waslilunises to make 
thi'm sanitary. But to Insist that the 
bylaw should be coniiilled with In 
every jiarticular would have mo.int 
that practicall.v every laundr.v and 
.washhouse, with but one or two pos- 
sible exeeiitions, would have had to 
cease business. Should tho present 
enquiry sliow that' the premises com- 
i)laincd of l)y Jlr, Neal are not a nuis- 
ance and not. a menace to the public 
health or a'dotririjept, to' surroiindihg 
values, reliance will .siCCOMitigly have 
to bo placed upoti th^ifact^Jhat f the 
U'ashhoiise bylaw., ha'8' 'not'.'beea coni?! 
plied with and to adopt this stand will 
mean that a broad question will have to 
lie dealt with by tlu: council.

■ done so in the present in.stanee, liave 
110 doslro to court pul)licit.v. There is 
such a thing 5is a sense of public duty 
■which compels acllon along such lines 
altliough some of the consequences re- 

• suiting thercfnnn may be cxeeiHlinsly 
■dlstustefui. j\tost men would prefer to 
move along in the even tenor of their 
■ways, but feci obliged to direct public 
attention to mattery which .seem to 
have a bearing upon tho welfare of tlu^ 
community in whieli they live. Let it 
be distinctly understooa by lliose who 
mav embark m .'nieh work, that there 
' can be no direct benefit from it. Of In- 
Vairoot advantage there may bo a great 
deal, but of immediate reward lor the 
time land labor spent in the advocacy 
of a policy of jmblic advancement , there 
never was - and there never ., will 
Ije any prospect, except of such re- 
ward as comes from a.ponsctousness of 
having discharged a duty. ' If tlio Boar<l| 
of Trade committees succeed in collat- 
hig valuable and useful information, 
some one wi" take advantage of it, but 
It, will not be~ those who have been In- 
strumental in getting it together. Wo 
make this observation because one 
hears a suggestion of possible "graft" 
in connection with every effort put for- 
ward in the public interest, ; ^' <.^t,'; j? ;■ . 

We hope that when the 6oard of 
Trade committees get to work there 
will bo gcner.'il and hearty co-oi)ei-ation 
wUh them. Only by that means can 
their, labdrS' bo'iiljenqQfcia No one man 
knows all that Is worth krvowlng about 
Vancouver Island, or all that there is 
to 1)0 said about^ the advantages which 
the city of Victoria enjoys. Therefore 
llierc should be a yeadincss on tho part 
of every one to impart their icnow- 
ledge. We do not know as^yet of whom 
tile committees will . consist or \vh'at 
their i)hin of action may be, but wi- 
.hes|)eak for them the synipatlu'tic a;-i- 
sistancc of tho public. We may add 
that often the reoulta .pf^^such investi- 
gations as are' proposed'ai-o" very differ- 
ent from what tho promoters of tlio in- 
vestigations anticipate, but they are al- 
ways sure to be vnkiable, If the inquiry 
Is conducted faithfully ;inil tlii;rou;;hly. 

THE REPORTER. 

Every one admits that tho law is a 
learned profession. If you luive any 
dcmbt about the cast' you have only to 
attend court a few times to hear one 
long-robed gentleman o floor in- 
form another long-robed gentleman on 
the bench that ills learn-ed brother Inis 
not the faintest conception of the prin- 
ciples, etc., etc., etc. Of course medi- 
cine is a learned profession. . Jt la : true 
that there be wicked people who inti- 
mate that a good deal of the learning 
Is guess-work, and lots of thiligs pass 
for wisdom in ihi.'j world «'hen they 
are only luckj". Theo.loKy is a learned 
profession, moi'o learned in tilings that 
other people have thought than^all the 
others combined. 'And 'so we might go 
on, but we venture to say that If any 
one should descrilje tlie noble art of 
reporting for a dally newspaper us a 
Jearned profession .-there would bo 
many shoulders shrugged and many 
eyebrows elevated. And yet — well let 
us pursue the scientillc method and 
form our conclusions from ascertained 
fads. . . 

Every morning, . or nearly every 
morning, a newspaper Is delivered at 
your door. You take it Into the house 
.without the slightest hesitation, for j 
you know that it will not contain any- 
thing that your family ought not to see. 
[Who 'ilsl.i'reBponsiblo for this primary 
fact?')'' The Editor, perhaps you will 
Bay! but bless your heart the pajjcr 
lis nearly as m.-w to lilm, so far as tlie 
work of the reporters is concerned, as 
It is to you. 'If course, it is siicli a 
paper as ho thinlts ought to be printed, 
for if It was not tho necessary change s 
would bo made in' thio staff, but do not 
suppose that his more or Ic'sh eagli! eyo 
scans every item or story. An cMlltor 
cnn do many things no doubt, some of 
them well i)ossibly, some of thorn ill 
certainly, , but he cannot ' . lio arouml 
town nil day talking to people and sit 
up all night reading local copy. Ho 
would di" in a wi'ck if he undertook 
this, wliicli nilfcclit not l.ie ;i bad thing in 
Itself, but is objectionable to hliu on 



general principles, Tho City Editor 
iind the Reporters are the men to 
whom tho credit i.s ane. A story has 
to be got and a reporter giies out to 
get it. ''He may have several other 
things to look; after at the same time, 
lie gets back to the office, sits down 
and writes the story, discrnninnling 
between what can i)roperly he told and 
what ought to be wllldiekl, and ex- 
pressing it In English which, it not ex- 
actly Addisonian, is at least Intolliglbie 
and grammatical. He may have never 
heard of the subject matter until It was 
assigned to lilni and yet lie Is supposed 
to produce a readable, accurate and 
dlserlminatlng^acco^^^ ,lt as quickly 
as ' hb' can: poiihd'' u'p'on the keys of a 
typewriter. He has no time for con- 
templation; )io has only a meagri! op- 
portunity to consult with any one in 
authority. He must score lofC' Ws ovvn 
bat, and as he does It many times" a 
day so that you do not hesitate to 
l>lace his work where it can be read 
by any member of your family, do you 
not think that 'he thereby establishes 
a claim to be learned In his particular 
lino? No one works with such pressure 
as he; no one' haS' to "deal with more 
diflieult matters; no one has to decide 
more promptly what he. sli.Ul tell and 
what lie shall leave untold. 
\Botwepn the reporter and the public 
'there stands the City Editor, tlui 
autocrat of your breakfast table news. 
He wields llie blue pencil without fear, 
favor or affection, gain, reward or ho|)e 
thereof. Wltat he dislikes he kills; 
what ho likes he lets appe.".r in print. 
From his ileci.sion tliiTc> cannot in tho 
VLiy uccessit\- of tiilii.Lis be any appeal. 
Ho n^ay consult tlie editiu'-hi-chlof at 
times, but as a I'uli; lii^ must act on 
his unaided Judgment and with such 
speed that tho linotypes may. bo kept 
busy as tho night liours slip by. What 
has been said of tho reporter is true of 
liim, only usually a little more so. You 
go to your lawyer and pour your story 
into his ear, knowing that he has been 
sworn not to betray your confidence; 
but yoij tell your story to the reporter 
wlio is bound only by the ethics of his 
professicni and tliongh by writing a 
.sin.^le liiii^ he iniijlit blast vour roi)u- 
tation. he does not write it. The phy- 
sician calls - and diagnoses your case' 
for a time, gives vou some medicine 
and s;ivs he will call the next day when 
vour svmi)toins have developed. I lu! 
reporter diagnoses your storv on tho 
Instant. The parson writes two ser- 
mons a week on the great things that 
pertain to the future life; the reporter 
writes twenty on the little things that 
pertain to this life. If the lawyer makes 
a mistake the court rnay set him right; 
if the pliyslcian blimders tho under- 
taker hides his mistake away.: If tho 
parson is wrong in his theology, we 
cannot tell what will happen because 
there is notliing in this world that can 
convict him of error. But the report- 
er's work Is' spread ■-■ before all tho 
world. It goes on record to be seen of 
all men, and wli.at is quite ^as^lmport- 
ant, of all women, and t/ho malces 
mighty few mistakes. , 

The profession that enables a man^ 
to do these things may hot be called 
a learned one; but tiie science of liu- 
man lifi^ in the nuinifestations of its 
daily activity is a siil)jeet of Investi- 
gation whicii calls for knowledge, 
skill, lionesty of puriiose, industry and 
good faith. The profession of news- 
gathering may 'not- bo" th'o no"blest of 
them all, hut as it touches the life of 
all men daily, it Is certainly a profes- 
sion of the greatest importance, and as 
on the whole llS .work>ls for; the bet- 
terment of the community, It can cer- 
tainly be c;illeil lionoralile.

r 1 ed Into Teffect;? i6"canea i'flte" ;Migriitlo'n 
of Teachers' Scheme.' There- are now 
in London teachers from the Trcns- 
yaal. New Soutli AVales, South Aus- 
tralia, New -Zoiiland, and India who 
tlirough the co -operation bctwoen the 
leiigui.' and tlie education depurtmcnts 
ot tlie.se ■(lilferenl countries have been 
!Ul'ordcd. the opportunity of .studying 
Engll.sli , iiiethod.s of education, 'i'lu-si; 
teachers have been wek'omed by the 
London county councils and are given 
the privilege of attending lectures de- 
livered at the trainings school.s • and 
elaewliere. In lilnnlnghani the sys- 
tem of teclinical education has been 
studied and a report made to the 
lea.ijue. A'^uhiable as the results of 
the study of the schools will bo to 
those leaeliers from over the seas in 
hroadoning and deepening their edu- 
caticjiial luiowleilge. otlierian(l not less 
iini)orlant advaiita;,'es will- be derived 
from their stay in the mother coun- 
try. They will meet there ,'p'o-workers 
from other climes and liavo." an. Oppor- 
tunity of learning from "them many 
things, not' only about- their work but 
interestlng'"fSdta concerning conditions 
in the' colony from ■\vhlch they come, 
'i'hey will, oven in a short stay receive, 
impressions of life in England and of 
tlie attitude of its people towtlrds the 
colonies that even the careful student 
of current literature docs hot receive. 
Their knowledge of history will gain 
a freshness and reality from their visit 
to a country where almost, every .spot 
has been the scene of some important 
c;vent. 

Tliere is no educator like travel to 
those whose minds are active and 
tliere is ftltle doubt that the teachers 
selected will be the most Intelligent 
the ablest in the various colonies 
In which tlie plan is In operation. On 
their return each of these teachers 
will become a centre of liiUucnce and 
Int'ormation. There are at present a 
number of Canadian teachers In Great 
Ijrltaln who went on a j)urely educa- 
tional mission. Yet they, no less than 
other.s, 'ivill learn much more than even 
the bri.^-htest of them antlcijiated. If 
a closer union of tlio different jiarts 
of the Empire Is brought about it is

The in- 
I'lirni.itlon she has acquired and the 
Impressions she received will,' there is 
no doubt;"' be ' of great valufej ' to the 
trusteofe as well as to the teachers. 

The government of the island of 
C^eylon lias luidertaUen to teach all the 
chllilren In the sehooLs the art of 
gardeiiin.g. Land is procured, fences 
are built and seed.s are distributed liy 
Uio Kovernment. The g.'irdoiis arc not 
rejrariied as places of ainusoinent only. 
The work Is seriously undertaken and 
the iirodncts are sold, for the benefit 
of the teacher, or arc distributed to 
tlie <-hll(lin'n to be used ;is food. The 
aim of t)ic government is not only to 
fit the clilklren for their future oc- 
cupation as cultivators of the sail but 
to introduce into Ceylon many food 
plants •\vhlch, -iJ^ive,' Ti'oK »I}ithorto been 
used. 'In order to: ejipburago /the chil- 
dren valuable prizes 'u're givon'," .Crops 
which cannot be* used as food.. are sold 
and the money devoted to 'sch'ool purr 
lioHcs. The rule of "the' dcpaftment is 
that every government • , tea'(?l\or, un- 
less the site of ,h'Is school ''renders If 
lmi)03slblo should ' have something In 
the nature' of a garden, .even if It 
consisted only of a few ornamenial 
shrubs and flowers. One of the main 
ob.ieets of the garden Is to assist In 
fitting the children for a' hardy life 
of outdoor work.

Tlie Court ot .Vppeals ot New York 
has unheld the validity of that sec- 
tion of tlio labor law providing that no 
workingmen on public work "shall be 
permitted or required to work more 
Lhiin eight houra In one calendar day." 
This decision was ' a reversal of a 
lower, court, and was made In accord- 
ance with popular demand through the 
ballot box, in an amendment to the 
constitution, which gave the Legisla- 
ture the power to regulate and tlx the 
wages or salaries, the hours of work 
or labor, and made provision for the 
protection, welfare, and safety of per- 
sons employed by the State, or by anv 
county, city, or other municipality.

In Germany for the direct aid of their 
employees; in 1900 about $14,399,000: 
in 1902 $19873,000; in 1904 the pecu- 
niary liolp dropjied to about $17,347,- 
000, but in 1905 the', last year, for 
which the .statistics have been com- 
piled, it rose to over 527.608,000. Not 
a third of the total, which amounted 
to $131, '280,711 from 1S98 to 1905 in- 
clusive, was contrlbwtod bv stock

this sum was given as voluntary con- 
tributions by private linns and" indi- 
viduals.

They might reckon that, for 
an average family of live or six, tho 
cost of living had gone up £ 6 per an 
iium more than before they had the 
tariff.

Did you 'see a copy of the bill "being dis- 
tributed to the members of the audience? — 
Yes: a young lady gave it to me the moment 
I arrived, inviting me to "rush" the House of 
Commons. , 

How did you interpret the invitation? As 
a member of the audience, what did you think 
we wanted you to do? — I reall}' should not 
like to ;place--'aii interpretation on the docii- 
ment. I don't think it' is quite my function. 
L think Mrs. Pankhurst placed the interpre- 
tation you desired to be put on the document. 

First of all, I want to get at the impres- 
sion conveyed b\' tlie bill, quite apart from 
anything- you heard, and then we must throw 
some light on the meaning of the bill by ex- 
amining it in conjunction with the words 
spokenvpn'.thfe pl(it£orra. Let us imagine that 
you were not at the meeting at all. You were 
yyalMng. ,up aritl doWn,^ say, and 

some orieVjgavc you this tHU. Suppose you for- 
get for a moment you are a member of the 
Government, and regard 3-ourself as an ordin- 
ary person, just the same as myself. You 
get tills bill, which says, "Help the suffragists 
to rush the House of Commons." W'hat did 
you think.. you were called upon to do? — I- 
really stioiildn't like to undertake so difficult a 
task as to interpret the bill. ' 
■ '"' This word "rush" seems to be at the bot- 
tom of it all. What does the word mean ? — 
I understood that the invitation from Mvs. 
Pankhurst was to force an entrance to the 
House of Commons. 

I want you to concentrate 3''0ur mind on 
this bill and to define the word "rush" as used 
in that bill? — I cannot do that. ^- 

Then I wijl,-..,.In Chamber's EnglLsh dic- 
tionary one of the nieaiiiings given to the word 
is an "eager demand." What do you think 
of that? (laughter) — I cannot enter into com- 
petition with Chambers's dictionary. 

"Urgent pressure" is another meaning. 
C^gilvie gives the same meaning — viz., "eager 
demand." Woidd you have felt, if you were 
asked to help the suffragists to make an eager 
tlemand, would you feel we .were calling upon 
you to do ah illegal •■acf ?— That is not for me 
to sa}'. 

The magistrate — The witness is quite right. 
'J'hat is a question for nic to decide. 

.Mrs. Pankhurst — [Jere is another sense in 
which the word "rush" is used, and 1 think 
it will be of some interest to you. To "rush" 
bills through Parliament (laughter) — I have 
had some experience of that. 

"On the rush," we are told in another dic- 
.tionary, means "in n hurry." 'JMiere is noth- 
ing unlawful in being in a hurry? 

The magistrate — That is not a question for 
this witness. 

Miss Pankhurst — Do' you feel, if wc asked 
you to go in a hurry to the Mouse of Com- 
mons l.o make an eager demand for the en- 
^ franchisement, we shculd Ik- asking you to do 
something illegal? — 1 cannot express any 
opinion. 1 cannot go l)C3'ond \vhat I saw. 

W'hat impression did you form from the 
demeanor of the crowd hi Trafalgar Square, 
as to whether thej' were likely Ip respond to 
this invitation to rush the House , of • Com- 
mons? — I thought they were a very unlikely 
.crowd to respond. 

You thought that although we issued the 
invitation it would nol be accciitcd? — Not hv 
that |)articul;u' crowd. ^' 

Did 3'Ou hear flic speaker threaten any vio- 
lence to 3'ou or any member, of the Govern- 
ment? — No. 

There was no .suggestion that property 
should be damaged in any way? — No,; I heard 
nothing of the sort. 

You did not Think you would be hurt? — 
Oh, nij. '

Did you gather for what reason? 
'iMie Miagistrate— You are not entitled to 
cross-examine 3'our own witness.

— In llie \\'ilness-l)o\ I could not ex- 
press an opinion on that jioint. 

You know we are called upon to show 
cause wdiy wc should not be hound over to 
ke^p the peace ?

The magistrate. — ^ihis gtTntlcman has

Mrs. May, a member of lhe"W'omen's So- 
cial and Political TJnion, who viewed the 
scene on October '13 from a window, described 
Parliament Square as a "vast desert of silent 
police" (loud laughter). The most striking 
incident was "the movement of a dark I'^antcrn" 
on the tower of St. i^Iargarct's Church. She 
naturally concluded that a policeman was 
searching for .suffragists "among the pinna- 
cles" of the church. She saw Mr'. Burns out- 
side the gates of the House of Commons. 

Miss Esther Sylvia Pankhursts and other, 
witnesses stated that the crowd was orderly 
and sympathetic. 

Miss Evelyn Sharp, an authoress, stated 
that she regarded the bill as an invitation to 
.go to the Mouse of Commons and not turn 
back if it could be avoided. .She headed a de- 
putation from Caxton Hall to the House of 
Commons. She got through the first line 
of police by ducking under a constable's elbow. 
She was afterwards turned back by an in- 
spector, whom she mistook for one of the pub- 
lic. Later in the evening she dodged the big- 
gest policeman she ever saw (laughter.) 
' Miss Pankhurst — You used strategy rather 
than force. That was the kind of rush yon 
went in for?— Yes; it was like a rush at 
hockey.

■ F you want to run' across people 
you know go tO ' ■ Gharihg. Cross 
Station .or :Xome- to; Victori^r" was 
the remark made to' the writer liy 
an English lady long resident in 
viiis most beautiful of cities, the 
. capital uf tiic largest province in the Dominion. 
You icavc Vancouver on tlic mainland in 
one of the superb "Princess" steamers of the 
C.PvR. line, a^iinique -and palatial ferryboat 
; which plies betwee'n the stirrim;- city of Van- 
couver and this delightful residential spot. A 
' few hours later the steamer is threading her 
way among ir.lands and islets which, like a 
flock of young waterfowl, cling to the^ sh'ores 
of this tlie mother island of the flock. 

Scores of Britisli settlers, a rather iuxur- 
iou^brand of the Robinson Crusoe tribe, arc 
settled on these rfccinating conglomerations 
' 6f lock, forest, and^arm land, and you become 
,.'awarc of tlicir numbers only when the season 
'Jis in full swing in Victoria and they go to one 
or other of the city hotels to take part in the 
•social functions 'wliich Victorians cnjo3^ 

Little of the residential charm of Victoria 
is revealed as you enter the harbor. To the 
right is the arciiitectural triumph of the Do- 
minion, the provincial legislative buildings, 
'set on a slope of velvet sward and designed 
by those who had tiie foresight to determine 
that within a short decade "the problem of the 
Pacific" would engross the attention of both 
Federal and Imperial authorities. 

To the left is the post office, a substantial 
stone structure where, when watching the 
- crowd which comes and goes, you nuiy first 
. realize that Victoria stands as a buffer be- 
tween the Occident and Orient. Sleek, well- 
clad Chinese merchants shoulder aside /shab- 
bily-dressed turbancd Hindus, while the An- 
glo-Saxon tongue in many varieties is heard, 
from the broken English of the Oriental or 
"breed" to the "ultra" pronunciation of the 
Jatest arrival from the old land, whose Shoot- 
ing "togs" are as conspicuous as his accent. 

It is difficult for a temporary resident of 
this up-to-date city to realize that it is within 
a few hours' journey by motor or train of one 
of the best-stocked hunting and fishing 
grounds in Canada. You may dine at the Em- 
press one evening eujuying a dinner prepared 
by a French chef kidnapped from one of; the 
leading continental hotels and be waitecV WOi^ 
by a man Avho has not ten months ago attend- 
ed to your wants at Prince's. 

You may have heard Padcrcwski or Ku- 
belik at the Victoria theatre, where a well- 
dressed audience has gathered, many of whom 
have come by stage,, boat, or train from 
ranches "up the island" or.."on an island" to 
enjoy a treat wdiicH Londoners, can comiri.and. 
Before twenty-four hours have passed you 
"may be enjoying a freshly-caught , salmon or 
trout, the product of your own skill as an ang- 
ler, cooked to a turn over the camp fire by a 
"breed," who is guide, cook, and general fac- 
totum. 

Victoria is essentially a city of homes of 
varying degrees of luxuriousness set in the 
midst of entrancing gardens, many of which 
slope down to the shores of a salt-water inlet, 
with vegetation thriving to the water's edge, 
or omone of the many handsome avenue; 
which' follow the curve of the land, sweeping 
upward from the shores of Oak Bay, Avhei e 
every house commands a view of incompar- 
able loveliness. The staid, roomy, weather- 
beaten house of wood, hielden behind, trees of 
fifty years' growth, speaks of the' old regirrie, 
-. but these have giveu place to the more artistic 
' erection built partly of stone with plenty of 
rich but subdued color to add to the pictur- 
esque effect, an admixture of the spreading 
Anglo-Indian Innigalow and timbered hou: e 
of old England. These attractive residences 
nestle between groups of giant boulders or 
perched high on the top of a rock, or agaui 
set in the midst of smooth lawns, green the 
whole year round. English ivy flourishes 
with exceeding luxuriance and spreads its 
■ kindly mantle' Of green over barren expanses. 
■'A handful of soil" dropped into a crevice or 
cup of a rock becomes in a thrice the vantage 
ground for blos.soming plants of every variety, 
'("rardcns at this lime of the year are gay with 
rhododendrons, a/.alcas, and giant bushes of 
paeonies. The pearly sheen of fruit blossom 
of mid-Aipril has given place to a perfect gloi ^- 
. of golden broom, which runs riot ni jiarls ^ 
' gardens, and even borders the roadsides in 
residential districts. 

An inuncnse variety of the rose family 
seems to bloom for ten ninnths of the year m 
this land of balmy winters and radiant sum- 
mers. Wild flowe'rs carpet the parks and ren- 
der everv acre of unused ground a thing of 
^-aauly and joy in spring-time. ^, ., 

Nowhere in Canada is the balance between 
■work and pla>r more observed than in Viclori i. 
Well-preserved pcciple of mature years aie 
found takihg.an active part in all soci d 
amusements.- The numerous banks sug-est 
that the aggregate of wealth on the island is 
•i-reat in proportion to the number of inliabi- 
Taiils, and the many real estate agencies would 
,u)int' to the fact that property is rapidly 
changing bands. t' 

Canadians who have "made their pile" in 
the middle and northvvesterh' prdvihces- have 
already "discovered" Victoria as an ideal place 
for permanent residence, and the retired pro- 
fessional or business man finds ample scope 
for his energies auvl a chance for increasing his 
capital in the many Inulding enterprises which 
daily come into v.knv in this province of enor- 
mous area aiul undeveloped resources. 

i'rivaic schools for both boys and girls, 
presided over by English masters and mis- 
tresses, arc provided for those who prefer them 



to government educational institutions; some 
of the schools' arc beautifully situated. 

The hospitaUty of Victorians is hearty 
without being incliscriminate, and people who 
visit Victoria for the first time do well to arm 
themselves with letters of introduction, for so- 
cial customs of older Britain still cling amid 
the growth of colonial democracy. 

Club life flourishes; there are no fewer 
than two of the usual' social -order .for ^ men, 



spiraea, and others. A small cactus also grows 
here, but it has nearly reached its northern 
limit of existence. The configuration of the 
islands is most irregular, with long bays and 
shallow lagoons running in every direction. 
Chatham Island is really cut up into several 
small islands, between which the tide runs 
with great velocity.

and the Alexandra Club for women is the cen- 
tre of much in the way ot literary and artistic 
hfc, while the musical element is strong and 
supports excellent musical clubs and societies. 

'1 lie lamous golf links on the shore^ of 
Oak Bay are open the 3'ear round, and goll 
tournaments bring devotees of the game from 
American cities on the Pacific coast. Cricket 
and tennis are in full- swing at this date. 
Yachting, rowing, and canoe and motor-boat 
racing occupy the attention the members ot 
the various acquatic clubs. Dog shows are 
immenselv i)0]nilar. and the first horse show 
has been held lateK' at X ancouver. 

Life in Victoria resembles m some respects 
that of existence m the old land, but the .-spirit 
of adventure, romance, and enterprise perme- 
ates this polished gem of civilization set on 
the borders of the unexplored vastness of an 
undeveloped island in the Pacific oceair,— 
May Fitz Gibbon, in the Sphere. 

Within four miles of Victoria, the capital 
ot r.ntish Columbia, withm sound of the steam 
whistles and less trcqucnt cliurcli bells, lie 
two islands, Chatham and Discovery, named 
after the ships of Vancouver, and set m the 
heart of the tideway wdiere the straits of Haro 
branch from the straits of Juan de Fuca. The 
iniiei- jKissage is navu^able for \-essels of light 
draught- but is full ot detached rocks, over 
which the tides ilow and ebb with great 
streni'-lli- and in heavy weather <;-ive rise to the 
steep seas locally known as tide v\\)6. 

Oil a calm dav, and with knowledfe of 
the tides and their eddies, there is no-danger 
or ditii' ultv m crossing to these islands in- a 
.'^mall boat, but. they are seldom visited, as the 
jieoidr of Victoria have a dislike for the salt 
water — most unusual m a seaport town m a 
British coIony--aiid thus it happens that a 
man can escape from the crude civilization of 
a throwing western town and in a couple of 
hours find liiinselt in British Columbia as it 
was 111 the days of C)uadra and Vancouver. 

\ few Indians inhabit the islands, but 
ilieri' is no sign of the white man's . invasion 
except at the eastern end of Discovery Island, 
where a ''lighthouse flashes its warning to the 
ever-increasing fleet oi merchant vessels 
bound for and from the different ports of Van- 
couver Island and the mainland of British Cd- 
luinbia and Alaska. 

In the distance, Chatham and Discovery 
resemble any of the smaller islands of the 
archipelago which extends along the coast 
line of the North Pacific ocean from Cai>e 
Flattery to.'Sitka, ,but -a closer inspection will 
sliow inany markc:d cliffcrcnces in, the vegeta- 
tion caused by the comparatively dry climate 
and the influence of a southerly latitude. The 
coniferous trees do not grow to any great 
height, owing to the poverty of the soil and 
the^prevaleucc of the southeasterly gales of 
winter, but deciduous trees, such as oak, ma- 
])lc, alder, and willow, grow in .great pro- 
fusion ; the so-called arbutus, which remains 
evergreen but sheds its bark, is plentiful, as 
well as inany flowering bushes, ribes, syringa,

Occasionally, in April and October, plovers 
and other wading birds rest for a day or two 
on these islands, as the flights of the .great 
s|)ring and autumn migration of waders and 
\viklfowl pass directly over the city of- 'Vic- 
toria, and birds can be heard in; gfcat nulnb^rs 
passing for niany nights in Succession. 

The waters adjacent to Chatham and Dis-.- 
covcry are well slocked With -fish; mostly var- 
ieties of the cod family, and a bank with shal- 
low soundings lying four miles farther out in 
.the straits of Ilaro has supplied the local mar- 
ket with halibut ■"for«forty'-.3cears. 

• The big run of the salnloh passes round 
the east end of Discovery Island every year on 
it.S'way 'to the spawning grounds of the Fra- 
ser River, From the top of the light-house " 
tower you may look down iijion acre^ of leap- -.' 
ing fish and watch the Indians taking their 
harvest of the salmon to be smoked for winter 
use, paddling their "dug out" canoes on the 
edge of the .strong.tide, and dropping back in-, .., 
to the' eddy as their forefathers did before the " 
white man came. . '....v.. ■ - ■ 

The beauty of the islands and the^andeur 
of the Olympic Range towering over the 
strait.-i of Juan dc I'uca will help you' to con- 
jure uji scenes of the days when the romance 
of the unknown lay over the -Pacific Ocean, 
until your eye falls dn ,a;liner bound for China, 
and,y6u';rememb.er;:,tliat you are in the middle 
of one of the wbrldlS'gr'eat tracks of commerce, 
where romance is doomed to perish as surely 
as the Indian. — Warburton Pike in "Canada.' 



geese come here in the spring in some cjuanti- 
ties, and 1)ird lifc is always abundant. The 
long-tailed ducks, scaups, golden eyes, and 
surf scoters, are in great numbers; the (juaint 
little harlequin duck also freciueuts these is- 
lands, as well as gulls, cormorants, divers, 
grebes, guillemots, and many other sea birds. 

But the most noticeable birds of all are the 
Northwest crows (Cqrvus canrinus), which 
have taken possession of the whole group , of 
islands a.s a breeding ground, .and at once re- 



fish, and it is n fact that most of their food is 
found .-iniong the shell-fish and the lower ani- 
mal life exposed by the receding tide. 'I he 
habits of the Northwest crow arc most amus- 
ing, and the coast-line of British Columbia 
would lose a great attraction if the local legis- 
lature were ever unwise .enough to put a 
bounty on the destruction of these birds. The 
nests are usually more tidy than the English 
rook's nest, and are neatly lined with strips of 
cedar bark.

Dr. I-iclen Bourchier, who has; served., one 
month in Hollpway as a suffragette'^pris'oner, 
gives an account of her mental suffering there 
whic.li is of considerabtesisychological interest. 

■^j: A. calm and logical-minded woman, .she 
writes. disi-assionately and cc .ivincingly. "In 
my own case," she says, "I suffered very much 
less from many of the details of prison life 
than tlic majority of my fellow. .,pxisoners. I 
was never at all troubled bjr,-.the.?fact . that my 
cell door was locked on the 'outside., ; • ■ ; 

"I was indeed not actively conscious that 
it was so. It came upon me rather-as a sur- 
prise" that one of my fellow prisoners suffered 
from being locked in so acutely that after the 
fir.st night she said she felt as if she Avould go 
mad, aiul on the second night she screamed so 
and was so excited and unnerved that she had 
■ to be removed to the infirmary. 

"I am not a young woman, and a ^good 
deal of my life has been spent alond,;.fhfeteJ[b|e'a 
the solitude of my cell did not \year' upon'my'^ 
nerves as I know it did in ;spme, other. cases._' I 
had many interesting subjects' of thought with 
which to occupy my mind as I sat sewing at 
the prison tasks. For all of wdiich re-asons the 
fact of being a prisoner should have affected 
me very liglitly. 

"Yet I found even that .short term of im- 
l)risonmcnt in some subtle way affecting my 
mind. The trivial incidents of the prison life, 
that at first I had known and felt to be abso- 
lutely unimportant, began to loom larger and 
larger before, my mental vision, and I found 
myself losing all sense'" of proportion. 

"If the needlework officer forgot to leave 
a pair of scissors in my cell in the morning, 
for instance, I could think of nothing else for 
the greater part of the day. If the library of- 
ficer came to my cell while I was out at exer- 
cise, as happened once or twice, and in conse- 
quence my library book was not changed,- 
that slight contretemps became a black trag- 
edy that darkened the whole world and was 
brooded upon for hours.;;, v 

"But the iact which "'showed me most 
staftlingly the effect ]noduced on my mind by 
the unnatural conditions of seclusion, silence,- 
and monotony which prevailed in Holloway 
was the grow'th of a strange feeling of appre- 
hension, of shrinking from the outside world. 
During the la.st week of my term I looked-ior- 
ward with eagerness to the moment of thy 
release; my fellow prisoners and I reminded 
each other in whispers as w:e passed each 
other in the exercise yardthat now there were 
'only so many hours before the prison gates 
would be opened for us. 

But when the last day came I felt that if I 
had my choice I would choose to put off my 
release for another day; with a most un- 
natural shrinking from the outer world, I said 
to myself: "Not today; I shall be more ready 
tomorrow." And this when I had spent but 
one month within those walls. _ . ^ ^ 

"I have seen that same shrinking aifid'ap-' 
prehension in some of the life-long prisoners 
ill the Indian zenanas when .such an idea has 
been suggested to them as that they should be 
free to "come out into the life of the world. I 
have observed in them the weakening of men- 
tal fibre, the absence of all sen^e,j.qt..' propor- 
tion, the apathy and stagnatioil '''Br'the intel- 
lect, which I could already feel stealing over 
myself in the brief term of my imprisonment. 

"There are some of us in th<; Women's 
Freedom League who are ready to go to 
prison for five years or seven years when the 
call conies for that sacrifice, but when we 
have talked it over among ourselves wc have 
realized, we have acknowledged to each other, 
that when the sentence of imprisonment is 
passed upon us Our lives will be practically 
ended— that we shall never do any more work 
in the world when the months and the years 
of imprisdnnient have worn down nerves and 
brain with the deadly monotony and silence and 
seclusion which are contrary to the laws of 
iiaturc." ■

During tho awakening of Southwestern Kuropo to 
tho iio.ssll)ilitle.s of overseas discovorloa, •.ChrSstppiier 
c'Dhiiiihu.s was born in Genoa. Prom^hls' bbyhodd ha 
was Inspired l)j- a lovo of adventure and tho fact that 
he died in the .service of Siiain was duo to Ills liaviiiK 
lieeii tliruwii into the .sea off the I'ortu.ijuese Coast 
during II fight witli iiirates, wliereiiiioii lui swam 

.ashore. Ho remained In Portugal and made a voyaK;o 
to Iceland, returnlnsr to tJadl/, in Spain. I'ohmibii.s 
WAS not only an adventurous navigator. ll.e was a. 
mystic. His son Ferdinand, .writing of him, says that 
Ills father: was' a man^pf mystery ; ' eyoh. his' name 
Chrlstophet Columbus,' .which means In BuKllah 
Clirlst-bearlnff Dove, or Messenger, typifying, the . 
laslc for which he was ordained by Providence. Co- 
limibiis, lilniseir in .some of liis earliiT letters says that 
he felt called upon of Ouil to fulfil the jH-oplie.. les 
and carry the .Mcssase of Salvation to the in'ojile wlio 
lived Ijeyond the Ocean of Darlviies.s, as tlu- Atlantic 
was callt'd in tliose day.s. We may well supposo tluit 
he was informed as to the various traditions of dis- 
covery ,<inado- by ' marihe.rs,' who through accident or 
design had 'been carried far' to the 'west. We know 
that- he w<ls aware of the contentions mode by tho 
learned .m'en of Egypt two thousand years before that 
the earth wa.s n globe, because tho records of tl>e 
t'miiu-il of Salamanca, before wliich lie wa.s called for 
ex.uiiiiiatlon, sliow that lie iMideavored to convince tin) 
asseinbleil ecclesiatios of tills fact; but they refused 
to believe It. 'i'liey c-ould not find the taleiiient in 
the Bible, and they argued that, beeoii.se peopl,.' who 
might live beybnd the ocean could not be deuceiideil 
from Adam.and Eve, there were necessarily no people 
Ifvond the ocean, a form of argument quite in keep- 
ing with the Aristotelian system then in vogiio with 
learned men. 

The story of the tirst journey of I'oluuilius has 
been told so often tliat to repeat it in tlus place w iiild 
be su|)erfluoiis. It l)rings out llie character of I he 
man in a w.mdi'rful wa.\-, showing linit he was. inspir- 
ed b.v sonictliiiig else tlian a love of adventurer or a 
desire to enrich himself by finding goUl and iireciou.i 
stones in the lands he hoped to llnd. The cvungell- 
zatlon of Ctpangu '-\va3 his primary objccU becausb he 
thought that land was the nearest '.pf OrionLil coun- 
tries, but lie/v.-as not without- thp?expectal:..oi of inak- 
Ing Ills way to ('.■itlia.\- and bea'"ing the sl iry oi' the 
Cross to til.' millions of whom Marco IVilo had wriiteu 
more than a ei'Uiury and a lialf hef(M-e. He thouglit 
he discovered linlia, when lie landed on the liltie is- 
land o£ San Salvador. He believed that Cuba might 
be" a part of the territory of the Grand Khan,, and 
when at length'lio renlchod the Mainland neat , the ' 
moutli of the (h-onoeo, we find him turning his, ships' 
northward in the lioj)e of discovering either QlpangU 
itself or some jiassa.ge through the land which would 
lead to that m>slerious empire. 

'i'liat Columbus must lia\-e a prominent place in 
tho list, ot -Makers oi Hi.Uoi.v v.l'l be ror.iciicd with- 
out ' argument.' His achlevcmt'nt created .111 epoch. 
His' aiscpverle's.' excited . the amliition as well a -, the 
cupidity pr.OthprsJandVin. a short , tline^.r 
seas swai^med wlth^idventUrpjrk Vi': 
fore Balboa looked ot'lt/ upon the PAclfle Ocean, tU>^ 
(h-ent .South .Sea as lie called It, from the summit of 
thi^ [sthuiian .Mountains and .Magellan, v.-ith rare en- 
terpri.se, follmvi-d the South .\iiierlcan ro.ist until he 
reached the Strait which !)ears ills name, and .•■aih .l 
boldly out upon tl-.o waters of the ;^reati ~i of lie:

THE AGE OF THE EARTH 
III. 

Wlu'n we spealc ot the age of the earth wc neces- 
sarily assume that it liad a iic'^-hinlng a.s a separate; 
entity. Tliis lias no bearing iip.in the fundamental' 
. and insolvable question as to tho origin of mutter. In 
> a.- late, issue of a New York paper there Is an answer 
to a corrospoiicient who asks when matter was made. 
Tlie question Is a very absurd one, and tlio answer is 
equally absurd, not, because of what the editor says, 
hut because oi the iiositlveiiess with wdilch he; states 
as a fact that matter has existed from all eternity. 
There is, of course, some reason in tlie contention 
that, seeing that mutter e.visls, the burden of proof 
lies upon him' who says there was a time, when It, did 
not oxlsfj^^but',' as„we have yet to learn what'matter is, 
it .is mucli /tbd>sppn,to conclude that it has been and 
wlllNbe cternal./'^^ut^lthis'is too abstruse a question to 
discuss for, no' matter how much we might say about 
it, no conclusion otf any value could by nn.v possibility 
be reached. Wtieii we speak of tho existence of tlio 
earth as a separ.-ito entity we are upon a ground In 
resjiect to which it is possible to cite some evidence. 
In an article on the lU'bulae mention was made of the 
fact that in the Constellation of Orion there is to be 
■ seen a process In operation, which some, astronomers 
; ■ .ythlhkOmay be a system of worlds in procbss of foun- 
datlon^ if this is the' case 'considerable progress has 
,> "beeii-reached, for tho nebulous matter has been con- 
centrated at many points, and the process of solidin- 
catioii is in an advanced stage. The points of i-on- 
eoiitralion in Orion are far, aiipareiilly, from being 
like the earth, ;ilthoiigh naturally some of the smaller 
among them may lie. If there are In that constella- 
tion globes as large a.s the earth that have become 
solid, wo have no telescopes sufllciently nowcrful to 
discern them; but such argurhent as Is possible from 
■analogy, in a case where there Is a great paucity of 
data, 'bears out the suggestion that the matter insti- 
tuting the great Nolnila of Orion is in a far li ss ad- 
vanced condition tli;ui that of the Solar Sy.sl'on. la 
the latter the iiiattcr has eoirce;urati:il into el:;lit lai'.^e 
masses and an iiinuiiierablc ii'.iailier of sniailcr liodics, 
but all the.'-ie individual concioitralions have not 
reached the same st.agc of solidity. Uetween tlie ex- 
ternal covering of tiie Sim and tile small meteorites, 
which fall to the earth's surface there can be found In 
tho Solar systeni every grade of solidity, for in this 
sense the term solid does not mean firmness but only 
soimration from Its surroundings. A "mass of the 
thinnest conceivable ether ' floating in space is rela- 
tivelj' a solitl. 

Tlio assumption of astronomer.^ Is tliat liie Solar 
System, and heiioi; the Karth. at one time e.-clsteil in 
the form of an exceedingly tenuous vapor. l''urthcr 
back of this speculation cannot go, for the human 
mind is not capable of conceiving the' non-existenco 
of matter and Its original creation. The Ago of. the 
Earth .would .liardly,, be, understood going bacli to 
this prlmarj' condition. ' Examination of the nebulae 
suggests that to tin's attenuated vapor moti'in was 
inip.-irted, and this motion caused the vaijor to lj...eooie 
luminous, which was tlie first stage in the proci>ss 'jf 
creation. On tins point Astronomy and Genesis are 
in accord.' "What caused this luminosity is a matter 
of supposition, but it it is conceivable that the colli- 
sion of the particles put of whlcli vthe vapor was com- 
posed, would'malce them iribidndescent,.- just- a.s the 
'. .^collision, of steel with flint produces 'an/'lncandescent 
■spark. Assuming: the. occurrence of such a stage in 
tho history of the Solar System, there Is a basis upon 
which calculations, of ri sort, can he mad-'. They 
are necessarily vt^ry uncertain, and the most accurate 
of them is little more than a va.giie approximation, 
but assuming the existence 01" all solids in a gaseous 
form and estimating the i)rohable rate at which the 
heat necessary to maintain them in that condition 
would be given off, It .^is possible, to reach ^ some idea, 
exceedingly Indefinite though It niiist bo an to how 
long a period of thne was reipiircd for the- earth lo 
become solid. 'J'lils has, as was mentioned in pa^sin.g 
in a previous article, been estimated to be about 
1.10.000,000 years. Tlu; most tliat any one wouM v. 11- 
ture to say in such a. connection is tluit tln' precess 
of solidification might be accomplished in the period 
named. From this as a basis It is possible to listl- 
mate the length'pf time during which the Karth has 
existed as a s.eparate body, and one astrono;n''r has 
thought ;that..p.erha|)s half the perioil, or 7, ■.,0110. 000 
years would be a long (.-nough time to ;illow for the 
(Mincentration of n part uf the oi-i:,-lnal nebiiloiiH m.-uti-r 
Into a sphere wliicli In due cour-.' becaiiii- the .'-ulid 
globe upon whic:T w- lire. Tills is little more than a 
guess. It is nothing more tliaii a suggestion of a 
length of time in which the earth may li.-ive been 
passed from the condition of an individual ma^is of 
Intensely heated and greatly attenuated vapor— a 
vapor of which even the hardest of metals formed a 
part— to its present condition. 'J'hls length of time 
miglit possibly. bo long enough to permit uf tin- vari- 
ous geological .process of -ivhicli the rocks l.n ar v\ it- 
ncs.s. but this cannot Ije said with c c-rtainty. .\ t this 
point the question m;iy be left, the coiu'lusiou lieing 
that we are absolutely without data from which wo 
can infer with .i.ny reasonable certainty what, the Ago 
of the E.irth a;i an Individual member of the^Solar 
System may be.

■When Kiihlal wa.s rirand Khan of tic .M 
ruleil from the \-alli'y of the \'()lg.i t^' lie .-iieres of 
the Y'ellow Sefi, two Venetian Brothers, I'olo by 
name, set out on a journey eastward by way of tho 
Black Sea and therice across Central Asia. AVhen Ku- 
blal heard that strangers from a far country had 
come Into his realm, he sent for them and extended 
a very cordial greeting, when thoy were ready to 
return he gave thein a commission to tln' ]"'ope asking 
for a hundred men to instruct his peopIi> in U\i: ways 
of Christianity. The reipiesl not hidng complied 
with, thi^ brolliers reluncd to tic i.'ourt of ICnblal, 
takin.g with tliem tlie son of one of them, Marco be- 
ing his Christian name.

Tallien was now fm-glng to tho front place In the 
ranks of the Uevohillonists. i'"rom tlie beginning of 
Ws career ho had exercised great Influence over the 
lower classes, . an influence second only to 
that exerted by Murat. Like the latter he had at 
Jlrst been propirietor of a little paper which he used 
as the mouthpiece to further his doctrines, and whicli 
in friendly rivalry to "Kami du peiiple," he called 
"L'anii il' S cityons." In liis manlier.. of Hying he wus 
most sliaiuefiilly Imnioral, but the Immorality found a 
check nil. '11 lie fi'li ill love wlth .Madame de i'^ontenay. 
l'\u- soiii'- lime I'.e was the Instigator of no more 
crime.s, nor took part in any al'fairs of a (niestioiiable 
nature. Tho Convention, suspicious of this sudLleu 
change of character, cajled him lo account for U, 
whereupon to 'prove their suspicions without founda- 
tion; he became .more . ' recklessly cruel than ever. 
RoTOspIerre, who whatever else may bo said of him, 
was- not a licentious man, became thoroughly disgust- 
ed Willi Tallieii's Immo'-allty, and had his name struck 
off fr.im til'' list of m''mb''rs of the Jacobin Club, a 
clul) whicii had lllOu branches thruughont France and 
v,-hich was famous as beinii resixmsihle for the Itelgii 
of Terror. In retaliation Tallien nnderlook to rally 
the JJcintonites, and antagoni/.e tliein against Uobe's- 
plerre. The fall ot the latter may be directly traced 
to Talllen'8 Indefatiguable efforts.

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TERRIBLE and sanguinary war, 
shaking the four quarters of the 
world, was predicted as inevitable, 
but Turkey, the immediate suffer- 
er, shows ho disposition to take 
so tragic a view of the situation, 
and. the scaremongers have now 
xome ■ reluctantly to recognize 
■'■tiie'fact that, so far as the chief 
disputants are concerned, there is nothing to 
fight about. Turkey has been roughly and rude- 
ly treated, and that at a tiiiio when she had se- 
cured the sympathy and respect of all the world 
by her efforts at internal reform; but she has 
not lost an i n ch o f territory or a • piastre . of rev- 
enue'. We are glad to see that the weekly re- 
views, having had time to reflect, take this view 
■ of the situation, following the wise and judi- 
cious lead given by Sir Edward Grey. We may 
be permitted again to direct attention to what 
the Foreign Secretary said on this point, and 
wdiat n(0 doubt he repeated to M. Isvolsky in 
their interview Said Sir Edward Grey: 

"The material and practical change which 
has been made is not great. Bulgaria has de- 
clared its independence, but it had autonomy 
before, and the difference between autonomy 
and independence is not, from the practical 
point of view, so very great, whatever-it may 
be from the . sentimental'. Th* provinces of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina were under Austrian 
administration before, and the fact that she 
now has announced her intention of taking 
them over entirely and for good is not such a 
very material and practical change. But the 
manner in which this has been brought about 
is, to say the least of it, both irregular* and 
abrupt." 

In a word, Bulgaria and Austria have taken 
a short cut, and have thus violated diplomatic 
etiquette, and they wil'l have to pay for it. 
Money will be much more useful to Turkey just 
now than _ territory, .and the "compensation" 
that may be decreed ' by Eurojpeah diplomacy 
will be very welcome to the depleted treasury of 
the Porte. Bulgaria has seized a sections of the 
Eastern railway, and for that she will have to 
pay. She has also tcinporarily alienated the 
tribute wliicli Eastern Rnnmelia owes to Tur- 
key, and for that a capitalized sum will be due. 
Greece is in the same situation with regard to 
Crete, and, although Bosnia and Herzegovma 
paid no tribtlto, the?^, can^ be little: doubt that 
theire also Austria wili not^ grudge ,a . monetary 
';5olatium^to Turkey for the' "irregular and 
abrupt".- fash ion in which the provinces were 
•■anriexed.'"<'Wc arc not sure indeed that it would 
not be wise for England to take advantage of 
the opportunity in order to "regularize"' her 
position in Cyprus and in Egypt on the same 
cash basis. We pay tribute to Turkey for gov- 
erning well countries which she governed ill, 
and- It would, .in: our opinion,, be of mutual bene- 
fit if we paid over a lump sum, and thus ob- 
tained a free hand; It has" been calculated that 
^^/Ttirkey might thus obtain in all a sum of over 
V twenty million pounds in return for an .unreal 
'.and shadowy suzerainty, and this stim would do 
much to place the imperial finances on some- 
thing like a safe basis. 

We have not in all this — any more than has 
Sir Edward Grey — the slightest desire to min- 
imize or to weaken the sense of treaty obliga- 
tions. We juercly wish to emphasize the ob- 
vioU,s truth that the position of Turkey is a pe- 
culiar and altogether- exceptional Qne, and tliat 
tmder.no circumstances can .the.- public cpn- 
scienpe of Europe jContemplate the possibility 
of handing back to Turkish riile :.Christian 
populations which have by one means or an- 
other managed to emancipate themselves. If 
the Young Turks by their courage and states- 
manship and enlightened patriotism can so re- 
store and rejuvenate their country that Chris- 
tian and Turk can dwell together in a spirit of 
mutual fair play and toleration, then the decay 
of Turkey may be arrested, and the empire 
placed c>n. a normal European basis. All Europe 
\ypuld •'welporae such a consummation. But 
tha'se who have by a great price already ob- 
tained their freedom are not likely to run any 
risks by re-entering a dubious partnershijx 
Mcauwjiilc, the: situation is viewed more calmly 
in every quailer. i.^vcn in Servia, where the 
danger of boiling over was very real for twenty- 
four hours or so, the Skupshtina ajipcars to be 
taking a rational view of the affair. The 
. Serbo-Bosnian frontier and the Turko-Bulgar- 
ian frontier arc the danger points, for a band 
of irregulars might at any moment precipitate 
a co.llision by some act of brutal violence such 
, as is only too common in the Balkan Penin- 
sula. But there, loo, we hope that the worst 
is past. As for the Great Powers, they have 
not, and never had, the remotest intention of 
lighting. Instead of that they arc discussing 
quite calmly the best method of restoring dip- 
lonmtic order. England, France, Russia and 
Italjr have fonpally pointed out to Austria and 
Bfilg^aria tlie reprdien^ of their con- 

duct,, and they arc -in active consultation as to 
the practical steps to be taken. England has 
sent a formidable fleet from Malta to the 
Aegean in order to give moral support to Tur- 
key, and incidentally to keep an eye on Crete 
and Samos and other islands tliut threaten to 
cause troul)le. Russia proposes a congress of 
the Powers to discuss and revise the whole 
situation, a proposal which is received with a 
decided lack of enthusiasm iioth by England and 
by Turkey. England has no .great desire for a 
congress that might ask questions as to the 
precise date on which we propose to evacuate 
Cyprus or even Egypt, where our position, dip- 
lomatically Speaking, is irregular; and as for 



Turkey, she has the melancholy reflection that 
congresses do not in general tend to an increase 
of Turkish territory or prestige"'.'— Belfast Whig. 

Sir lulward Grey, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, in a recent speech said: Dur- 
ing the last three months there has been a 
most remarkable change in the attitude of the 
people of this country to the Turkish govern- 
ment. For a generation past our relations'with 
the government of Turkey have been . those, bf 
constant friction and remonstrance, btit- they 
have changed from friction and remonstrance 
to very deep sympathy. For nearly a gener- 
ation past, as the papois have shown, there has 
been nothing but a tale of outrage and vio- 
lence coming from such places as Armenia and 
Macedonia, and we in coiiimoa with other 



the improvement came later, but when it did 
come on the reports we have received during 
the last month show the change ^yas. equally 
favorable and complete. Hatred, strife and op- 
pression have been swejjt away, and they have 
been replaced by fair play, peace and goodwill 
— goodwill which is the surest guarantee of 
peace, ,niore siu'e than any- treaty or any con- 
stitution, or anything else.

.great. Bulgaria has. declared its indcpeiidence, 
but it had autonomy ■ before, and the differ- 
ence between autonomy and independence is 
not from the practical point of view so very 
great, whatever it may be from the sentimen- 
tal. The provinces of liosnia and 'llerze- 
.govina were under Austrian aciniinistration 
))efore, and the fact that she now has an- 
nounced her intention of taking them over en- 
tirely and for good is not such a very great, 
material and practical change, biit the manhcif 
in which ihi.') has been brought about is, .to 
.say the least of it, both irregular and abrupt. 
Tt is an alteration of the .Treaty of Berlin 
which was done without previous agreement 
with other Powers, and, so far as I know,, 
without any word in advance to Turkey, wdio 
is the Power most intimately concerned in the 
change. Now, ladies and gentlemen, wdien 
we •were pressing for rclorms in j\lacedonia it 



used to be urged upon us by other Powers 
that we must not press them to such a point 
as would make it difficult to secure the.con- 
sent.of thcT'urkish Government, because if we 
did press things to such a point complications 
would cn.sue. Well, I think it is doubly de- 
sirous to bpar that consideration in mind at 
the present time, for any slighting of the new 
regime in Turkey might give a military direc- 
tion to a movement wdiicli is now entirely 
l)eaceful. It might imperil all reforms in Tur- 
key. It might plunge Macedonia and Armenia 

.,back into the deplor£lble,,sta.te which they were 
ill up to quite a' short 'tiVhe' ago, and which, if 

' it had been continued, would undoubtedly have 
led sooner or later to a breach of the peace. 
(Hear, hear.) What therefore should our at- 
titude be? Our attitude, I think, should be 
this. "\Ye cannot recognise the right of any 
Power or State to alter an international treaty 
without the consent of the other parties to it. 
(Cheers.) We .cannot ourselves recognize . the 
result of any such action till the other Powers 
have bcCn consulted, including especiallj'' in 
this case Turkey, who is one of the other 
Powers most closely concerned. (Cheers.) 
Because if it is to become the practice in for- 
eign politics that any single Power or State 
can at will ni;xkc abrupt violations of inter- 
national treaties yon will undermine public 
confidence with all of us, and I think the 
feeling is growing in Europe to .desire to see 
the pace of the increase of expenditure upon 
armaments diminish. But you cannot expect 
to see the expenditure on armaments diminish 
if people live in apprehension that treaties 
can be constantly altered without the consent 
of all the Powers who are parties to them, 
and the risk, I feel, is this, that what already 
has been done may lead : to, further questions 
beiiig raised which %yould entail new compli- 
cations. (Hear, hear.) In any case it would 
be very desirable to lose no time in assuring 
Turkey that in any revision of the Treaty of 
Berlin 'which frees other Powers or States, 
such as Austria and Bulgaria, from particu- 
lar obligations the interest and status of Tur- 
key will receive full consideration and be adc- 
cpiately. safegiiird^ed^^ We earnest- 

ly desirei to gee ;tiiin]gs so f Si that the 

result of any changes may not be to discour- 
age but to give, real and effective support to 
the prugrcbS of the aevv GovenuneiiL and Con- 
stitution in Turkeyj and we shall use our in- 
fluence 'to that , end.

THE NEWER ENGLISH ROSES 

N, attempting to deal' with the numcr- 
;;i:j40US,£R9ses , that' have,.been;;placed bc- 
' fore 'the Rose world' in recerii: years, 
one is forced to have some method 
or- arrangement, and I prbi>osc, there-, 
fore, to take first of all those Roses 
that are lik-ely to prove of some service to the 
Rose exhibitor, and then to deal v/ith the re- 
mainder Ml the two sections of climbers and 
dwarfs. In order to avoid repetition, 1 shall 
limit these notes to the Roses introduced dur- 
ing the three years 1905, 1906 and 1907. 

It is pleasing to be able . to. note the advance 
this is . being made in the quality of the flowers, 
in their freedom of flowering, also in the not 
unimportant question of growth, and last, but 
by no means least, to the great majority being 
, more or less fragrant, some quite pronounccdlv 
_f;',-^so. These facts point to the stifTening of tho 
,. . i;, /Standard now required by the purchasing pub- 
.•. ' lie; it is no longer simply a question of^being 
new, pure and simple. Unless the Rose has 
\ some-inarkcd feature it has no chance of rccog- 
. ' nition, and its life, scon in the pages of the cat- 
alogues, is a very short one. I would endeavor 
to take them alphabeticallv, 

Avoca (Hybrid Tea). — Sent out last vcar 
'by Mcs.srs. Alexander Dickson & Sons" uf 
Newtovvnards, Ireland. I have been delighted 
with what I have seen of this Rose; the color 
is a good crimson-scarlet, the shapely long 
pointed buds opening out well, and it is'swcet- 
ly scented. A good grower, but not so free- 
flowering as some of 'this firm's novelties. The 
, . ' flowers are reminiscent;'^in shape of C. J. Gra- 
' - ''hame; that is to say, they' are on the thin side, 
, but do not open to an eye so quickly, and keep 
their color well without going off into a bad 
■purple. It is^ said to be especially good as a 
cut back, and i.s undoubtedly onc of the best of 
its color in this section, which want these 
' scarlet roses badly./ it received the gold medal 
of the National 'Rose' SocietjT; at the autumn 
• show at Vincent Square last' year, -and is a bet- 
ter ro^e than its appearance then led" some to 
think. 

Betty (Hjdjrid Tea, 1905). — T referred to 
this Rose recently ; it has not been Betty's 
year, but some excellent flowers have been 
exhibited nevertheless. Its color and the 
beautiful shape;ofr the. young flower will, par- 
ticularly in a'"'cooV season, always make thi.s 
Rose useful ; but it is a garden Rose first and 
.an exhibitor's one afterwards. 
' Charles J. Grahanie (Hybrid Tea, i$o5). — 
If only it had. a few more petals what a flower 
this would be; its color is dazzling, 'and a 
good bloom stands out in a quite startling 
fashion among a long bed of the newer roses, 
but it was very difficult to catch it during tlie 
exhibition season this year. It has made some 
.wonderful, growth, -■which, seems to be a fea- 
ture of the scarlet Hybrid Teas as compared 
. with the Hybrid Perpetuals of the same color. 
All exhibitors must grow it for the sake of its 
color ; we shall not always have such a tropi- 
cal heat as this y'ear during the last week of 
.June and the first in July, and in a cool season 

' ,>..C. J. Grahame will be wanted. 

- ■ Countess of Anneslcy (Hybrid Tea, 1905). 
—This year the relative value from the exhibi- 
tion point of view of this rose was very little. 
•.,'jLast year I was inclined to think its large 
' shell petals placed it in front of the Countess 
of Derby, but this year the position was easily 
reverse(i. At its best'-a 'bcciutiful rose with a 
good scent. 

Countess of Derby (Hybrid Tea, 190S). — 
■All the roses I have mentioned so far have 

f : been the product'of- that- home of the Rose, the 
li 'Newtownards. Nurseries,", and this is one of the 

t v-.bestfof the many good ones that have left 
" iMessrs." Alex.' Dickson's hands. Besides being 
useful for exhibition its frec-flowcring (jualitios 
make it an excellent garden rose; it is in full 
flower with me as I write, notwithstanding 
the rain and the wind of the previous week. 
Again, a good Tea scent lias to l)c noted. 

Countess of (josf.-ird (Hybrid Tea, ion6). — 
A rather thin but large pctalled rose of l;eau- 
\. tiful shape that has kept well in a cool season; 
the color is a blending of sahlion pink and 
rose with, a suspicion of old gold, and lasts 
Avell. It comes from ^Messrs. .McGrcdy and 
Son, of Portadown, and is, no douljt, the fore- 
runner of many beautiful roses from the same 
source, if one may judge from the batch of 
new seedlings the firm exhibited at the Man- 
chester show. It is ver}' free flowering. 

,1^ ^ --.Gomtcsse Alexandra Kinsky (Tea, Soupert 
et Notting, 1905).— This is one of those roses 
on the border line, not an exhibition rose al- 
ways, but occasionally good enough ; cre;imy 
white, with a deeper centre that is ver\- licauli- 
ful in the bud opcnin.g into a full (lower. .My 
])lanls have done well, sufficiently, at any r.'Ue, 
to v.'arrant mention here and to recoi\'e a fur- 
ther trial. -At the same time it is not such a 
good ros(! as 

Conitesse de Saxe (Tea, Soupert ct Xot- 
ting, 1905). — Tliis is of \ery similar colorin.g, 
but better shape, that has again been quite 

p-rtgood with me. It is perhaps ,a purer Avhite 

'rf;than' Comtesse A, Kinsky, and Is undoubtedly 
worthy of more extended cul.ttvation. I 
recommend it to rdl Tea growers>'as a ^dod 
new Tea for exhibition. 

David Harum (Hybrid Tea. E. (',. Hill & 
Co., I90..0. — A good rf)se with reflex^' l i)cl'ds, 
but not a very strong grower with me, llie 
co'lor is rosy piidc. The flowers open well and 
are occasionally fjood enough for the front 
row. It lias been 'WcIl shown on more than 
one occa.sion by -Messr^. George Paul &: Son,

Dr. J. Campbell Hall (Messrs. "A. Diclcson 

&z Sons, 1904). — 1 mention this rose because 
it has been especially good with me this year. 
Us color, always beautiful, has been i)articular- 
ly fine, recalling the superb flowers I saw of 
it in the nurseries at Xewlownards the year it 
\vas sent out. It is not possible to accurately 
describe the color — deep coral rose, suffused 

.;Rale pink-almost to white' at edge of petals. 

' It4s eveii' better as a garden rose than mpst'of 
the exhibition \-arieties, ;is it is free floiA^ering 
and the buds have su'cli long footstalks "that it 
need not be disbudded as much as some 
varieties. 

Dr. William Gordon (il\-])ritl Peri)etual, 
William Paul & vSon, 1905). — The only plant 
I have of this has done well ; it is a good 
grower and the flowers look well on the plant, 
for a Hybrid Perpetual free-flowering, and the 
blooms last well, being of large size and cf 
the old-fashioned circular shape ; fragrant, 
bright pink in color. It obtained an award of 
merit at the Koyal Horticultural Society's 
'J'emple show last vear. 

Earl of Warwick (Hybrid Tea, William Paul 
and Son, 1904). — Pale salmon ]niik, deeper cen- 
tre, but no vermilion in any of the Howcrs that 
I have seen, although I see it is so- described in 
the National Rose Society's catalogue. It is 



harrow thoroughly to form a good seed bed 
and induce the weed seeds to germinate. As 
soon as a growth of young weeds is obtained 
cultivate them out. Repeat the harrowing a;id 
cultivating several times, as by each stirring of 
the soil more weed seeds will be made to ger- 
minate and the young plants destroyed by tiie 
cultivation. Thus the soil will be to a large 
extent freed.ffora th^e.-wecsd.- seeds that- under 
drdiiiaiy eoiiditions would produce "a 'grdw.th 
of , weeds in the crop the following se^soh.^ ' 

It. is a good practice, especially if the soil is 
apt to be a little damp and cold, to ridge up 
tiie garden last thing before the ground freezes. 
Tiiis uill hasten ibe warming and drying of 
the ground in the s|;riiig. and when tlie ridges 
are harrowed down any \veeds that ..have es- 
caped the fall. cultivation will be'desirpyed. 

If patches of weeds are allowed to seed in 
the fence corners and waste places near the 
garden, the foregoiug treatment will be of little 
avail, as the soil will be reseedcd by every 
wind that Idows. All such patches of weeds 
must, therefore, be cut before they mature 
their seeds. 

Care luiist be taken not to use .manure con- 
taining weed seeds. Manure sui^ectcd of con- 
taining weed seeds should be piled and allow- 
ed to heat thoroughly before being applied 



stein of the' tree and some distance away. The 
distance will vary according to the size of the 
si)ecimen being dealt Avith, but a good general 
rule is to make the luic one-third the oistance 
from tiie stem as the tree is high.

A trencii 12 inches to 18 inches wide is 
next taken out to a depth of i foot or more 
so as to reach all the large roots, these being 
severed close to the inner side of the trencli.- 
A sharp knife must be employed, and the cut 
should be made from below in an upward yet 
sl&piiig outwards -,directio.n; -When 12 inches 
or iS inches down\itas a "good .'plan to tunnel 
under the mass of' soil and roots towards the 
bole of the tree, severing all large roots en- 
ecjuntered in tlie course of this work. This 
timiu'Uing is probably of more benefit than 
anything else, as the roots found thus are 
usually tliosc which take n straiglit downward 
course. 

To fill up the trench will be' the next task, 
and this requires some care. - 'Where it is easily

THE FALL TREATMENT OF GARDEN 
WEEDS 

Perhaps in no ]il.-ice do weeds give more 
trouble or look more unsightly than in the 
\'e,geta]jle U'di.-n. ?\l;in\' gardens are so badl-,' 
infested with weeds that constant hoeing ;uid 
cultivation is required throughout the season 
in order to keep them out of the rows and give ■ 
the cro]) ji f.'iir cbaucc. This eonliimoiis lioc;- 
iii.g and cidiiwitiug is leilinus, laborious and 
costly, and might to a lar.gc extent be done 
away with and linn: and nioiicy .^ax-ed by jiro- 
])er attention being given to the garden in the 
fall of the- year ''after the crop hia's'*beeh :re- 
irio\'ed. . V ' ' 

Most of the-weeds that are jiests in the- 
vegetable garden are annuals, such as pigweed 
and lamb'.s (piarters. or winter anDitaJs. , like*, 
shepherd's purse. The majiirity ortherpV^h?: 
ture seeds late in the f;ill after the ordihary., ■ 
ctilti\\'ition 01 the gaideii has ceased au'd-'the'' 
seeils of most of liiem u'ill ,ger]niiiato as soon 
as they are mature. The treatment, tlu'ret'ore, 
is to ])low the ground as soon as the cro]) is re- 
moved to prevent the maturing of the weeds. 
This plowing must be shallow, not more than, 
three or four inches deep in order to keep the 
weed seeds in the soil near the surface. Next

is the ease in dealing, vvith garden, weeds.- A', 
little time and trouble spent in th'e fall when 
the work is slack, a little care given to the 
cutting of weeds in waste places at the proper 
time, and to the securing of manure free from 
weed seeds will sa\'e a great deal of time and 
labor during tlie busy season of the year, thus 
lessening greatly the cost of producing a crop 
and adding materiall}- to the margin of profit.

THE ROOT-PRUNING OF FRUIT TREES 

In the culture of hardy fruits there is no 
operation capable of producing such good re- 
sults- as root-pruning when the task is intel- 
ligently and properly carried out, but Avhere 
the work is perfornicfl in a ha])hazard manner 
much more harm th.in goutl is fretpiently done, 
.At the outset it may lie as well to briefly con- 
sider what root-pruning is and for what pur- 
pose it is adoined. The operation itself merely 
consists of slujrte'niiig b.icl< all Inr.ge, str;iiglit 
roots which have a lendeuey lo go downwards 
in the soil, but the object -of the work will 
need more explanation. It frequently ha|)|)ens 
that when young fruit trees have been planted 
a year or two they commence to grow at a 
tremendous rate, shoots several feet long be- 
ing ]irotluced in oii'.- season. This may at first 
seem very satisfaetor)', but when the owner 
looks year after year in vain for flcjwers and 
the subse([ucnt fruit he is inclined to think, and 
rigliLlv so, that something is wrong. What is 
happening in such a\ case is that the tr.efe is 
devoting the whole of its energies to the for- 
mation of wo(jd, ;iikI no fruit is the result. -It 
is in such insta.nces that root-i)nining is rev: 
(piired, the idea being to give the tree a check 
and thus induce it to form less wciod and more 
flowers. 

The best time to carry out the work is the 
■end of September, and' it does': not : niatter_ in 
'the least whether the leaves 'have 'fallen' from 
the tree at that date or not. In the e.-ise-of 
trees of manageable size, say, those which 
have been planted three years, it fre(pieully 
happens that lifting them and replanting them 
inimediateli' will suffice, the breaking of a 
certain number of roots in the o]jer;Uion being 
a sufficient check. With older and better es- 
tablished specimens, however, the above .sys- 
tem will not answer, and more .elaborate 
methods have to he adopted. The ,• general 
practice is to measure a half-circle rotirid- tht 



procured good fibrous loam of a rather heavy 
. character is best, and if plnm, cherry or other 
stone fruit treefe are being dealt with, the 
addition of some old mortar, or lime in some 
other form, will he b.ighly beneficial.' The tun- 
nel under the ball of soil and roots must first 
be filled in, taking care "ifiot to leave any 
hollow spaces and rnaking the new soil firm, 
then fill in the trench, and make this firm also, 
.so that the new roots which penetrate shall 
have an opportunity of becoming fibrous^.i- 

'Many amateurs, and even some profes^ion- 
als, expect to see a crop of flowers and fruits 
the spring and summer following the root- 
pruniiig and as a result of the work. This is 
(juite imj)ossible, because any flowers to open 
next spring are already formed in the bud, 
■ hence it is obvious that the oi)eration can 
have no influence over the crop the sunnner 
following the aittumn in which the work was 
carried out. Growth should, however, be less 
vigorous, and a tree root-pruned in the autumn 
of this year should, as a result, produce flow- 
ers and fruits in 1910. 

HOW TO GROV/ WATERCRESS 

Xothin.g is si;,ipler than growing water- 
cress. j)ro,vi(le(l you have the water facilities.. 
The ideal situation is a stretch, of level land 
that can be flooded at pleasure, or. which is 
usually flooded but from which the water can 
be diverted at pleasure. It will not grow well 
in ]Kirlial]y stagnant water. Watercress de- 
mands clean, slow and constamly moving 
\vater — not by any means sta.giiani — and it 
only needs halt an inch or an inch of dejitli. 
All that is necossriiy to sl;ii-t tlie beds is lo .set 
out cuttings, perhaps .weighting them slightly 
vyith a sniall stone until ^they have secured' a 
hold';'. W'ater is desirable in making a tender, 
growth, but it is not absolutely necessary for 
the plant's growth. Watercress can be suc- 
cessfully grown in a bed in a garden border, 
which is sheltered and can be «.a^ti}'' watered. 
Sow the seed broadcast. in the early spring. In 
raising foi- inai-ket, the flat, snai1ow% wide- 
spreading beds are best divided i..Mo channels 
with planks rai;sed on blocks so as to facilitate 
the picking. 

PARSLEY FOR° WINTER USE 

Many persons fail to grow parsley satis- 
factorily (luring the winter months. It is gen- 
erally rather scarce at that time, and so nice 
clean leaves are highly appreciated. But pars- 



ley will not alwaj's grow freely in some soils; 
the young seedlings canker and die. In quite 
another part of the garden the plants will 
often thrive well, .so it is a good plan to trans- 
plant some of the best seedlings to various 
quarters in the same garden ^Miring the month 
of September. A few rows of plants should 
be in partial shade, while others are in the 
vopien ;-;..tlien,;if one batch fails to grovv the .other 
'inighF succeed. ''The young seedlings should 
be lifted with the aid of a trowel or hand-- 
fork from different parts of the rows without 
disturbmg the roots of those left. ■ v, .- 

HORTICULTURAL NOTES- " ' 

Dig the borers out of the apple, peach and 
plum trees. 

In packing apples be careful not to press 
the fruit too hard. 

Lettuce to be wintered should be put in 
cold frames this month. 

There is time yet to build a root cellar for 
storing vegetables. 

Clean off old asparagus plantations and 
give a dressing of manure. 

Lift some parsley plants and set in cold 
frame or in a light cool cellar or imder a shed. 

Rake up all trash and burn and destroy 
many hibcrn.ating insects and plant diseases. 

) In harvesting beets pull out and the tops 
cut or twist off. Don't cut the top of the root 
-off. , ■• . 



AROUND THE FARM 

FATTENING SHEEP . . : - .. ' 

The following points should be considered 
in the suc(:essful fattening of sheep : (r) A mix- 
ture of two or more concentrated foods is bet- 
ter than one concentrated food alone. . (2) The 
allowance of cake and grain shouM be gradual- 
ly increased as the fattening process continues, 
commencing with, say, two pounds a head per 
week, and finishing with, say, six to ten pounds, 
according to the size of the sheep. (3) A mon- 
otonous diet should be avoided, and this re- 
fers to both green food and' trough food.y.' (4) 
The greater the amount of bulky : foodv'cou- 
sumed the more rapid and economical -.will the 
fattening process be. . ■ • 

Young sheep fattening for the 'butcher u.su- 
ally consume from ico to' 160 potinds'of roots 
or green food, such as cabbages or rape, a head 
per week, and from three to eight pounds of 
hay, or hay and straw. The consumption of 
concentrated food varies from two to ten 
pounds a head per week, being on the aver-, 
age about five pounds. ■■ 

Where sheep are growing rapidly and at the 
same time putting on flesh — -such as is the case 
with ram lariibs ^o be sold for siervice at about 
eight months old — there must be plenty of 
variety in the diet, and the trough food must 
be rich in flesh-forming material. A good mix- 
ture for this purpose is linseed cake and peas', 
with or without malt dust. 

SEAWEED AS MANURE 

To inland fanners this paragraph will have 
little interest, but agriculturists, who live near 
the coast, have a valuable prodiict at hand that 
is extremely useful in the manuring of land. 
Many of them do not need to be told above 
this, and during the winter season, when sea- 
v^'eed is AVashed up by rough seas' and deposited 
on the tide line, the carting of the material on 
to the land for manurial purposes is a routine 
occupation We learn from the agricultural' 
chemist that the chief fertilizer contained in 
seaweed is potash, and in consequence of this 
alone it is a good fertilizer, but our experience 
with it has taught us that seaweed is an ex- 
cellent thing to mix with barnyard manure 
prior to application. Not only does the organic 
matter in^the seaweed decompose quipkly, but 
it alsd aids the decompositiori of the 'manure, 
and even if the latter contahis much long lit- 
ter it soon decays if seaweed is mixed with the 
heap and quickly becomes suitable for appli- ■ 
cation on the land. In our opinion we consider 
that the best use is made of seaweed Avhen it is 
mixed with heaps of yard mamit-e fot a tiiiie 
before it is applied. — Ex. 

POULTRY NOTES 

A goose, ordinarily, will raise twenty go.s- 
lings during the year. They have been known 
to hatch ami raise their young when twenty- 
five 3'ears old. , 

RIany a farmer whose flock has been visit- , 
cd by dogs, and: whose sheep' have failed to 
show a profit, Avould do well to turn his atten- 
tion to the raising of geese. 

Sunflower seed or a little flax put in the 
feed will put a shine on the plumage. Every 
poultry man should raise sunflowers for the 
chicks — both old and young. 

One l>ad egg is cnou.gh to lose a good cus- 
tomer. E,ggs from stolen nests arc risky 
recommendations of "strictly fre.$h''; eggs.. You 
: arc wary of them yourself, but yoiir customer's 
lost confidence begins when the egg is broken. 

A close ol)servanee and constancy with the 
ilock enables us to know, by sight, what hens 
lay every day and those fh.at lay every other 
d ay.or do not lay at all, but we must never 
lose sight of die fact that the cockerels are half 
the Ilock in breeding value. Many of the same 
rules that' apply^to ^thcj.raco. horse, the , cow .Of 
the hen also ' apply "fo cockerels. The small 
neck and head, the alert eye and activity are all 
pointers in the right direction. 
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s-XITTiE: BAGS VERSUS BIG BAGS 
(By Richard. I.. Pocock.) 

OT all the pleasures of Ininlint;' 
come from the making of a 
big. bjig,-. Iti is. the. unexpect- 
'ed -Which is usually the most 
interesting, and not the ex- 
act fulfillment ' according to 
pro,q;ranime 'jf the holiday 
shiiotinj;- trip. When one 
has planiiecl an expedition to 
go and shoot any ,u;anic, be it what you 
will, and lias selected the country and mapped 
out the line of travel and arranged it all down 
to the last detail, dreamt of the big bag the 
night before, and then gone and fulfilled it all 
even to the realising of the l)ag of one's 
■'dreams, the resultant feeling is certainly nnc 
of a very real satisfaction, and yet, looking 
back over a fairly long list of outings in seareli 
of sport with gun and dog and fishing rod, it 
is by no means the days of the biggest bags 
and those on which everything went smoothly 
and according to lioylc which come quickest 
to the meraory and produce the keenest joys of 
recollection. 

One ot the greatest charms of hunting in 
n wild connl^^• is its uncertainly. Von never 
■ know your luck, and, however bad things look 
for making a bag, should never despair until 
actually back in camp. I have hunted all day 
before now without seeing hair or hide^,.and 
shot a fine, buck within a few score'yards of 
camp on the return; tramped for hours over a 
mountain celebrated for blue grouse wdthout 
flushing a bird, and ran into my first panther 
at the foot wlien coming home disgusted. 
Wonderful what a change took place on such 
occasions as those in my views on life! Kank 
pessimism gave place like a flash to an optim- 
ism unknown to any but the man whose soul 
is-big enough to be above the pettiness of the 
moncj'-worship of the city and wdrose heart is 
warm enough to keep him ever in love with 
his Mistress Nature of the Woods. 

The ordinary man without this gift, oi' in- 
stinct, whatever it may be, which makes us 
sportsmen cranks in his eyes, finds it hard to 
understand the pleasure wc derive from our 
days . in;, the wijds yvitlv rod. or gun. , He sees 
• us start piut laden with wieapohs and ammuni- 
^ tion, ;terits,.',bedding, and wdiat not, with a su- 
perior-smile, and is moved to derision when 
he sees us come home tired out and weary af- 
ter a long tramp through windfalls and over 
rocky steeps; the only satisfaction he can see 
in the whole business is the enjoy,ment'at-the 
table of the' tangible results of the Chase', and 
;.m thl.s he is usually by no means slow to par- 

V l-Ic \yiil,7cq;i.g?:;atula^^ on a big bag, and 
may even .go"'- so 'far" a^^ of it as to be 

tempted to join us on a future occasion, but, 
after a poor day, or perchance even a blank 
day, chaff and sarcasm arc the best he has for 
us, and he is wholly unable to understand the 
enthusiasm which is proof against reverses, 
and can find enjoyment though-.the bag be 
light. ■ _ ■ • ■• •;

Even in England, the land par excellence 

v of the big liattue, where the spoilt society 

: S3-I)arites consider tl'.enisel ves injured if the 
day's baj;- docs not i un into three or even four 
figures, a constant jierusal of the sporting pa- 
l)ers shews a revulsion of feeling in favor of 
less enormo.u.s bags and sucli wholesale mas- 
sacre. It certainly seeinsto me that our fore- 

■ifathers, who started .out, bright and early some 
fiiie autunin morntng with a brace of favorite 
dogs and powder horn and shot flask, reaped 
a keener pleasure from the more limited bag 
that rewarded them lor the day's work, even 
tiioush the shots afforded them shooting the 
longer stubbles of tjie days of the hand reaper 
oyer dogs "were less difficult than the long 
chances, at fast driven high . rpcfeeVers. 

It seems to me that a great deal of .en^- 
phusis has to be laid by these rriodern sports- 
men with their pairs of ejectors and attendant 
loaders on the difficulty of the shots they .get 
in order to excuse the massacre, .■'\ftcr all it • 
may be difficult to hit a fast-driven bird, but 
it is, 1 know, a good deal a i|uestion of knack, 

, and the sportsman is standing still, cool .-ind 
unflustcrcd. with nothing to do but continu- 
,ously aim and shoot. 

' The ••potiercr." after a smaller . bag oyer 
dogs, has several ])lcasures to the bth.er's one. ' 
The watcliini; of his dog's work, the pleasures 

. of anticipation and couslant expectation. If 
in r(n!,!:;ii countr_\-, his best chances will 
l^robably come just as he is lialanced on one 
leg on a log or pulling himself painfully over a 
bit of extra rough ground. Ilis success de- 
pends qn his own and his dog's skill entirely. 
He does it himself, .and therefore ;^ earns the 
greater enjoyment. At least thatvis. my opin- 
ion and that of many others who .have tried 
both ways. 

Again, the easdy attained is always the 
least valued, auDtluT excellent argument iu'fa- 
vnr nf the smaller l>;u;-. When I hear men 
t.'illcing of shooting wdien their barrels became 
loo hot to hold, 1 am ;ifraid 1 never enthuse 
quite so nuicli as I am expected to. I have i)e- 
fore now come home with a sackful of ducks. 
I struck a piece of practically virgin duck- 
shooting ground, and I certainly e:njoyed my- 
self- for a time, but after a while satiety came, 
and the /.est of the first bombardment faded 
and there came a re\-ulsi()ii of feeling while 
looking at the pde of feathered victims at my 
feet. At other times I have worked har'l, 
crawding, sneaking, lying in wait, and pitting 
my. sagacity agains^t the. wariness of the game' 
to be rewarded at the end of the day with say 
two :uul a half couple of mallard or perhaps 
even one\solitar\' goose, hut I know on which 
day the excitement was keenest, and .the satis- 
faction and pride in success greatest. 



Easy shooting is by no hieans the nibst en- 
joyable. Here is another ."jparadox for the or- 
dinary man without tlic sporting instinct. But 
it is the same in every game. Which is the 
better — to fill a sack wdlh troiitlets, or land 
one four-pounder? To make a century off 
"potty" bowling at cricket or get into 'double 
figures off the deliveries of' a top-uotcher? 
ICvery sportsman knows the answer, and there- 
fore I make no excuse for my somewhat para- 
doxical contention; that little bags arc better 
than big ones. Here are two letters from the 
Eield, the lu'cmier sporting paper of the most 
sporting country in the world — Old England. 
Read them and contrast them, they speak for 
theimselves ;— 

Sir Frederick. Milbank's Record Bag " 'i 
. 'C ; A' correspondent. sendS; us ;,,the » iollqwihg 
hitherto unpublished letter written by tlie late 
Sir Frederick Acclom .Siilbank, in which he 
gives his own narrative of how he luadc his 
celebrated hag of i8,2'^i grouse for the season 
on the AVennnergill moors in 1872. It will be 
seen that the lett-er, besides containing facts 
and figures as to the remarkable bag obtained, 
is partly controversial, and written to answer 
objections that such a jjcrformance .was not 
possible. It is interesting as an account at 
first hand, and by the sportsman l)est qualified 
to give it, of a performance that still remains 
a record in grouse shooting annals. The letter 
is as follows : ; 
IJarmingham Park, r.arnard Castle, October 
17,' 1 88 1. 

Dear Sir, — I iTavc pleasure to .gi^'e you in- 
formation concerning some of the shooting. 
On Aug.. 22, 1872, I killed to my own gun on 
the Wenmiergill MoorSi(jvhich. are now in my 
possession), about fifteen miles due west of 
l.iarnard Castle, 750 .grouse, and I may also 
add, wdiat may aj^pear more exti\aor(linary, 
ne\-ertheless true, viz., that in three successive 
drives on that day as 1 stood in m^^ butt — 150 
grouse, 140 grouse, and 190 grouse. At the 



The liext field was clo- 
ver; result, one covey of partridges. I shot at 
one and hit another, which ran like a grey- 
hound ; however, the retriever ran fa.ster, and 
was equal to the occasion. Then a prodigious 
field of maize, which occupied us about one and 
a quarter hours,'as with our small numbers wc 
had to march and Countermarch times without 
number; result, two cocks and one hen pheas- 
ant. K. dropped one partridge,- but, despite 
diligent search, wc lost it. Then lunch. To- 
tal, seven pheasants, one partridge. After 
lunch, off to the other eiJl of the farm. PMush- 
•ed a small covey, of winch we got one each. 
We marked one other down — it rose wild — and 
. atn.bld, cock pheasant, and I missed them,bo.tli. 
•,Tlien^ — a piece of good luck; wc spied' ' five 
•ducks on the river. I crept up, got one first 
barrel, and, watching the'othef foiir for along 
way, saw the second drop a ciuarter of a mile 
away in a small stream. Jt was evidently hit, 
so we went in-i)ursuit, aufl found it stone dead. 
K. then killed a fine 3'oung cock pheasant, 
back over the meadows, flushed a covey of 
four old birds, got a right and left; and then 
seven birds wild. Marked them down, went 
round a long tramp behind them, got another 
right and left, K. getting no shot. Then Ijack 
to the first field; wc killed one partridge and 
thV'L'c pheasants ami spared two y(nmg hens 
and then stoppcfl quite early, l)ut (luile hot ci'- 
nugh. Total : eleven jdieasants, eight imrt- 
rid'ges, two ducks. Someone may say '•pot- 
hunting" : I.say .a good.oldTfashioncd st'orting 
d.iy. r ' OCTOBRIENSIS.

.Vltogethcr we were six shooters; the total 
bag for the d.'iy was 2070 grouse, and one of 
the gentlemen fl.ord River-^) onl}' arri\-ed on 
the ground at lialf-]-)ast two o'clock. These arc 
the shooters: F. A. Milbank, i'owlett Alilbank 
(my second son); OVtarlc Miljjank (my eldest 
son), Lord Rivers; Mr. T: Pi-eston (Moreby 
Mall. York), Mr. Collinson. . 

The possibility of my shooting iqo grouse 
in twenty-three minutes has often been ques- 
lioneil, ;nid ])eople Avho k-now nothing about 
grouse (lri\-iiig sa\', "lie nuist ha\-e killed fi\-e 
;ind six at a sbi-t," ;ind "It is so many a min- 
ute!" I answer that dm-ing the whole of that 
day's shooting but twice only I killed two 
birds at one shot. I had three gunS arid two 
loaders, ar.d not fo,- f.ne second did I stop or 
cease shrioting, excejit to allow my loaders to 
load qui;'k' enough. I'utup a target the size of 
.'1 grouse at twenty-five or thirty yards, get 
tliree guns anrl three hjaders, and sec how 
many shots a minute you can shoot! \\''ell. 
that is the very way 1 shot tlie grouse. The 
birds never ceased for one second in coming in 
a continual stream. / 

My eiuire bag, along with my friends' 
(never having more than- six shooters out at a 
time), fluring the season 1872 was 18,231 
grouse ! 

.■\s to killing 500 grnuse, ,'is }-()u ask', I ha\-c, 
\-ei-y often <liine it. In 1871 I was over it one 
day — 545 grouse ; in 1S72 three limes over 500; 
again in 1876, on Aug. 22 or 23, 528 — all these 
on the Wemmergill Moors. This year, had the 
weather been fine insteadvof wet and windy, I 
should have had very near 500 birds, if not 
.quite. 

I am not snrpi"iscd to hear people doubt mv 
[)ci l( rniance at Wemmergill, but in a good 
sciisnii no one without seeing them can have 
the remotest idea <jf the enormous number of 
biuls; It then only requires the shooter to

A Good Old-Fashioned Day 
Never, one w-ould thiidc, w;is there a 
warmer day for October i th;in in this year of 
gr;u-e. K. and i sailed out to shoot an oullv- 
ing farm, about which the rcjiorts were not 
good, the owner had shot it once, getting ten 
and a half brace partridges, and the report as 
to pheasants was bad. However, .on such a 
day all seems bright and hope sprang eternal 
in the breast. The party was K. and I (neither 
of us a first rate shot), a very alert attendant, 
a retriever, and a small s]!aniel. When wc ar- 
rived the mist was so thick that T thought 
some rooks on the ground were pheasants ;

The fierce 'bands 'of Saxb'ns tliat roamed 
the continent of Europe during the reign of 
Pome were likewise great followers of tlic 
eh ase. Indeed, hunting Avas their only form 
of amusement. Fighting was Ihe |)rinci|)al 
occupation of these rude people, and during 
the intervals of peace their fierce natures took 
vcnt in foray's against the wild beasts of the 
great European forests. And the love of hunt- 
ing thus being bred in the bone of the Europ- 
eans, the i)resent inhabitants of the Continent 
are still followers of ihe sport in spite of the 
dense population and the consequent scarcity 
of game. 

During the iMiddle Ages falconry' became 
Ihe leading apnvt ot Asia and Avas introduced 
into Europe. The Persians and Chinese seem 
to have been enraptured "-with this form of 
hunting, and it did attain 'some popularity with 
the I'.nropean and early English nobles. But 
hawking is a sport so little known to and 
cared lor b}- Americans that it is a waste 
of .space to write al)out it here. 

Mowlici-e else as in luiglaud, hoAvever, has 
hunting been so passionately ])nrsued. Pre- 
vious to the Roman invasion avc can easily 
imagine that ihe savage. Britpns were as eager 
for the hunting field as for tlic field of'b'attle. 
]'"or the Uritons Icncw nothing of agriculture 
.-'.ml |-.reyc-d enlircdy on the wild animals. Un- 
dei- the rule of the Sax6ns, Avho soon foIloAved 
the Konnms into ICngland, the Fnglisb chase 
tools- on tin; form of sjjort. When the linglish 
king-d(3m was f(n-med the liberty of hmiting by 
the |)eo))lc Avas taken from them and given to 
the crown. Hunting then became part of the 
education of every nobleman,' and was looked 
upon by the people as a great accomplishment. 

Alfrcfl the Cjreat was an expert* himtcr and 
performed many feats in the liuntiug fieUI. The 
ICnglish clergy became devoted to hunting-, 
and the heads of the clun-cli folloAved the sjjort 
after the manner oi kings. W'alter, liislnjp of 
Rochester, Avas an excellent hunter, so avc 
learn in an Englis'U tome, and .followed the 
sport to the neglect of Hi.s chiirchly dtities! 
And 'in the 'same A-olinne it is set dou'n that 
Avhen Thomas a HecK-et went to l'"rance as an-;- 
bassador he took A\-ilh him hunting dogs and 
liaAvks. 

In the Sixteenth ccntm-y hunting became

Many of the 
heroes of ir.ythology gained "their reMOAvn 
through exploits in the hunting field. Apollo 
received divine honors bccau.se his arrows slew 
the terrible Pythian nipnster. These-iis killed 
I be IMinotaur ahcl hiis shone in fable and story 
eA'cr since. 

Perseus and the t\\-in sons of Jupiter took' 

.such an interest in hunting that they made it 

a systematic sport. Pollux first trained horses 

(o the chase, while Orion was the first to 

gather dogs into jjacks for attacks on isavage 

l)casts. liippolitus improved the .snares and 

nets for trapping. And, as Ave all Icnow, Diana 

was the supreme doily of the chase, llistoiy 

is full of her accomi)lishments in the field, and 

the classics seem to delight in chronicling the 

manner of her hunting. This goddess of the 

hunt has ])robably had as niany statues raised 

to her mejuory as has Venus, the goddess of 

love, which is a pretty good indication of the 

hold hunting has upon the world. 

Ancient history exhibits the popnhirily of 

hunting with the Greeks. Alexander Avas p,-!s- 

sionately fond of iiuiiting, ;uul A\-aruily en- 

cour.-iged its ])ractic(' as lending to Iceep up the 

martial spii-it of his i,iei:)ple. lie even com- 
manded y\rislotle to Avrite .-i lreati,^(> on. limit- 
ing- and other field sports. And i'lato and 
Xenophon have/ ' both;! eulogized , hunting. 
Xcnoplion, tlic historian of Greece,' was so 
fond of hunting that he Avrote a treatise on the 
subject. In his "Dogs ;mii I hinting" he -\vrit^;s 
of the chase of the hare, the deer, the boar, 
the bear and the lynx. The jioct Oppiah-also 
wrote verses in ])raisc of hunting. 

The Romans were cnthusiaslic hiuilers, 
loo, for the early Roman emperors iicarlily en- 
couraged the sport. Ha(lrian Avas one of the 
devotees and patrons of hunting, and. was ex- 
tremely fond of horses and dogs. He it was 
who erected a monument in memory of a fighl 
that one of his dogs had Avilh. a ferocious 
boar, and afterwards built a city on the spot 
of the encounter. And it is only when the Ro- 
mans began to deprecate the sports of hunting 
lliiit their national character began to decline. 
P'or as they decried the outdoor pastimes in 
Avhich they^ had formerly excelled, laziness and 
effeminacy became ascendant and their tastes 
.became depraved, '

With the advent of the shot cartridge bird 
shooting on the Aving became the vogue and 
gave the sportsman a .greater variety of game 
to liunt, and at once became the most jiopular 
method .of shooting. 

Plunting as a sport has always been a 
favorite pastime in America. For the pioneers 
of our (^ountry it v/as largely a matter of 
■necessity, but even in the early days it was' 
followed as a sjiori to a certain extent. \\% 
have all heard of the famous old-time shoot- 
ing matches and "side hunts." 

The freedom attached to htmling in this 
country has tended to promote a rather un- 
organized sport, but through commercialism 
and v/antonness we have, come near .causing 
the extinction of several of our varieties .-of 
game, and the- resultant protective laAvs arf 
turning ,\merican hunting Avays into a purer 
sjiort. Our great game i^ields and the Is.rge 
\-;n-iety of game .'diounding therein gi\es us 
opportunilies for following and pcrfectnig^ the 
siiorl of hunting to be enjoyed by no other 
people — .\lcade C. Dobson, in Outdoor JJfe.

The old bear had been feeding on skunk 
cabba.ge on a branch of the main stream. 
When the dogs jumi)ed her she hiked straight 
up th<! bottom for alxuu li.-ilf a mile, tiien 
lurncd ii]) hill to the left toward Charley 
creek. They Avere out of hearing before I Avas 
well' Started, but Avlien \ reached'the top of the 
divide I could hear them sAviiiging around to- 
Avard the place whence they had first started. 
They had made a circle of nearly three miles 



and Avcre now coming straight toward me..- T 
climbed upon a windfall. Nearer and nearer 
Ihey came. I held my rifle ready and Avatched 
and Avaited, expecting to sec the bear any 
minute. I kncAv that the dogs were upon her, 
for every fcAV minutes I coukl hear them fight- 
ing — a silence — a fcAv muffled groAvls and 
snarls — a couple of yelps — then they Avould be 
running again, each dog giving tongue.' Every 
liiiiiule llicy were getting nearer — I heard a 
cracking just below me— the saial brush mov- 
ed and parted— a flash of black Avith a dot of 
I'cd, there Avas the bear, tongue out, and pant- 
ing but coming at full speed. 1 fired — she 
wlieeled in her tracks.' I fired again — the dogs 
Ave're upon her; I dared shoot no >mdre-^thcU 
the fight — and such a fight! ' 

It seemed as though they Avould all bd 
killed — five dogs and a big black bear. The 
.;_d,ogs, seemed to cover her, yet cA-ery secoiid 
ohe'Bf them would give a yelp and go spinning 
— it did not seem possible that he could sur- 
vive such a blow— but he Avould be back again 
in the thickest of the fight ciuicker than the 
flash of a gun. The fight continued — snarlin.g, 
groAvling, rolling, Uimbling, fighting for all 
that Avas in them !

Six of the Canadian provinces amended' 
their game acts this year. The practice [■i 
growing in the provinces to delegate to tht! 
licutenant-govcrnor-in-council authority la- 
make or alter certain provisions concerning 
igame.:- In' British^. Golumbia this year this of- 
ficer Was authorized during the present year, 
to set aside tracts of croAvn lands for game 
reserves and make the necessary regulations 
therefor. In Quebec the lieutenant-gOA'crnor" 
Avas authorized to li.x fees from time to time 
for the incorporation of fish aiu' game organ- 
izations. Such poAvcrs, Avhich are becoming 
rather numerous, Avhile they make it more 
difficult to keep track of existing provisions 
insure at the same time greater flexibility in 
the laAvs, Avhich is undoubtedly an excellent 
tiling.-^ 

In the legislation of the year in the States 
a marked tendency is shoAvn to increase re- 
strictions on the market-hunter. 

li. C. makes an excejition to its non-c.xi)ort 
laws in favor of export of big game for scien- 
tific, zoological, or government purposes. 

The, most noticeable feature in U. S. game 
- laAVs is the groAving popularity of the license 
system as a means of raising revenue and 
regulating hunting, licenses for residents ^be- 
ing established in several States for the first 
lime. 

One sportsman at least has found good 
sport on Vancouver Island this season, judging 
froni the short but pithy letter he Avrote to 
"?ield and Stream" from Victoria. He says: 
"Ih'-'tWb days, ending September 7th, and 
Avithin thirty miles ot this city of 35,000 people, 
over seventy deer were shot and brought into 
town from right along the line of the Esqui- 
mau it Nanaimo Railroad. 'pAvelve of these 
deer Avere shot only seventeen miles 'OUt, and 
a panther eight feet long Avas doAvned Avith 
buck-shot by E. J. Cameron, a resident here. 

"h'rom farther up thfe: island, say around .A.1- 
Berni, rei)ort3 come tha't' tlie 'deer are as thick 
as flies. I have tasted rio finer venison than 
on "Vancouver Island, and tAventy -pound 
"spring" salmon are so numerous on trains 
that they create no comment. In a Avalk of 
eleven miles along a''forest highway yesterday 
1 sav,' four deer, and flushed hundreds of blue 
and Avillow grouse." 

Trout fishing closed on November i jth. 
Looking back, the season has not been at all 
a disappointing one for local anglers. All the 
Avell-knoAvn resorts have sustained their repu- 
tation, and most of the angling enthusiasts 
have made some good baskets at some lime 
during the season. /Xfler the first rains sport 
was particularly good on CoAvichan rivor, 
Cowiclian lake, and clscAvhere, but the last 
few days of the season Avere marked by such 
a rapid rise in the waters that little Avas done 
by fly-fisherincii. " 
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'OUTII AFRICA Avas the theme 
chosen by Lord iNlilncr for liis ad- 
dress to tlie Canadian Chib, wliosc 
guest he was at luncheon in the 
Grand Union on Saturday, says the 
Ottawa Citizen. Tlic dining-rooms 
were filled to capacity, and as might be ex- 
pected, witii a subject with \vhicii he is so 
familiar, Lord Milner's talk was grcatlj' ajjpre- 
ciatcd. rcrluqis tlie must important stxucnicnt 
made was when he said that the conference in 
progress in Durban would result in a ledera- 
tipn of the South African co.lonies, ;a.unio)i in 
some form or other. The precious mitieral 
Avealth of South Africa was spoken of in the 
most sanguine way, but the coming economic 
jiroblem for vSoutii Africa, the true intlicy fur 
South African development, was to prepare 
other sources of rc\'enuc when the precious 
minerals are exhausted. Agriculture on scien- 
tific lines would loom large in the future, as 
would also iroa aiid coal mining. Owing to 
. the relative position of these latter two, he 
.■ said it was not at all imi)robable tiiat in ."^oiilli 
Africa might be the greatest industri.'d centre 
of the Southern hemisphere. The problem of 
the natives from a social and economic stand- 
point was also dealt with. 

Very significant was the address ni;ulc by 
Chief Justice Sir Charles Fitzjjatrick, wlio 
moved the vote of thanks to the distingnisliod 
guest. After an appreciation of the work and 
worth of Lord Milner, he said Canadians were 
anxious that the pro-consuls of Empire should 
visit the outposts .not only to learn of Cannda, 
but to know Canadians who were plotlding 
along in their own way, doing their iicst for 
their own country ^ind for the empire. 

Mr. Gordon C. Edwards, pr.esident of the 
club, presided, and associated with Him at tlie 
head table, in addition to 1-ord jNIilner, were: 
Sir Rewnell Rodd, British ambassador at 
Rome. Air. Steele Maitland; Sir John Han- 
bury Williams, Lortl Lascelle^i Japanese Con- 
sul-General Shimiizit, Sir Charles Fitzpalrick, 
Sir Louis Davies, Judge MacTavish, lion.

Mr. Edwards, in a few appropriate w'ord.s, 
introduced ] ,ord ililner, who was given .an 
ovation. All the guests rose, waved handker-

• Lord Milner said he liad not elabonitcd any 
subject in such a manner as would be worthy 
of bis aiulience, and so he would talk on a sub- 
ject with which he was so inliuuitely acquaint- 
ed that he could say something sensii)le with- 
out elaborate study — Sontli Africa. At the 
outset, however, he saiil he would not refer to 
any .: question, of a political or controversial 
nature. Canada, with lier immense distances 
and her jMolilcms of transportation, presented 
conditions not unlike those in South Africa, 
wliere he had spent tlic most arduous years of 
his life. I 
Transportation Problem 

"Putting politics cntirfely aside, he con- - 
tiiuicd, the, problems of -South Africa are ex- 
tremely interesting, and, in some respects, very 
similar to yours. As regards this great ([ue.^- 
tion of comnumication they are almost identi- 
cal, that is to say the development of South 
African prosperity, am! the connection between 
different parts of South Africa which has re- 
sulted, or 'Will very shortly result in a confed- 
eration such as yours, would have been .abso- 
lutely impossible without the enterprise of the 
people who first pushed forward the great 
lines of transcontinental comunuiication. The 
first line of rails which connected the end ol 
■J.,:dce Superior with the Pacific ocean is r.f im- 
portance in the history of this country parallel- 
ed almost exactly 1)y the importance in the 
history of South Africa of the great enterprise 
wdiich pushed a little local line of 56 miles— as 
it was twenty or tl;irly years ago— in Cape 
Colon)' first some 700 miles to Kimberley, 
then, in another direction some thous.-md or 
more miles to Johainu's])urg, and fin;i!ly hr- 
j-ond Kimberley s.niielbiug bice srvcnlren 
hundred miles to Zambesi, ;uid has since push- 
ed it 500 miles beyond the Zand)esi into the 
very licart of Africa." After referring to the 
railway devcloi)meiU and its effect on the 
country, he continued : 

Compared With Canada 

'"Another point nritnra!l_\' conmcled with 
this, and one on which 1 think everyl)ody in- 
l crested in South Africa must seek informa- 
tion, is the question of the possibilities of de- 
velopment within the cpimtry which has l)cen 
.so recently knitted up. iVIany people have 
said to me: "How docs South Africa compare 
with Can.ada on tlic question of future devclop- 
nienl ?" 'i'his is, of course, a question which it 
is inqmssible to answer, but there are several 
ai-.pccts of it on which it is easy to th/ow a eer- 
liiin amount of liglil. Speaking generally, ilie 
resources of the two countries at the present 

i:timc;>p.resent the greatest imagin.ib!e contrast. 

!ik)tir have a certain amount of fertility. Both 
liavc mineral resources ; Init, while the main of- 
fering of CaJiada in the markets of the world ■ 
and the main cause of her recent enonnons de- 
velopment — the nuiin cause, but not llie oniy 
one — is her greai and growing 'igrienllur.-il 
wealth, the extent of whicii is a discovery of 
ccuiiparatively receiU time, the oppi-isite is al- 
most absolutely true of South Al'rn-a. 

South Africa's Minerals 
■■'i'he agricuhur.-d wealtli of S<int!i .\l'nca is 
comparativeiy inconsiderab'ic ; her economic 



strengtii lies in her enormous mineral wealth. 
Now, J do not think the extent of th;it min- 
eral wealth is by any means fully realised. 
Figures appear in newspapers constantly, but 
the}' make very little impression on the, minds 
of readers. It comes to this,r--taking igol'd" 
alone, :md t.aking the gold niines'^of 'th'c'Tii'ans'-' 
va;d alone, 1 liave, within ni}' own time, seen 
their output grow from a ver}' little <.)\-er £12,- 
000,000 sterling a j'car, to something li!<e 
,£ 2-1 ,000,000. .Vnrl I ha\'e no doubi; whate\'er 
— and i rcuKMuber being laughed at when I 
• sMd>that five or six years ago — that this pro- 
duction will amount to £30,000,000 sterling 
a year, or $r5o,oob,ooc); taken out of 'the ground 
along a narrow re^f iU^f miles in i'ehgfh l:>e- 
fore we are many years 'Oldfcr. (Applause.) 

"Now, that is an enormous thing. But 
(h.it, as I say, is only the Rand. Besides yo.u 
lia\e the diamond mines of Kimberley pro- 
ducing diamv)nds to as large an amoimt as 
the world can afford to lake. Their difficnltv 
is to keep down the production in order to 
pre\'eut the prices running away. Hut, in the 
diamond mines of Kind)erley and in the dia- 
mond mines of the Transvaal you have an an- 
nual production now of between £4,000,000 
and £5,000,000, to which there seems to be 
no end for many years to come. In addition to 
this you have the gold mining in Rhodesia 
steadily increasing, and at present amounting 
to between ,£2,000,000 and ,£3,000,000. And 
it will be strange indeed if this is the end 
of all things so far as the mineral wealth oi 
South Africa is concerned. iUit you have 
there . enormous wealth assured for tlie next 
fifty or one hundred years., As I say, it. woiild 
be a .strange thing, in'decd, alriiost impo.ssibic, 
ami contrary to all human probability, if other 
sources of Aveallh of similar kind are not dis- 
covered long before these are exhausted. 
(I,6iul applause.) ' ., 

Provision for Future . 

"But I have always maintained that the 
true policy of Soulii African development is 
to assmne that this immense mineral wealth 
which is certain is the end of all tliinf;s min- 
eral there, that is, in the way or p-recions 
metal, I hold tli.at it is wise fo ;i-snme that, 
there is nothin.g ni-.ire to come and to ])rcpare 
the times for the development of other sources 
of, economic strength, other r/csources upoij. 
which tlie country can live when these mincr-j 
als are exhausted.

the pioduction of iron and.^pf all .those articles 
into the composition , of which' sTcef and iron' 
enter is al)out to play a very important ])art 
in the country, and that it may ver^- well be 
the case that the centre of South .Africa will 
l)e the gre.itest industrial region of the South- 
ern lu:misplicre.

Agricultural 'Rfisouw 

' ■ , "Now, as regards the agiiciiltiiraisr^^^ 
■bf^Uic: countr}', there is no doidyt 'that a great 
development is in progress. The old idea of 
South Africa was that while the rich coast 
strip would yield the most valuable products 
of the south tropica! climate, though that 
strip is not very large and not very healthful, 
the healthy high veldt which is characteristic 
of most of South Africa was incapable of being 
more than a good pastoral or ranching qoijn- 
U-y. Some of ..the veldt undoubtedly never can 
he- anything else than a pastoral country. A 
great quaiitity of it, niaiuly in Cape Colony, 
can only support sheep, and a great deal more 
of it has so fal- never .supporteil anything but 
horses and cattle. But since this matter has 
i)i:en taken scientifically in han(i people have 
begun to discover, in the first place, that a 
great deal of- the) cpuritry- whicii - used to I>e 
. considei^cd ,only valuable as; pastoral country 
wdll really bear rich crops, especially mealies, 
and that a great deal of country which it was 
thought could only bear crops with irrigation 
can, under more scientific treatment, bear 
crops of value even without this artificial as- 
sistance. » 
Science in Agriculture 

"One of the most important things about 
South yXfrica today is the development of her 
agricultural resources b}' the means of science. 
That is of special interest to Canadians for 
vtwb reasons. One-is that this development is 
a" good 'deal similar to what has happened in 
your own West, in' this'/respect, that in the 
West today millions of aci-es are being cul- 
tivated with the greatest profit, which were 
despaired of even by good agricultural judges, 
ten or twenty years ago. (Hear, hear.) The 
supposed difficulty and supposed inqiossibil- 
ity have turned out to .be a . delusion. Pre- 
cisely the same tiling'; has; happened, ^hough 
oh nothing like tli'e^same s'cale,'iiVSbuth Africa 
today, and land is being cultivated, profitably 
cultivated, which in time past has been looked 
upon as ho])eless. 'inhere is another point about 
it which will be of interest to 3'ou. This de- 
velojiment, which lias come within the last 
few years, is largeh' a con.sequcnce of the fact 
that, directly after the war, wc started in the 
two new. colonies, the Transvaal and the 
O'range^River colony, very active agricultural 
departments; •The.'gpyernment took the mat- 
ter tip .as it h'eve.i-i jbkc^^' bpQn- ^ up before. 





ME Con.gress on Roads has been h.old- 
ing its sittings in I'aris. The im- 
portance of the French road-system 
is fully recognized, for it is shown 
by the existence of a special body, 
of Government engineers — namely, 
the engineers of Pontc ei Clumssees, whose 
chief duties are the ni.ainicmnu-e and con- 
struction of the national ro;nl'>v;iys. 

The traffic on ih.ese ro.-ids, ;ifier luu'ing 
suffered from a period ol inaction in conse- 
cpience of the development of rail v.-.-i\s, has 
recently manifested a renewed vitality, owing 
to the extended use of the motor bicycle and 
the automobile. But, at the same tiriie', the 
engineers ha\-e been confronted with a new 
and grave i)robIem, inasmuch as the circiila- 
tion of hea\'y vehicles and th'-.se dri\'en at 
high speed has ciusi'd a serious ;imounl of 
\N'ear and tear. The existing methods of ro.id 
form;itifjn ha\'e pro\-ed to be wlioiK- inaih:- 
(juate to stand the ])iesc:U class of traffic and 
unless willing to face the ri.sk of cpitstaut 
complaints and paving re]);iirs of a most cost- 
ly character, some new process nuist'be found 
by the authorities to replace the present sys- 
tem. 

This question o{ road form:itii>ii w.as the 
most imporl.ant of those brouL;lit fi.irward at 
tile Coiigi-i.ss, and with the | ireseiicc.' of en- 
gineers re])resenting nearly every countr3- it 
lucaine i)ossible to ensured discussion rajig- 
ing over a wide area. Some of the si)eakers 
were in f.avor of a return to lh'' use nf p:u ing 
setts, em])loying squared .^tone of small (ii- 
niensioiis, laid upon a siilid fi lund.-ition. l iilirr 
of concrete .alone or reinforced concrete, This 
])lan, wliich is speci:ill}- .-iiiplic-ible to roa.js 
])assin,g through lowns. would be cxt rciind \- 
expeiisi\'e if its employment became geiier;d 
and it were adopted in. all cases for roads of 
great length. The attention Of the' Congress 
Avas also directed to tin? use of tar and ma- 
cadam roads, and great i)iterest was eviUccd 
in the reports of the English dele.gatcs on the 
advantages, arising from the use of tar- 
maeadain. a sysli:in in which the road metal, 
consistiiii;- (jf furnace sl.'ig or broken stone, 
is embedded in .a matri.x of tar. 

! l is impossible to attempt Ho give even 
a brief review of tlie; numerdus papers' brottght 
forward, but the general results of the Con- 
gress have been condensed in a very clear 
and comprehensive manner by the a(loi)tion 
of 'af series'vof^ which were settled 

af a plenary sitting. • . 

The Present Condition of the Roads 

Attention w;is directed by the Congress 
to the importance of a secure fotmdation 'for ' 
the road with reg.ard to the questions of wear 
and tear and the mainten.ance of an accurate 
cami)er. In the r.iatter of the choice of the 
character of the foundation to be adojjted, 
it appeared to be necessary 10 stiuly the , 



com[)osition of the subsoil, the condii ions re- 
lating to traffic, and the cl.ass of vehicles like- 
13' ito make use of the roads in question. Jt 
was considered that ai'-depth of from locni. 
to 15cm. of concrete would be sufficient, even 
in cases where large paving setts are em- 
ployed. It would be necessary in iistug' pav- 
in.!.; setts to pnn-jde a mattress compo.sed of a 
thin Irn-er of sand. A resolution was passed 
that it wcnild be ad\'isable to carr\- out some 
experiments with the use of t;ir or bituminous 
matter as a matrix for 'the stone tised for 
metalling the roail stirf.ice. The- vicv/ was 
also expressed that it was expedient to make 
trial of the arrangements for- the paving setts 
inserted in.liiies in an 'oblique direction to the 
longituduial axis of the roadway,' and also 
Ijcrpeiulicular to the same, and likewise to 
undertake further exjicri nients with the use 
of p.aving setts of small size. 

General Methods of Road Maintenance 
It was recommended by the Congress in 
the case of macadami^'ed ro.ads that the rema'.le 
road-surl.ace should Ix- thorou.ghly rolled; that 
hard and lioniogeiious m.aterials should be em- 
ployed, bioken to a uniform guage; that the 
substances used to incorporate the. road stone 
shoiild be selected in iiccordance with the na- 
ture of the st(ine employed', but that the least 
lios..ii)U' (piaiiiity of the .agglomerating matcr- 
i,d should b-' intn '.Inced, and arraiip.ements 
slMuld lie made in ;iil c.-'Si-s, where such course 
is p!;i(lic;il)le, that the entire width of the 
iM;.dw;i_v '-honld b-.- remade at 'the same time, 
in iMu; ..ii>eration. ' 

Guarding Against Undue Wear and Dust 

The Congress v.as in favor of jjavin.g the 
roads or einidoyim.^ the best systems of con- 
si riicl iiu;- the macad.imized road surface. Tiie 
iiiil)ort;.iii.e of sloping and cleaning the road 
surface was insisted upon, also of light water- 
ing at frecpient intervals, the method^ .einplpyf . 
ed for this purpose being mechanical in tlrieirt 
nature It was recognized that thc.use.s pf 
emulsion of an oily material of a tarry nature, 
as also of deliquescent salts in solution and 
similar substances, are more or less efficacious, 
but their influence is generally short-lived, ruul 
it w;is laid down thai their adoption can only 
lie considered .adxisable for special eveins— 
such a.s .automobile races, fetes, .and on simihar 
occasions. Jt was thou.ght desirable, however, 
that further trials should be made of these 
specifics. In view ' of dust-prevention, the 
planting- of trees along the sides of the roads 
should be cncour.tged. 

-As respects the employment of tar, the 
Con.gress came tri the conclusion that tar- 
spre;idiii,g, when properly carried out, is uu- 
dotilitedly an effective means of iireventin.g 
tlust, and, moreover, that it i)rotects in a cer- 
tain measure the.rosid^^urface against the des- 
tructive action of certain descriptions of ve- 



hicles, more especially of motor-cars, driven at 
iii.gh speeds. The con.gress recommended that 
additional tri.als should be carried out to test 
the effects of the incori)oration of tar with the 
materials forming the roadway. 

The Roads of the Future 

It was agreed by the congress that in cases 
where the volume of mechanically-propelled 
traffic Vv-as moderate, the present methods of 
road construction sufficed. In places where 
a large number of self-propelled .yeliicles mustj 
use the roads, the .follbvving rules were "laid 
down: Thatall .classes of traffic shoiild use the 
same road; that this road should be formed 
with the least possible amount of carnber, so. as 
to ensure the discharge of the water; that only 
moderate gradients should be admissible, and 
that it \sas advisable to employ curves of ti;e 
utmost j)Ossib!e radius (not to fall below a 
minimum of 50 metres) ; that on entering and 
quitting the .curved portions of the roadwa}'' 
parabolic -curves should be- inserted; that 
super-elevation might be used on;curves, hni, 
kei)t down as much as possible; that all road 
crossin.gs should be rendered visible, and as 
free from obstructions as possible. 

Effects of New Modes of Locomotion ' 

'Jn the case of , m.otor-cars the deteriorating., 
action of m6toi--cars driven at high speed 
should be reduced to the utmost possible ex- 
tent by the adoption of soft treads to ihe tii-es, 
and where ri\-ets oiv studs are empk)\'ed, it 
would be Well to mak'e them of rounded sec- 
tion and with a very moderate jjiojection. 

.\s resj)ects motor vehicles carrying heav}' 
loads, it ;q)pears uec(?ssary, in order to protect 
the rii.adways, that limitations shpu.ld, be • as- 
signed to the weight carried per inch width of 
wheel,. A maximum weight of 150 kilograms 
per cm. in width of tire appears to accord gen- 
erally with the prevailing practice, and the 
wheel diameters now in use. It seems also ex- 
pedient to consider the part of the load carried 
by eacjt axle. 

Road Signals 

A vote Avas passeil I)}' the Con,Qress that it 
is exi^edient that th.e kiloiiietric boundarv 
marks along roads siiouhl be rcarran.ged as 
soon as possible on some uniform principle 
thrpiighout the entire area of each separate 
country, and that steps should be taken to se- 
cure the adoption of this identical system of 
mjtrking distances, obstructions to traffic, and 
other signals^ on some jilan internationally 
agreed upon. 

'Visits were paid l)_v the members of the 
Congress to some ot the verA' nuich frequented 
roads in the environs of I'aris, notably the 
road from Saint Cloud to Versailles, on which, 
for some years past, experiments in tar-sprcad- 
ing have been carried on, and trials of sub- 
stances of a tarry nature have been. made. . 



Up . to , that , time the principle of the South

I do not think it is a perfect theory for an .olcl- 
country; it never answered in a ncAV one. 
(Loud applause.) The first thing Avhich Ava.s. 
done after the Avar, .and Avhich went on side- 
by side with repairing the danuige of the' 
Avar, was to try to start the country, in every 
respect, but especially Avith regard "to, its agri- 
ciiltitrar' development^ on higher/plane than 
tHat at whie;hi tlie" tbtnnlencenie^ of the war 
found it; ' 'i^i''-:^ J .ii . 

Turned' to Canada"^' ^ 
"We looked, around the Avorld to find the, 
men who might be competent to start a thor-j" 
ou.ghl)' scientific and energetic a,gricultural de- 
partment in both of the new colonics. .And 
Ave found them all over the Avorld, but avc 
found some of the best of them on this con- 
tinent, and especially in Canada. (Applause.) 
And not only did the men in several instaiices 
cbme' from Canada,' but all iiHe' meri who c'amb 
in an}"- leading and responsible position had 
made a special study of the agricultural de- 
velopment which had been so characteristic 
of the United States and Canada, in fact, of 
the Avhole of this continent. For the teaching 
of scientific agriculture Avhich is going to 
effect the transportation of a large part of 
South;Africa, a complete...transformation in its 
ecdribihic conditions, we Ibpi^^^ 
ence and the teachings of .scientific agriculture 
in this country. And'I arn .glad to think that, 
despite all the differences which divide South 
Africans today, and despite all the contrasts 
Avhich, perhaps, may exist bctAvcen the present 
regime and the regime Avhich preceded it, the 
agricultural departments of the ncAv colonies 
have struck root to that extent, and the good 
Avork that they have already done has received 
such an amount of recognition that I think, 
Avhateyer ma.y happen to other things, that is 
a piece of solid progress Avhich nothing is 
going to counteract. (Loud applause.) 
Durban Conference 

"The question Avhich is being discussed at 
Durban at this time is the question of the 
federation of the South African colonics. 
(Applause.) The results will be, I have not 
the least doubt, a union in some form or other. 
The form of that union I Avoukl rather not 
attempt to forecast. But there is this great 
difference betAveen the union of South Afri- 
can states and .the, union which, has taken 
]dace here, that there is nothing really separat- 
in.g the states in South Africa.vtoday except 
artificial lines. I do not mean to s.iy that 
there are not deep divisions among the people 
of South Africa. There are deep divisions, 
and only time can overcome .them and draw 
the people to.gcther into one nation, and per- 
haps a long time Inay be required. But these 
divisions exist inside every one of the states, 
not absolutely iri the same proportion, but' 'in 
very much the same proportion. It is riot a; 
case, for instance, of bringing togeth'ei" a' Brit- 
ish community and a Dutch community, it is 
a question of uniting a immber of communi- 
ties in all of which these same elements exist. 
Therefore, so far as the question of race is 
concerned, great as the difficulties are which 
it presents, it does not present any specialMiff 
ficnlties for union, because whatever problein'" 
may arise from the co-existence of nations of 
different languages and ideas in the body poli- 
tic alread}' exist in the different states, and 
they arc not going to be increased but rather 
diminished, or, at any rat.e, modified, by put- 
ting these slates to.gcther. The difficulty is 
of another character. If is that one of the 
states is so muclv'.w.ealUiieri^and more pros- 
perous, at the time- being, 'thair the rest, that 
there may . be people Avi thin that state Avho 
do not wish to share their prosperity Avith the 
rest of South Afric^,,;and, on the other hand, 
there ma}^ be pebjile'-'-in the other states who 
;irc afraid of coining into i^aitnership with 
such an ovcrwhelmin.g nei,gbbor. I do not be- 
lieve that these difficulties Avill cause the 
thin.g to break down, but that is the nature 
of the difficulties, and not the things which 
are coiumonly siq^posed to cause them." 
The Chief Justice 

Sir Charles Fitzpatrick, after tendering the 
thanks of the club, said: — "I Avould like to 
give Lord Milner a message on your behalf. 
I Avoidd like him to understand, as a repre- 
sentative Britisher, that you are anxious, that 
the great pro-consuls of Empire should visit 
the outposts frecpiently. (.Applause.) We are

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FORTNIGHT has passed since all Paris

• still discusses these fashions— lightly, 
with' much laughter and tidicule — al- 
lowing them to share' the interest' of (he hour 
with affairs in the Near Ehst, the iMilliaiit pvn- 
ductibhs^'of Le bon roi Dagdbcrt and the J£nii- 
grc, and the latest canards, social or political. 
Meanwhile the Parisieiine is quietly planning 
her autumn wardrobe with certain memories of 
Longchamps visualized in her Ijrain. indeed, 
some elegantes, who never lov ii moment lag 
behind the fashion, are already appearing in 
dresses of which the ins])iratioa is not far to 
seek. For while they clQveriy avoid all that was 
indiscreet in those too suggestive slcirts' ' and 
clinging draperies, they retain the idea which 
will influence all fashion's this winter. And 
w^hat is this idea? No Parisienne, whether 
grande danic or couturicrc, hesitates to answer 
this cpieslion. Quickly and significantly comes 
tlio reply, "La Ligne." The leading idea is no 
longer Directoire. nor is it Oriental, nor again 
is it classic. In this dress we see the inlluence 
of one period, in that of another; but every- 
where la ligheTfeFgn^'Sugtcme^^^^^ Any colof'may 
be' wbrn,\SQ' that'^the lirie is never forgotten.* 
; Even the embroideries, gorgeous as they often 
are^ b'eautiful as they ahvay.s arc, must be suU- 
seVvierit to the main idea. No dress can depend 
upon color or rich decoration for its success. 

Of course, this idea is not now. For many 
months we have seen it developing. Indeed, 
most of the so-called l^ircctoirc dresses which 
caused so nuich sensation in tlie spriiig were 
nothing more or less than its ex])ression. ]!ut 
it was rcgardetl with snsjiicion and as a thing 
not to be hastily adopted. This autunm, how- 
ever, the great couturieres have .employed all 
their imagination and artistic skill'in producing 
dresses which, while following closely the lines 
of the figure, shall not go beyond the limits of 
good taste and a desirable convention. At the 
same time they have evolved an ideal figure, 
slim and supple, with long llowing lines, which 
arc undeniably graceful. Every woman of 
fashion is conforming to this ideal so far as she 
is able; and her dressmaker's skill in cutting 
enables her to attain it with far greater case, 
and far less artificiality, than to- the uninitiated 
seems possible.- 

v. iij/'sTo carry out this idea, almost all afternoon 
dresses made for receptions, weddings, and 
other such smart occasionsy are of soft clinging 
materials, satin cashmeres, fine supple cloths, 
bengaliiies, and crej^es nieleores. These are 
seen in (!ver}' color; l)nL among the ne\^•er 
shades are wmilla, plum, blue, green, and 
brown, in the subile tones which are ne\(?r 
hard and glaring. The many rich cmiiroid- 
eriesfand laces are often dyed to match the 
mafcrial exactly in color, and they are worked 
in silks much raised and padded, in soutaches, 
in gold deftly mixed with silks. 

In some of the most charming dresses, the 
corsages consist of nothing but embroidery 
carried across the bust and over the shoulders, 
fcjrming a scpiare to be filled in by the trans- 
])arent gnimpe of tr.cked .M alines net. The 
embroider}- is repealed down the back of the 
sleeve, which is also of the transparent net, 
fitting the arm closely; and it has a place 
on many of the skirts but is. always used with 
reserve. The skirt is carried up liigh above 
the waist-line of other days, and it either 
hangs straight to the feet or is moulded close- 
ly to the figure until half way lietwccn hip 
and knee. Here it imiierceptilily liegins to 
flow out in such a manner that, while i)re- 
serving the straight silhouette so desirable at 
iiie moment, it enables the wearer to walk, 
•which is also desirable. jMorcover, it provides 
material for the train; and the train,..it must 
be added, is a noticeablfe feature of all after- 
noon dresses, arid is graceful except in those 
cases when it degenerates into A point; 

A dress worn by a yottiig-yand beantifid 
Parisicnne of undoubted tastb'^wais of a dnil 
gold crejjc metcore, cleverly arranged so that 
the suijerfluons material drawn from ihc front 
fell down the back in a long and ])ointed tmilc. 
Kaised embroideries of silk soutaches decor- 
ated the tiny bodice, and the guimjie and 
sleeves were of the same color, a square neck 
and a high collar of white Malincs lici givi;;g 




a becoming relief to the face. With this dress 
was worn .a very large hat of drawn satin of 
the same, co,lor crowned with many plumes of 
ostrich feathers. 

The tunic, indeed,- plays a great part in 

many of the dresses ;' and it is seen in infinite 

^•ariety. Now cut square, or round, or pointed, 
here drawn to (jne side, there short in front 
and long behind, again short at the back and 
to the hem of the skirt in front, now finished 
with heav_y silk fringes or inserted with wide 
embi-oiderics or lace, it is to l)e seen continu- 
all}', and often strikes a very original note. 
In one case worthy of noti(:e a width of the 
material is taken, the two ends' brought to the 
front and crossed to form the tunic, which 
thus naturally falls in two points, while at the 
back the material hangs as it will, forming 
as it v.-ere a scarf across the back of the skirt 
and .almost at its hem. Silk of the softest de- 
scription was used for this dress, and the 
under-skirt fell in folds straight and clinging, 
recalling Boticc'lli's draperies, or those of the 
oft-quoted Tanagra figures. In other instances 
the ttmic is merely sug'gcsted bv an insertion 
of embroider}-, or by a rich braiding in sou- 
tache, always worked b\' iirmd or transparent 
net or lace or on tiie material itself. 

Scars'cs, sashes, bulLons, a touch of vivid 
color, introduced on the corsage, hanging em- 
broideries, fringes, tassels, wide revers all 
play a part in the dresses worn hy the fashion- 
able women in Paris, and' are' noticeable fea- 
tures of the n.e\\ est models 'designed by the 
famous conturic T'.s. ilnt la ligne is never for- 
gotten, and v.'here the- sash is used it is care- 
fully arranged to maintain the idea of the 
high waist, and is never tilted at die back 
after the manner reminiscent of Empire days. 

I'llack- is worn with success liy some of the 
best-dressed women in Paris; but it is usually 
relie\-ed by the wliite of the guim|K', and, 
below this, often by the \'i\-irl cidor of the 
embroidery, lilack velvet in one or two strik- 
ing, dresses; forms a contrast to, the' thin sup- 
ple mat'idfialsinore generally u,4ed/' And one 
very ifail woman seen at a reception a few 
(lays ago looked e.Ktremely distinguished in' a 
perfectly jdain clinging skirt l.^rought up high 
to meet a blouse cjf black Cluny lace mounted 
on wdiile tulle. With it she wore a long coat 
of the velvet richl}- braided wdth black .sou- 
taches so arranged as to give the effect of a 
widely-cut arm-hple,.;the; sleeves being left 
perfectly plain."''' In"'fact/ it' suggested the idea 



of a slee\"eless coat of the velvet braided, worn 
o\-er a complete dress of the plain material. 

That black velvet should be worn with so 
high 'a thermometer as. lis being registered, in 
Paris would be amazing,, were it not so char- 
acteristic of the Parisiennc; . tlia.t she should 
have an unvarying respect for the seasons. 
October has arrivetl; therefore she dons her 
autumn dresses. vSo it is that wdien muslins 
and linens arc the only comfortable wear the 
I'arisienne is appearing in the morning in 
serge, cloth, or bure; while in the afternoon 
her costume is not com])lete without a long 
coat or fur. With them, it must be added, 
she wears an- habitual air of perfect comfort, 
and well-being. The ' coats and skirts, of 
course, conform to the idea of the moment. 
However, they may differ in detail, the same 
straight, clinging lines are always observed. 
In the morning the skirts arc short, .sometimes 
pleated, but more often plain, and the ma- 
terial used is mainly cloth or bure — a kind of 
homespun. Blue serge is much worn at this 
moment, but other colors, such as a .dead 
green or a golden bro\'(n, a rose red and a 
bright but soft blue, will all be much worn 
during the winter. The skirts, whether short 
for the morning or long for the afternoon, 
have the hi.gh waist either plain or draped, 
.and they are iiu-ariabl}' worn with a blouse 
m.ide of lace, or more often of net exactly 
toning with the material in color. The coat 
is always long, often ver)- long. 

i'"rench women ;ire think-ing very seriously 
just now of their evening dresses. There is 
every temptation to do so, for evening gowns 
have taken upon themselves an "allure" such 
as they have not had for many a long year, 
and there arc schemes to, be seen in the white 
and gold salons of the 'rtie de la' Paix such as 
the most imaginative story-teller of fairy prin- 
cesses and their wardrobes could hardly have 
evolved. In some of these gowns there is an' 
extreme simplicity of line and decoration, the 
only object being to give a graceful and im- 
maculate silhouette, while others ,'ire richly 
embroidered witii touches of contrasting color, 
which are calculated Ho make the gown stand 
out in'relief in a crowded as'scmbl}^ and others 
again have single giant motifs of broderie — 
one in front and one at the back of the gown — 
which focus all the luxury of the scheme, like 
the' "peacock'^ ■ eye" oh' a feather. 

New Methods of Draping the Gown 

A satin over-dress, with a petticoat and 
corsage of some filmy material, is one of the 
favorite schemes, aiid the salient point of 
these gowns is the method of drawing the 
folds of satin over the corsage from one 
shoulder to the waist, and securing them at 
each point with a large buckle, .so that the 
.greater portion of the under-dress is seen. 
This is much softer in effect, and consequent- 
ly far more becoming to the majority of wo- 
men than the square line of the decoHetagc 
in satin or velvet, marking it out with frigid 



regularity; and the long bias line cutting 
across the form from the left shoulder to the 
waist makes even a fairly stout figure look 
slighter by producing in one's mind a certfiinj;; 
confusion between the actual outline of the 
figure and thatihofythe govvm ^n some cases 
the' line is f^lowea^ty a border of satin bloi?- 
soins, crushed closely together, and shading 
to a richer and darker tint than the gown. 

Corn-Colored Satin and Brown Kingcups 

For instance, on a gown of pale corn- 
colored charmeuse over an under-dress of 
what was, apparently, rare old Limerick lace, 
just tinted the color of a stained ivory carving 
— but which might as well have owed its an- 
tiqiiity to the. f mystic rites with coffee and 
newspaper which a clever maid knows how 
to carry out so successfully — a massed border 
of brown and gold shaded kingcups, in minia- 
ture, was carried all down the sweep of the 
gown, where it was swathed tightly round the 
form. A wide gold ribbon encircled the head 
like... a,- wreath,.' placed just above the parting 
in 'front, and reaching almost to the nape of 
the neck behind, while a clump of brown king- 
cups appeared on each side. Beautiful old 
Renaissance brocades are used, as well as satin 
or Ottoman silks for the evening gowns — not 
stiff, like the Italian brocades, which were pre- 
pared to stand centuries of wear, and arc as 
strong and resisting today as the}' were in the 
olden times — but as soft and supple as a petal, 
the gleams of gold" or silver suggesting the 
threads of a cobweb gemmed with dewdrops 
and glistening in the sun. 

White Brocade over Pink Tulle 

In the great Paris ateliers there is variety 
enough, however, to suit even the women who 
have been inured to changes as rapid and sud- 
den, as sheet lightning, and the various 
methods employed by the different creators of 
modes-are welLworthy of description. A sim- 
ple frock of rich white satin- brocade, with a 
compact pattern repeated at wide intervals, 
was made in one piece with a square train. 
Where the satin was brought over the bust 
it formed a free horizontal fold, and \vas cut 
on the usual lines, being much higher on the 
right side than the left, v.diere there was 
scarcely more than two inches of satin. This 
decided fall in the bodice was supplemented by 
an uiiider-dress of pink tulle, in a father dtep 
shade, which formed a very low decolletage, 
while the same tulle was responsible for the 
plain, loose sleeves which fell nearly to the 
elbow. 

Crepe-de-Chine and Gold Bugles . , 

Gold-colored crepe-de-chihe is "almost a 
passion with the Frenchwoman nowada}'s, and . 
a gown carried out in this shade and material 
was entirely typical of the trend of the nio- 
juent. This was covered entirely in soutache 
embroidery, in the same tone, and was made 
in two pieces, a front and back, with the inlet 
panels of moussclinc de sole visible at the 
sides. . The front' was . cut into, a point over 
the busti and was "fitted carefully to the 
figure, falling to the feet in a strightj lih- 
broken lin'e, ^'while the back was treated'' in 
the same way, and formed a long train, square 
at the base, which suggested a manteau de 
cour of the richest descrijition. To accentu- 
ate the beauty of this gown, there was an inch- 
wide border of embroidery in flashing gold 
bugles and paillettes, while across the henvlof 
the tunic this band aissuriied the dimensi6nst,(5f 
half a foot in depth, and was repeated again 
on the soft little corsage of white mousseline 
de sole, where it had the effect of binding 
together the gold train and the front apron- 
like panel. The short, loose sleeve, which 
reached barely to the elbow, was of pure "'white 
mousseline de soie, edged with gold. ■ ,' 

Cherry-Colored Satin and Black Lace 

Cherry-colored satin and heavy Spanish 
lace is another alliance for evening wear, which 
carries one back into the days ,pf ,the Second 
Empire, only to realise what'' a vast differ- 
ence there is between the dress of that period 
and the jjresent. One of the leading coutu- ' 
rieres has evolved a wonderful gown of 
cherry-colored satin, with an over-dress fall- 
ing nearly to the knees in front and almost 
to the hem of the gown behind, which is en- 
tirely composed of black Spanish lace. In the 
midde of the back^ to give a little play to the 
tunic, the black' lace is split open to show an 
insertion of black mousseline.de soie, in 'the 
form of two long breadths, lightly tied to-' 
gether, while in front, where the lace tunic is 
exceptionally short, there occurs a baud of 
creamy "Venetian point, and below this a trans- 
])arent band of black mousseline de soie, a 
bold touch of liriglit blue satin being iulro- 
duccd into the corsage. 

Full Fur Crowns and Poplin Brims 

Hats with great soft fur crowns, almost 
of the Corday description, and wide brims of 
old-fashioned poplin, have taken a very im- 
portant place among the new models, and 
stand as direct rivals to the draped' fur toque. 
The trimming of these hats is something of 
a problem, and, so far, the milliners have 
voted solid in favor of flowers, and a very 
smart model, with a full skunk- crown and a 
brim of dark fig-leaf green stretched po])lin, 
was simply piled on one side with a huge 
cluster of brown velvet Annunciation lilies, 
delicately shaded. Perhaps the most typical 
hat' of the moment is a huge model with 
enormously wide satin brim encircled low 
down with a lou.g fox skin, wliicli is crni'^dit 
at some point with a large silver or gold water 
lily. The crowns of these hats are corres]iond- 
iiigly low and flat, so that to any but a tall 
and stately woman a somewhat "flattened" 
dffect is given Avhich is hardly becoming. 
Quaint motoring bonnets of smooth fur have, 
besides, made their appearance, and with a 
coat of the same pelt to match, .have an 'un- 
deniably picturesque and piquant effect, with 
long veils of nition in a .sliade lo correspond, 
making a complete study in black, grey, or 
brown, even to the tint of the gloves or the 



shoes. White hats have never been more dis- 
countenanced than the}-- are at the present 
moment, but magpie effects, in the form of 
>?jarge; black hats, lined with white and trimmed 
;^Vvitli,;a' conjunction of black feathers and black 
and \vhite lilies,(make a^very smart acconipani- 
hient to the plain' black Directoire dresses, 
especiall}' wdien a touch of pure white fur is 
added as an accompaniment. 

An alliance which is always becoming alike 
to dark or fair women, and which is particu- 
larly successful in the realm of millinery, is 
that of rich purple and deep wine red. Hats 
in purple silk encircled with swathing of tulle 
to match, over under-veilings in ,- wine red, 
have, as additional trimming, huge clumps of 
purple and red double dahlias, carried out 
cleverly in velvet and silk combined, while 
another scheme v.diich is equally successful is 
that of a model of .soft purple beaver in the 
hu.ge "Covenanter" shape, trimmed with one 
immense wine-red piunie caught .with a purple 
moire buckle.-

This summer, following a prnc- 
lice wliicli I have pursued aimosl. witliout iii- 
teriiiisriion for 30 years, I have devoted a por- 
tion of any holiday to seeing- something of the 
work of one of the great armies of the Contin- 
ent. What I have learned this year is but a 
continuation and a confirmation of the lessons 
Avhich many previous years .had taught me. 

Tlie lessons to be learned arc mtmerous and 
varied. I .'^liall not attempt to recapitulate 
tliein here. JUit the sum of all my observations 
leads me to one great conclusion, which is so 
dcllnitc and alarming (hat I desire to submit 
it to the earnest consideration of my country- 
men. My conclusion is this: 

Every country in Europe, save our own, to 
the best oif its ability, and- according, to its 
lights, is preparing for the kind of war in which 
it has reason to fear that it may some day be 
engaged. How complete, how scientific, how 
trenicndous these preparations are, many Eng- 
lishmen knew very well; but the majority of the 
people of tb.is rnuntry are not so well informed. 
Ifappify for ourselves, we in Jingland know 
nothing whatever of war as it really is; and, as 
a natural consequence, we' are unable to under- 
stand the frame of mind in which those who. 
possess this sinister experience approach the 
jiroblem of national defence. The result of our 
ignorance is curious; at least, so it seems to 
one who has enjoyed soniev.'hat special oppor- 
tunities of studying both Continental methods 
and our own. It appears to me to be a fact 
beyond contradiction that while foreign na- 
tions, without exception, arc preparing for the 
wars in which they are likely to be engaged, 
we alone are doing nothing; of the) jkind. Not 
only are wc making no preparation fc»r the kind 
of war in which all' our (experience tells us we 
(are likely to be involved, but, with great dili- 
gence and an immense amount of talk, we are 
making what we arc pleased to call preparations 
for a war in which in all, human probability wc 
shall never be engaged, ^V- i- W-^^r 
Truth and Its Enernies 
The result is very serious ; so serious, that, 
at the risk' of incurring great disfavor on the 
part of those who hate to look unpleasant facts 
in the face, I shall do my best;l^p tell; the truth, 
and the whole truth, about thtf* itiilitdry polii-y 
to which this country is being committed. 

The task is not easy. It is difficult at the 
present time for any person to examine, still 
more to criticise our niilitary arrangements, 
h'or four years past an organized campaign 
has been m progress, the apparenfei object- of 
which has been to befog and confuse- the pub- 
lic, and tc divert men's minds. fromJ;he problem 
of defence,'as a vijliole, to the contemplation of 
.one subsidiary and not very import part of it. 
The praises of that excellent institution, the 
Territorial Army, have been simg in every key, 
the subj(!ct of the Regular Arni}- has been sys- 
tematically and effectively burked in parliament 
and out of it. Hut this is by no means all. The 
mot d'ordreu seems HO have been given that 
every one who refuses to find merit in the .of- 
ficial piolicy ■ shall be detiouriced' aiid "attiEicked 
as a public enemy. Solemn .wiggings have been 
administered by' important personages to all 
and sundry who shall dare to criticise or even 
to ([uestion. Rxalted names have been dragged 
into the .-^ers-icc of the promoters, and it has 
Ijccn staled, almost in so many words, that for 
a civilian to doubt the virtue of the new scheme 
is to be guilty of Ic.sc niajeste, and is a sign of 
malevolence and want of patriotism. A sim- 
ilar offence on the part:. of an officer is to be 
punished with expulsion'' from the army. Our 
soldiers have been defiuit^ely told that praise 
and approval will be welcoihed atld rewarded. 
Those whose conscience or whose military ex- 
perience forbids them to offer this tribute have 
been bluiUly told to hold their tongues or to 
take the consccpienccs. .And the outcome of 
this process is described as "military opinion." 

But extravagances of this kind nmst in the 
long run defeat their own object. No self-re- 
sjjecting civilian is likcl}' to be affected by men- 
aces, and the army suffers too much from the 
continuance of a sham to allow of its voice be- 
ing permanently silenced. Officers who may 
expect to find themselves confronted with a 
real army composed of men, and of trained 
men, will be the first to suffer from a system 
which will send them into action at the head 
of a liny contingent largely composed of un- 
trained boys. That nmcli harm has been done 
hv system of menace and cajolery which has 
been pursued cannot be denied, but its success 
will not be permanent. In the long run it will 
be found impossible to stifle free discussion and 
to prevent the plain- statement; of^plaih truths. 
And one of the plainest of these, plain truths, 
which caimot be stated'too clearly or too often, 
is this, \^'e in this country are not preparing 
for any war in which there is a reasonable prob- 
ability of our being engaged. On the contrary, 
we are preparing for an emergency which in all 
human probability will never, occur, and one 
which, if it docs occur, will not be met by the 
])reparations \vc ai-e making. 

Foreign Methods 
It may be said thai these are abstract and 
general .stalenieiits, and that in order to make 
them intelligible and effective tliey nuist be sup- 
])orted by and^ill-ustratpd by concrete examples, 
which every one can ut'idcrstand and apprccio,te. 
Let me then be perfectly explicit. I have said 
that foreign nations, arc preparing for wars in 



which they thinl< that they may some day be 
cngaged;;and that they are taking the most ef- 
fective steps of which they are capable to en- 
sure success in such wars should they, unhap- 
pily, take place. The French War Office has 
to contemplate the possibility of another Ger- 
man invasion ; and the French frontier from 
Verdun to Belfort is elaborately defended and 
organized with the object of making such an. 
invasion impossible. The preparation may 
prove, tp be inadequate j jbut it is in accordaiicc 
with a consistent tlieofy, it is scientific, it is ap- 
propriate. For its purpose it is ;thei.,yerj best 
thing' that French intelligence' >and^. French 
wealth combined can produce. 

In the same way the German army and navy 
are perfectly organized for a great aggressive 
war. A'ery likely no such war is in contempla- 
tion, but aggressive wars have always formed 
part of the Prussian system; and when under- 
taken they have always, hitherto, been success- 
ful,- because the means were deliberately calcu- 
lated to produce the ends desired. 

British Methods, Naval and Military 
But when we come to our own country, what 
do we find? We find, at least so far as one 
great branch of our defensive service is con- 
cerned, nothing even remotely resembling the 
German or tlie French method. The navy, 
happily, is still organized with reasonable re- 
gard to the work it may have to do. The Ad- 
miralty, to my certain knowledge, have a theory, 
and a perfectly definite bne, as to the functions 



which" the flefet ought to perform in time of war. 
Their whole efforts are devoted to the task of 
enabling the fleet to perform that function suc- 
cessfully. I am aware that in the,,:6'pinion of 
some critics the Admiralty are not doing enough 
to enable them to carry out their purpose. If 
the critics are right, the Admiralty are open to 
censure, and it is their plain duty to increase 
the fleet until its power to achieve that pur- 
pose is be3'ond dispute. But no one even pre- 
tends that the na-vy has not a definite role and 
a definite object. The stronger the navy be- 
cp.rnes, the^more easily and the more certainly 
will 'it; do what the country expects from it. 

Now let US-turn to; the army.;,: 
is the sittiation.^" Unless' all the teaiching of his- 
tory be wrong and of 'no account, unless all mil- 
itary experience is to be discarded as meaning- 
less, we arc not preparing for war at all. This 
allegation may seem at first sight to be an ex- 
aggeration. But a brief examination of our mil- 
itary position will suffice to show that it is a 
reasonable and jnoderate statement of an in- 
controvertible fact. Indeed, were it not that the 
British public is rarely willing to pay attention 
to two std)jects at the same time, such an ob- 
vious trutli would never have escaped attention. 
TUnluckilv, the skilfnl manoeuvres which have 
been resorted to with the object of diverting 
public nttcn.tion from the Regular Army and 
concentrating it upon the Territorial force have 
been successful. Parliament and press have 
been full of the Territorial Force. All the world 



has been writing about it, and making speeches 
about it. The sporting element, so dear to 
Englishmen, has entered into tho discussion of 
the question. Sides have been formed. Half 
the press and half the critics have declared that 
the required numbers will never be raised, and 
that llie scheme will, therefore, be a failure. The 
other half have asserted with equal conviction 
that the numbers will be raised, and that when 
and because they have been raised, the suc- 
cess of the scheme will become, thereby, self- 
evident. Nobody has over paused to ask 
whether, if the whole force were to be com- 
pleted tomorrow, down to the last drummer 
boy, it would be of any use whatever for the 
sole purpose tor which it exists, namely, to 
win a victory for this country in any war in 
which the nation is to be engaged. There are 
hundreds of thousands of persons in this coun- 
try ^yhp> if the Territorial Force reaches its es- 
tablishment, will pronounce it a sticcess, and 
who, if .it falls short of that cstablishitvent, will^- 
with equal confidence^ prbhourice it - a failure. 
And yet, as I shall endeavor to demonstrate, the 
forcc'may be complete in every detail and yet be 
an absolute and dangerous failure from* the 
point of view of the national needs.

British Columbia Today and Its Prospects 




HE problems, present conditions, and 
future prospects of British Columbia 
were the subjects of an inteVvicvv 
which a representative of Canada 
(London) had with Captain the Hon. 
R. G. Tatiow, Minister of Finance 
and Agriculture. in the British Columbia Gov- 
ernment, before his •departure frpm- Lpndon 
for Ireland.- " - j'-.- ' ' ' • " 

In. reply to the suggestion that, although 
British Columbia- was, less than ten years ago, 
of all Canadian provinces the best known and 
most popular in the Mother-country among 
the best class of settlers — having,' in fact, a 
weekly paper in London devoted entirely to 
its interests — today Ontario and the prairie 
provinces are much more .in. the- public : ey^. 
Captain Tatiow said: ' ,' ;j:;:'' ^^;;;'- .? 

"Mr. Turner, the Agent-General % the 
l)rovince in London, does not bear out.'your 
suggestion that British Columbia was better 
known ten years ago than at present. The 
province may have been more in the eye of the 
mining world, but Mr. Turner found on his ar- 
rival in England seven years ago .a lamentable 
ignorance on the part of the general public 
regarding the many attractions of British Col- 
umbia. At that time, owin^ to adver.se condi-, 
ttons in the 'British Columbia mining industry; 
and the bitter feelings which were aroused in, 
consecpience, it was almost impossible for any- 
one to discuss in England the merits of the 
province without incurring suspicion. In 1902 
arrangements were made whereby exhibits of 
the products of British Columbia were display- 
ed in various parts of the United Kingdom 
Avith the idea of educating the British public 
as to the great possibilities of the province. 
In 1903 British Columbia secured the' gold 
medal for its display of fruit, atid as a result 
the Agent-General's office was inundated with 
inquiries from all parts. Since then British 
Columbia has become increasingly well known, 
and is, I understand, more talked about than 
any other Canadian province, excepting per- 
haps Ontario." 

"It is recognized over here. Captain Tat- 
low, that, both with regard to climate, scenery, 
and sport, British Cfilumbia has at least as 
n)uch to offer to the well-to-do settler. as any 
part of Canada, but the fact remains that your 
immigration is much more largely from the 
United States and from the prairie districts of 
the Dominion than from Great Britain. Why 
is this?" 

"There is no doubt," replied Captain Tat- 
low," that the climate and scenery of British 
Columbia are ver}' attractive, more so, perhaps 
than those of any other part of Canada. Of 
course, the greater cost of traveling from the 
old country has to be bprncs in mind, but it is 
a fact that up till quite recently the Dominion 
Government made .no< efforts to attract emi- 
gration to our province. Attention was princi- 
pallv confined to securing settlers for the 
North-West, and the shipping companies and 
various agents adopted a simikir policy. I am 
glad that Mr. J. Obed Smith, the recently ap- 
pointed Dominion Assistant Superintendent 
of EjnigratipUtitiiLondon, is largel.y rectifying 
this sta;te of 'affairs, and British Columbia is 
now beginning to receive its due amount of 
attention from Dominion emigration authori- 
ties." 

"The chief attraction in the province seems 
to be that of fruit fanning," remarked our rep- 
resentative, "but in certain quarters it is urged 
that, both as regards the market and price of 
land and labor, the Englishman of moderate 
means who intends taking up that industry can 
do .better in the Annapolis Valley or in On- 
tario. What are your views on this matter?" 

"Statistics show," Captain Tatiow reiilied, 
"that profits from fruit farming in British Col- 
umbia are greater than those made iii the east- 
ern provinces. .This may be accpunted for by, 



the large market in the Northwest for our 
fruit. Arrangements have been made also for 
the shipping of certain grades of apples from 
the Okanagan district to England. A great 
impetus has been given to the industry by the 
action of the Dominion Government which 
prevents dumping frpn^ tlic United Slates. 
Previously Britis^h ciSfmJnbian fruit growers 
had'to contend against the dumping of fruit 
on the market from California, Washington, 
and Oregon, but that is now a thing of the 
past, and fruit farmers have benefited accord- 
ingly. I might mention that we have a show 
of British Columbia fruit at the Agricultural 
Hall, London, on November 26 and 27, and 
those interested can. have an opportunity of 
, judging the quality." 

Discussing, the exportation of salmon, 
halibut, and qthercfish in cold storage for the 
market of this country, Captain Tatiow stated 
that the New England Fish company annually 
place on the Boston rna'rket halibut to the 
value of many million dollars. Salmon has 
been sent over to the English market in cold 
storage and the experiment proved successful. 
Arrangements have now been made by one of 
the companies operating in that direction to 
bring over- to England ran increased quantity, 
and undoubtedly the exportation to the United 
Kingdom w.puld continue to grow. ^^t;^^^ 
fishing bh the coast, -which .^v^s taken 'tip tw^o 
or three years agOj is proving -very successful. 

"Regarding the labor question, is it true," 
asked our representative, "that the labor 
unions are stronger in British Columbia than 
in any other part of Canada, and that they are 
dominated by the .Amencah ''bosses* J' across 
the border?" 

"Not more so than in any other part of 
Canada. Unfortunately, the Canadian unions 
are more or less parts of the American unions 
and under their control, and have to organize 
s trikes accordingly. .This is one-i.of -the- ques- 
tions we shoiild like: to see . settled, and hope 
the day will soon cpfhe when public ppiuipu 
u'ill demand an alteration in present condi- 
tions." 

"Is it the intention of the Government to 
take steps to mitigate the trouble arising in 
British Columbia from lack of domestic ser- 
vants, so that men with means, cither retired 
officers or officials from India or from the 
Mother-country, younger sons and others, can 
enjoy the ordinary amenities of life with suit- 
able dorhestic service.?" « , 

"Last year," said ICfapt Tatiow, "i^oraestic 
scrvatjts and men for. farm labor were sent but 
from the Old Country to British Columbia 
under the auspices of the Salvation Army, act- 
ing under an arrangement wjth the Provincial 
Government. The sum of £2,000 was lent to 
the Salvation Army to be used as advances to 
assist in overcoming the difficulty of a larger 
fare than that to the North-West. A sum of 
money was also paid to the Army on the un- 
derstanding that the emigrants would he care- 
fully selected and taken care of on arrival in 
British Columbia. This arrangement proved 
very satisfactory, enabling us to bring out a 
fair amount of help, and (at least, as far as do- 
mestic servants arc concerned.), the jiolicy i^ 
to be continued. It should be remembered 
also that the majoi ity of retired army officers 
and Anglo-Indian officials who settle in the 
province bring out their own servants. I am 
informed by the Agent-General that a retired 
officer who recently visited British Columbia 
to inquire into the'suitability of the province 
as a place in which to settle, expressed himself 
as very well satisfied with the social condi- 
tions, and as a result a party, of which he is a 
member, has decided to locate there." 

Our representative next referred to the re- 
cent articles on "Asiatic Immigration," by Dr. 
Crozier, the well-known Canadian political 
economist, and asked in what direction the 



Government is hoping to overcome this grave 
disability. 

"I have not read the articles," Captain Tat- 
low said: "but the matter is now out of firiti.sh 
Columbian politics. The Federal Government 
has legislated in connection with the entry of 
Chinese immigrants, and the Privy Council 
the. dther day stated- that legislation on the 
lines of the' Natal Act affectii;g Japanese and 
other Oriental races is outside the jurisdiction 
of the Provincial Governrnent, so that the 
question has become one for the Federal Gov- 
ernment to deal with." 

"Is the policy mooted by the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway Company of opening up land on 
Vancouverilsland on a big scale to be followed 
up?"/' = :;--:^/p{/;V !. {• ' V-' 

"The Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
are carrying, 6n at the present time an experi- 
ment whereby a block of land is being cleared 
on the island for the purpose of selling it to 
settlers on reasonable terms. If the experi- 
ment is successful, and there is certainly every 
reason to believe it will be, the clearing of land 
on a more extensive scale will be carried out." 

"Has the scheme for the erection of a rep- 
resentative Canadian building on the Kings- 
way site in London> in whichiseveral of the 
provinces in the Dominipn were to "have their 
London offices situated, ' arid ' in; which your 
Government was said to be^^interiested,' fallen 
through ?" 

"Practically, it has. The British Cohimbia 
Government were v/illing to take a share of 
the building, and are still willing to do so, 
but the scheme seems to have fallen through. 
Undoubtedly it.Avould be a good, move pn the 
part of the Dominibn and the various pro- 
vinces to locate their offices in a central build- 
ing in wdiich the High Commissiotjer and the 
respective Agents-General -would be located, 
anti our Government for one would welcome 
the carrying out of the scheme." 

Questioned as to his personal opinions in 
regard to Tariff Reform and Imperial Federa- 
tion and the views of the majority in British 
Columbia on this topic, Captain Tatiow re- 
plied:, "I think, you might .safely say . that |Wc 
in British Columbia aire alLImjjeriah Federa- 
tors to the core, and most certainly Tariff Re- 
formers. I might even' suggest that, iii return 
for any preference wc might receive from the 
Mother-country, our efforts in the way of im- 
migration would be nuide to attract more and 
more our' own pco]de from the United King- 
dom. The matter has formerl}' been left .so 
much in the hands of shipping .agentSi|. etc., 
that probably greater efforts haye.' beeti "made 
on the continent of Europe\than'in the United 
Kingdom, and this is a question that- might be 
taken up." 

"Have you personally visited the northern 
portion of the province which he opened 
up by the Grand Trunk Pacific railways" asked 
our representative, "and what advantages does 
that portion open; tO!;. settlers?" •; ;'.; 

"My last visit to tliait district was ''made^ 
previous to the creation of Prince Rupert,"' 
replied Captain Tatiow ; "but the operations of 
the surveying, parties have revealed considei-- 
ably more good agricultural land than was at 
first anticipated. As a consequence, the work 
of i)rospecting is being carried on with increas- 
ed vigor, and until that work is concluded I 
do 'npt>wish{to make, a definite statement on 
the matter; 'cxceiit that the early anticipations 
have been very much more than realized." 

In conclusion, Captain Tatiow said he was 
pleasefl to note that Canada devoted attention 
to inakin.g investors in Great Britain interest- 
ed in the opportunity which Canada affords for 
remunerative investments. As for British Col- 
umbia, Captain Tatiow said that the province 
offered today as good facilities as ever lor the 
loaning of money on niortgage at a rate of 6 
to 7 per cent on city property, and at an^even 
higher rate on farm land. "' 



agamst all those who do not fall down and 
worship. I write as a well-wisher of the Ter- 
ritorial Army. That force, which, of course, is 
only the Volunteers under another name, has 
many admirable qualities, and fulfils some use- 
ful purposes. There has been, and there always 
will be, an immense amount of exaggeration 
with regard to it ; and the force has, undoubted- 
ly, suffered a good deal from the indiscrimin- 
ating eulogy which some of its friends have 
tlh?ught fithtpvb^stow|upqn. it. Wc read glow- 
ing accounts of the p^^^ of the troops 
at manoeuvres; we arc invited to admire and 
wonder at the intelligence, discipline, and phy- 
sique of officers and men. A great many of 
the things that are said are true, true not of 
the force as a whole, but of certain portions of 
it; and it is unfortunate that many commenta- 
tors and eulogists fail to discriminate. Alorc- 
over, it is well to remember that what we are 
reading in 1908 is merely a reproduction of what 
we might have, - read, and what many of -us- did 
read, in every succeeding year since 1860;; .Tfie 
address of the inspecting officerijnformitig the 
officers and men of a Volunteer battalion that 
their corps is the best he has ever seen, is a 
formula which has marked, and, be it said, dis- 
graced, Volunteer inspections ever since the 
creation of the force. The flaming newspaper 
articles which have been inspired by each suc- 
ceeding Volunteer review or Easter excursion 
for fifty years past are almost word for word 
the, s^e. ' as, theViaccounts of the Territorial 
Force which we have all been reading during 
the past few months. There havC; of course, 
been some very valuable and discriminating 
criticisms in which full justice has been done 
to the many good qualities of the force, but 
from which the ridiculous exaggeration which 
the public is supposed to like has been absent. 

But enough of the inflated and ill-considered 
language to Avhich reference has been made has 
found its way into the speeches of persons in 
•authority, and into the columns of the news- 
papers, to mislead many persons, and to induce 
the_belief that some great and beneficial change 
has come over the Volunteer Force, which has 
entirely changed its character. There has been 
a change, and a change for the better. The 
creation of a brigade and divisional organiza- 
tion, the addition of subsidiary services, such as 
the transport and ammunition columns ; and, 
perhaps, more important than all, the abolition 
of the capitation grant, are all real reforms for 
which the Secretary of State and the Army 
Council are . entitled to great credit. But no 
miracles liavc been performed, and - there is.no 
valid ground for supposing that the statement 
made by the Norfolk Commission with regard 
to the Volunteers to the elTect that, "taking the 
force as a whole, neither the military nor the 
tactical training of the rank and file would en- 
able it to face, with a prospect of success, the^ 
troops of a Continental arm}'," and that, "in 
view of the unequal military education of the 
officers, tho limited training of the men, and 
the defects of equipment and organization, the 
A^olunteer. Force is' not qualified to take the field 
agaih'st a regular army," is susceptible of any 
serious modification at the present time. It is 
well, therefore, to keep cool when reading the 
glowing descriptions of today. They, .may.. be 
true and deserved, but they differ neither in 
form nor in degree from many other descrip- 
tions which have preceded them, and which, be- 
yond all doubt, were not true and were not 
deserved. Nothing but harm is done by these 
exaggerations. When the public is told, as it 
\Mas told not long ago, that the fiel,d batteries 
of the Territorial Force, after a period of drill 
averaging less than ten days for each man, had 
attained a condition of efficiency equal to that 
attained by batteries of Regular Artillery at the 
end of a year's continuous instruction, the re- 
sult is purely mischievous. The actual state- 
ment was to the efTcct that, "in the opinion of a 
thoroughly competent observer, the London 
field batteries at the end of the fortnight 
reached about the same standard as the Regu- 
lar batteries, formed- at home during our last 
war, obtained after a year's wo^-k." To nine 
people out of ten such a statement could only 
have the meaning assigned to it above. It is 
possible, however, that the writer of the passage 
referred to may have intended to convey an- 
other meaning and to prove that hastily raised 
units cannot be made efficient. It is probably 
qiutc true to say that the new batteries raised 
in a hurry in 1900-1 were far below the mark 
at the end of a year, though it is probably a 
great exaggeration to say that they were no 
better than thfe Territorial batteries after ten 
days' instruction. But if the contention be 
true, what is the moral? The moral is that, 
even with all the appliances available in a Regu- 
lar battery, with skilled professional officers and 
continuous work, a battery cannot be made ef- 
ficient in a year. If that is tlie conclusion which 
it is sought to establish, it need only be said 
that it coincides exactly with the conclusion 
which has long since been arrived at by artil- 
lery officers in every other army in the world, 
but as an argument in favor of creating 180 
batteries, with a minimum training of fifteen 
days every second year, its relevance is not ob- 
vious. 

If it be true that the work of one year's con- 
tinuous training can be accomplished in a week, 
it is obvious that we are wasting enormous 
sums upon tho Regular Army which oiight in- 
stantly to be devoted to some other purpose. 
Soldiers do not take statements of the kind to 
which we have referred seriously ; but civilians, 
who arc entirely dependent upon the judgment 
of others, do believe what they arc told, and 
are quite justified in doing so.

IJiioolii tints. .'-^Iiiirt, puffy sleeves, which liarely 
cover tho elliovv are utterly lncon!;ruous witii thn 
Kliealh skirts ami .-ibhrevlated buiUces, and v/e havr. 
returned to the full lengtii sleeve, whicli I'alis \,,']\ 
over tho wrist, and in many Instances partially covers 
tho hand. As a concession to tho woman who pre- 



fers the snmrtnoss of long gloves and fussy touches 
of hu^e, tho tlirce-iiuarter sleevo is introduced, and 
this retains its close effect, and is liuislied with a 
cavalier cuff of velvet. In Paris, the full length 
ideeve appears on nearly all the smartest afternoon 
gowns, and is do rigueur in Direetelro niodcls. 

'I'he waistcoat Is a most Important item now- 
ndiiys, and none are more fasclnatln,'j in cloth 
gowns than those of striped black and white satin, 
or of -silk ryn with stripes of ' -bebo ribbon. ■ This 
latter method ensurfjs a striped vest to correspond 
In color witli the costume, a result not always ob- 
tainable when striiied fabric is required. 

Coats of soft satin are extremely chic, but too 
smsirt for ordinary wear. Tliey make ideal brides- 
maids' costumes, with a skirt of faced cloth en 
suite, and are chic for restaurant dinners when 
worn over a V or square-cut waistcoat of decor- 
ative aspect, and a skirt, of lace of pale union de 
solo. The sheath skirt Is at Its best in dark tones 
of velvet, opened on one side to show a'l panel of 
pleated silk over which are. laced silken cords. 

Unfortunately, some dressmakers are so . Infected 
with the corselet mode that 'they fit the skirts tight- 
ly over the curve of tho hip, and quite destroy the 
cliaracter and style.

till It Is done, and If this oaro ia hot given, the result 
-will spell failure. 

Tho Gravy 

:Mnst people iirefer the rlcii gravy which is found 
in tile dripping pan. Hun all the fat off this, add a 
gill of bdllliig water to what remains, stir it well to 
get all the ricliness possible, and pour it olt into a 
clean pan. Taste and add salt if necessary, boil it up 
and strain round tho haunch. ' 

Some people add a teaspoonful of walnut or mush- 
room ketchup or of raspberry or any other flavored 
vinegar. 

In any case let rownn or red-currant jelly be sent 
to table with this joint, and let these bo slightly 
warmed, as venison fat chills very quickly, for tho 
same reason a hot water dish is required to carvo on, 
and plates, etc., should all bo very hot. 

Another Method 
After hanging for a few days take tho venison 
down, dry it well and soak It In miUc, or buttermilk 
for twenty -four hours. Then dry it again, remove tho 
undorskin, lard it well by darning Into it small pieces 
of bacon of an Inch thick and 2 inches long, at 
about J Inch distances nil over It, salt 11 a little and

VENISON 

Various Dainty Ways of Cooking It. 
In order to niaiic tlio best of venison, we must 
limnv liiiow liow old it is and how long it must hang 
111 be in iierfectlon, anil this is not less than how to 
cook- It, for however iierfect tile cooking of it may lie, 
il the veiiisuM Is old or im]i(rfectly kept, the ri'Sult 
\vill be far fr'on pleasing, Huck venison is usually 
counted tile le'st to be haii, most peojile can reeogiiiso 
\-enlsi.in liy Its dark i-olor and fine grain, though I 
have known a haunch to be mistaken by a very young 
hoii.-^ekeeper for mutton. It is to bo stated for tho 
eonn'ort of olliers, who may in future malco tho same 
mistake, that well-hung mutton may be quite suc- 
ci'ssfiilly cooked by the methods hitherto held sacred 
to venison. Still the great point of difference, tho 
thick layer of fat on tho haunch, la so plainly obaer- 
\-.iblu that errors ought not to occur. Tho age la 
easily told by the hoof. 

Naturally an old animal has used Its hoof well, so 
iliat it is large and the cleft Is broad and deep, while 
tlu; iieel is horny and well worn. A young animal's 
hoof is the exact opposite cf this more or less pliant 
and only slightly cleft, and Its heel bears evidence of 
very light use. To see if venison is newly killed or 
.stale slip a, clean skewer in near the bone, and the 
difference in smell will at once tell It.s own tale. Veni- 
son is sliinned directly it Is killed and cut i.ip at once, 
and then it must be. eared for, ns I shall .show, day by 
ihiy ami more tlian once a day if necessary, until it is 
ri ail.\' for cooking. 

'I'lie dirrerence from such hung and cared-for meat 
and lliat \vliich has become stale from neglect need 
not lie enlarged upon. 

I)irectl\- it is sliinned .ind cut up, venison must h'j 
tlioroughly dried with a ch.an clotli and dusted with a 
mixture of hlacl: iiejiper and ground gingor. Every 
day it must he' well looked over, and thoroughly dried 
again as daiu]) Is Us worst enemy. 

rt w ill keep from seven to twefily-ono days or so, 
according to the' weather, but will "turn" very cpiickly 
if the latter be muggy or w;u-ni. If it should go 
"wrong" — and we know wliat beconien of the best-laid 
schemes of mice and nii-'U — tlie only thing to do is to 
wash it In clean luke-warm water and then in milk 
and w.-iter of the same temperature, and tlnni dry It 
thoroughly and diisL It with the iienper and ginger 
again. This sliould put it Quito right; but it must 
not be forgotten that extra caro mvist follow and that 
fresh air is the' best possible protection. Tlie color 
of Venison is to be considered, for if. it is tainted it 
will- turn black with yellowish; spots. .The fat should 
bo thick, not contracted, and the meat neither tough 
nor hard If It bo good. 

To Ronst Venison 

In cooking It tlie groat art is to preservo the fat 
and to this end old-fashioned oooks were wont to take 
lu-eciiutlons whii'li cooks of toda,v must also take if 
the.N' wish to attain tin- same perfection. 

Till! haunch must 1.m' wrajipeil in iiaia.-r thoroughly 
ivell buttered, then over the fat ]iart must be put a 
liaste made with Hour and water and ndled out to 
thrr-e-iiuui'tf ''ich in tliicknes.s, and this again 
must, be secured by two more sheets of well buttered 
liapci, and the wlinle tied with tape. It is far better 
when roasted before the fire, but If this is absolutely 
impossible it may also done, and U done with cure 



put It Into a fireproof dish in a hot' oven, and then 
and there cook It, basting frequently with butter and 
pouring over it during tho cooking process, a spoonful 
at a time, about five or six .tablespoonfuls of red wine. 
When done, dish it up and pour a teacupful of sour 
cream over It, and keep very hot while the sauce Is 
made. 

The Sauce- 
Reduce the liquid strained from the dish In which 
the venison was baked by boiling it up In a clean pan 
and after tasting and flavoring It. add a i:ew finely 
chopped mushrooms (prevlpusly cooked In butter) 
and a tablcspoonful of cream. Boll up at once, and 
pour over the meat. The most fashionable way of 
serving this dish at the iirescnt time. Is to send it to 
the table with an orange salad. This is very nice, 
niid it makes a very jileasant change from tho first 
recipe, which is the one most frerpiently i ncoiiiitered. 
Tlien tlier(^ are some very nice sauces which are ex- 
cellent served with venison. I give a few below: 

Sweet Sauce 

Warm together a pint of rod wine and U-lb. of 
sugar for six minutes over the fire, servo In a tureen. 

Sharp Sauce 

This Is prepared In exactly the same way as tho 
above, substituting good vine'gar for the wine. 

Tomato Sauce 

Have a pint of tomato puree, and add to it a gill 
of strong stock and a teaspoonful of chopped capers. 
Stir well, then add 'a eipoonfui or two of rowan and 
rod-currant jellies and. a squeeze of lemon Juice, and 
season to taste, with salt, a pinch each, of sugar, 
ground ginger, and cayenne. (This sauce must not be 
poured over the meat, as some people might not like 
it, but sent to table separately in a sauceboat.) If tho 
sauce Is found to tio too thin, a little brown roux can 
be added. If venison Is very lean, the best plan Is to 
-stew It in a pan. Into which it Just fits, .Cover It with 
stock and stew slowly for tWo hours. Then add a 
little pepper and salt ami allspice, and half a pint of 
red wine and cook for another hour. Send to table In 
a very hot dish, with Its own gravy strained round, 
and hand rowan jelly with It, or any of the sauces 
given above. / 

I^astly, if venison Is to be kejit for a long time. It 
may be dusted with jinwdered charcoal, after bolng 
cut Into Joints, and paek(,'d tightly into largo j.ars. 
.Some crushed mace, peppercorns and bay leaves 
should be strewn over, and the whole covered with 
melted fjit poured in lukewarm and entirely filling tho 
jar, which should be jirotected fr.ini dust by being tied 
up In inuHlin. Stir in a cool place, and then when 
some is wanted for use it may bo taken and tho re- 
mainder sealed up with fat again;

• I' may as welMnform you tliat.I amia great advo- 
cate for changing the appcarahco.'Of most of one's 
rooms twice In the year. In th'o.', spring — the great 
'cleaning era — and tho autuntn, vvhen'a'''lesser.hut nono 
the loss Important cleaning should take place.- 

I suppo.so most people alter, their draperies and 
(•ushiori covers, though I know Of more than ono 
house where white Ince curtains hold undisputed .sway 
from .Tannary till Deeembor, but I also like to change i 
the position (if the furniture, as far as possible, hav- 
ing a thi'ory that the window should be made the 
most attractive siiot in summer, whilst attention Is 
transferred to tho flpesldo In the winter. 
- Tho furnlturo In the dlnlng-room docs not adapt 



itself to change, because It Is obvious that tho table 
must remain in the centre of the room, and the side- 
board Just where It is found to be tho most conveni- 
ent.

In a small room when tho ChasterfieliJ Jd'lirdught 
away from its sumhier service In the bow window and. 
put at right angles with the chimney piece It seems, to 
absorb mpst of the available space. 

Then the beloved -volumes and the pet magazines 
can be placed In ono of the mahogany book-troughs, 
which occupy so few Inches, and the wools and silka 
can bo stowed into an artistic work-hag. .' ■ ' .' e-, 

IE tho clilntz, or cretonne covers aro very llglit,-lt 
is wiser to have a different set for winter use, and, 
very effective cretonnes can bo found with dark green 
or smoke-blue ground, but -whore the suite Is covered 
with liglit tapestry tho only remedy is to throw a 
largo embroidered blanket over tho sofa, and put 
cushions in oriental covers on the chairs. 

Portieres keep off a great deal of draught, but I 
tlilnic one of the clilef comforts In a winter drawing- 
room Is a footstool, as this brings one's toes on a level ,

' The footstool Is an inexpensive luxury, buy an

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Y name and my memory I leave 
to the charitable speeches of 
mankind, and to foreign na- 
tions, and to the next ages." 
Such was the pathetic bequest 
of Francis liacon, and it may 
be taiccn as justifying the philosopher's faith 
m those "next ages," that, after three liundred 
years, the l^enchers of Gray's Inn celebrated 
the anniversary of tlie election of their most 
illustrious treasurer, says the; .l,ondon Stan- 
dard of recent date. At aiiiricheon giyeh in 
Gray's Inn Hall, they ^entertained a great 
company of men who have a right to be" con- 
nected with liacon's career, and though the 
two first centenaries were allowed to jiass 
practically unnoticed — perhaps those next 
ages were more remote than even Jiacou im- 
agined — the honor done to his memory uii 
Saturday by the benchers and their guests 
made' a fitting return forthe omissions of their 
predecessors. 

_ Any ceremony at any Inn of Courtis a 
thing peculiar to its setting. The old build- 
ings, the ([uiet, secludetl aspect, the indefin- 
aJde air of ancient mystery and modern en- 
ergy, all go to make up an Inn of Court, and 
the heart of every inn is its hall. A year be- 
fore Francis Bacon was born — 1560 — the hall 
of Gray's Init was completed, and it was with- 
in those walls that the great men of the 
present day assendded to do honor to his 
memory. Naturally there Avcre lawyers, mem- 
bers of the inn, and the chair was occupied by 
])acon's present successor in nffice. the treas- 
urer, illaster Duke, 1\. C. liefore being creat- 
ed Viscount St. Albans in 1621, the great 
Chancellor had been made Baron Verulam, 
and on the chairman's left was to be seen the 
present Farl of Verulam. The American Am- 
bassador and Lord Strathcona were there, re- 
presentatives of the IXnglish-speakihg race 
across the Atlantic; the attorney-general (Sir 
^V. Robson. jM.1'.), the solicitor-general (.Sir 
S. Evans. AI.P.) the master of the rolls, the 
attorney-general for Ireland (j\Ir. Chcryr, j\I. 
P.), and tha common sergeant, were a "few of 
the representatives of the legal side of Ba- 
con's life; his connections with Cambridge 
was shown b}^ the presence of the Ven. Arch- 
deacon Cunningham (fellow of Triinty Col- 
lege), Dr. W. Aids Wright (vice-master of 
Trinit}' College), and others; while among the 
literary and other celebrities to be seen were 
Mr. Birrell, Al.P., the Bishop of Exeter, Lord 
Courtney, Sir Robert Ball, Mr. A. W. 
A'Beckett, Mr. Sidney Lee, the president of 
the Royal College of vSurgeons, Sir Henry Ros- 
coe, vSir James Crichlon-llrou'ne, vSir William 
Ramsa}', Sir Thomas ]\aleigh. Sir Alexander 
i\Iackenzie, .Sir Charles Slandord, Mr. - W. F. 
Pomeroy. and vSir Henry fveichel. 

The Benchers of the Inn present, in addi- 
tion to the treasurer, w'cre I^Ir. Henry Grif- 
fith, Sir Arthur Collins. K.C., Mr. M. W. 
Mattinson, K.C., Mr. Lewis Coward, K.C., 



Mr. C. A. Russell, K.C., j\Ir. Montague Lusa, 
K.C., Mr. Edward Dicey, C.B., j\lr, Thomas 
Terrell, K.C., Mr. W.' T. Barnard, K.C., .Mr. J.

The old hall was a fi. place for such a 
gathering on such, an occasion. 'J'here r>acon 
had sat as student and bencher, as reader and 
treasurer, and to it he had returned in the 
daj'-s of his downfall. A§ one looked at the 
oak roof, dix ided into seven bays by Gothic- 
arched ribs, with spandrels and pendants rich- 
ly car\'ed, at the wainscotted interior, with 
the panels emblaztJiied with the arms of for- 
mer "ancients,'' and at the windows similarly 
decorated, it was not difficult to imagine the 
"Novum Organum." It was "from my cham- 
ber at Graic's Inn, this 30 Januarie, 1597," that 
those essays were dedicated, which the chair- 
man so felicilonsl}' compared to the com])any 
of Sinbad and .Maddin to the }-ouihlul reader. 
That clnunber overlook'cd the gardens \vhich 
he made, and of which he wrote: "God .'M- 
nughty fii-st planned a garden, and, indeetl, it 
is the purest nf hnni;ui jdeasnre. It is the 
greatest refreshment to the Spirits of Man, 
without which .Buildings and Palj\ces are but 
gross Handyworks. 

From the walls of the hall the portraits of 
the giants of the past g;ized down on the men 
of the present. Tm-ning his back to the chair- 
man was Bacon himself, and just lielow his 
f.'ither, a man of heavy conntenaiu-e, stared 
across the room. The great L.onl Coke, fki- 
con's bitterest and most ])Owerfid rival, was 
there, together with Queen Elizabeth, Charles 

I. , and Other Stuarts. In the gallery a few 
ladies looked down upon the scene and listen- 
ed to the speeches that followed. The loyal 
toasts were honors>ly and then, after a short 
interv.al, the chairman rose to give the immor- 
tal memory of h'rancis liacon. It was ;i great 
theme, and worthily treated. l''or nearly .an 
hour Mr. Duke spoke of liacon and his associ- 
ations with the inn, and, long as the speech 
was, it never once flagged or failed to" interest 
his hearers. Then he briefly i)ropos<rd the 
guests, and the American Ambassador felicit- 
ously replied. .1 move was made to the lib- 
rary to see soni(.' llaconian relics and maini- 
scripts. .and in the gruliering twilight one left 
the (jld-world buildings and their nuTiiories of 
the rise and dramatic fall of an illustrious 
member^,ancl. passed'out into the whirl of HqT- 
born anrt the seething energy af the prfe^enf. 

The treasurer, in<'proposing,ttIie toast of the 
nu iniiry of Francis Bacon, said' the'lfin thank/ 
ed them for their presence, because it recog- 
ni/.Lil in it the expression which, he believed, 
was common to the niimls of Iv-iglisli-speak-- 
ing men, and of men beyond l-'iiglish speech, 
who justified the .^aying of Alacaiday that the 
day would come Avhen Bifcon's name would be 
spoken with reverence by thoughtfiil men 



throughout the intellectual world (hear, hear). 
Whether he should refer to that seat of learn- 
ing from which he canic, and which he adbfn-' 
cd, and which he left no Ungrateful student', 
or whether he should refer to' his labors in the 
] louse of Connnons, where, from the time he 
was 23 until the time he became I.ord Keepei', 
l-.e was an ornament of wdiat v.'as even then a 
gre.-i expression of the English mind, or 
wdiether he should 'glance into the world of 
letters, or whether he should d\yell upon those 
chapters which associated him with the Bar 
and the Bench, he knew "lie should find there 
men who would be glad to say, with regard to 
b'rancis Bacon, "We are all his debtors, and 
of his*lel.)tors i am chief" (cheers.) lie wijuld 
not presume to search these dngher regions in. 
\\hicli liacon was a n'ikster ,?ind their predeces- 
sor. A just judgmeiit,:;.lihked him with Plato, 
but he beHeved the "judgment of the ages had 
placed him in front of Plato. A just judgment 
of a censorious critic described him .as the 
Moses of an unexplored land. He w.is tUe Co- 
lumbus of greater di.sco\-eries than Columbus 
(hear, hear), lie was the Pizarro of more 
fruitful con(|uests than i'izarro, and for his 
])art he could oid}-^ echo the words in which a 
great Englishman spoke of another great 
Englishman when he coupled those two names 
which he ventured to associate and bracketed 
in immortal words, "I'lalo the wise, the bro.-Kl- 
browed Verulam, the first of them ili.-ii 
know'' (cheers). There was one matter with 
reg.ard to Bacon which, to his mind, .and he 
ventured to say to the nnnd of every man who 
luul ever dipped into English literature, put 
Bacon into a place apart. It \vas the recollec- 
tion of -the sensation with which the lad who 
read Bacon's "Essays"' completed their per- 
usal, ft was as though he had walked in the 
coniii.any of .Sinbad ;nul .Maddin, and had 
fornul his ])0ckets filled with gems. They 
were imperishable (cheers). 

They had asked them to come that day, be- 
cause there, for twenty-fi\'e most difficult 
years of Jiacon's .life, he was student, he was 
barrister, he .was Bencher, he was the regen- 
erator of the society, and the intimate friend 
of those who were his fellows in it ; ruid be- 
cause during those years Gray's Imi was 
bourid up with the difficulties of his life .and 
with that long period of adversity as uo other 
I'jigiish place w;i,-'-. In tli.at hrdl, in th;it Inn, 
liacon came and went, a hrotln.M- aiiil a mrtslvi-, 
and it was because Bactju w.as there so king a 
brother of their students and their barristers, 
.a maiiter of that bench, and ultimately treas- 
urer for, he thought, the'almost unprecedented 
term of nine years of that society; and be- 
cause during these nine years his mind v:as 
bent upon that coloss.al task which he under- 
took and which he achieved— because din-ing 
that time often it -eeined that his expectations, 
which were-v5o long delayed, must result in 
the destruction of his'-lidpes and the sterility 
of his povversr— that.they'e.lairncd ih that place 



a share in the possession of the name and the 
man wdiicji they did not grant to any other so- 
.ciety (hear, hear). It was a strange fate 
which linked JJacon with that house, where he 
found a secure. foothold w^hen the eye of jiower 
regarded him very jealousl}-. His f.ather had 
been treasurer fifty years i)efore him. .That 
hall hail been built during this treasurership. 
Nichnlas liacon, and r\'illiani Cecil, and Fran- 
cis Walsingham had been students and an- 
cients there together.,. Thomas Cromwell had 
been their pt'cdcceSSor, wKcn ' FraiicTs' Bacon'- 
was on the jjoint of leaving Cambridge, ; £n4 ■ 
when, in .all human proli.abilily, the pr.acticd'df ' 
tile law, the utility of the Law, was to him a 
matter of entire indifference. 

Just as Nicholas flacon h;id entered three 
sons of greater age, so he brought the two 
younger boys, Antony and Francis, there to- 
gether. When Francis was fifteen years of 
ag(r they were entered, and they knew it could 
have been little more th.an a niiirier.y to the 
inn. because in that _\-ear iM'ancis Bacon start- 
ed upon wli.at seemed to be his destined car- 
eer in i)nblic life in Paris. .■Vltliongli Sir 
Nicholas liacon chose f<:)r his son a master 
among the young barristers of their socict}^ a 
master whose name was recorded in the judg- 
ment of William Cecil, Lord Burghley, they 
knew that Francis Bacon left the inn and gain- 
ed ;i name and place for himself in spite of his 
3'outli. lie w.as end)arked upon a career which 
would li.'U'e severeil him fi'Dm the inn had it 
iioL be'-n that in 1579 his father's life came to 
an untiiiiely close, and the will left him not 
pennile-;s, hut v.lioUy dependent, and it was 
under these circumstances that Francis ]:lacon 
returned and took the place of ,Antony in his 
father's old chambers, where No. i Gray's Inn 
Square now stood. The following three years, 
devoted to the law, brought Bacon one con- 
snicnous jiiece of knowledge, "The wdse will 
'have no bedfellow." It was not until he had 
been eight years a member of th.at bench that 
liacon w;is tak'en into jnihlic employment at 
all, .and then came to justify what, no doubt, 
was his own knowledge of training in the law 
— to justify his declaration that 'in the techni- 
calities rif luiglish common law he was Coke's 
e(]nal, if not his master. The justification was 
the struggle between them for mastery for 
long years, .and law_\-ers knew how ab(rn(lantly 
ll.'iciin held his own ag.ainst that great man of 
luiniatched greatness in his donniin of the law 
— l-ord Coke. Yet Bacon found time wdien 
penning his "Essays" \tp devote attention to 
theiaffairs of the society!" ' 

There was much to say of Bacon. , What 
he thoiight was the dearest recollection of the 
men of that Inn in the career of ]3acon was 
that v.-hen the da_\^ of calamity came, and 
\\-ithin three months the i'.acon of Ben Jon- 
son's \-erses became the Ihicon of the Confes- 
sion to the House of Lords, he came back to 
that house, and there the first act of his- . old' 
colleagues, fr&m. whom' his high office had 



separated him, was to extend the grant of 
Bacon's lo;dg^ngs,V;>yhiclr he,, had ; erected' upon 
the old chamber of his fatlVerjV' so that he 
might have in that chamber .a saleable interest 
(cheers). Amon"g the shadows of that great 
age the name of Bacon stood out, with fact 
abotit it, wdth ptddic services about it, with, 
character about it, in spite of all the errors of 
his time and all the weaknesses of his nature, 
udiich made that name increasingly a treasure 
of. thc-.English race ;(cheers). What he wrote 
in 'his will ' was 'th'at' He left his memory to the 
charitable si)ceches of mankind, and to foreign- 
nations, ainl to the next ages. Three hundred 
years had .gone, and they liad thought that the 
time Avas ri|)e wdien they might tleclarc their 
gratitude to Bacon (hear, hear), when they 
might ch;ulenge the judgment of Englishmen 
upon the broad view as to the memory and the 
-services of Bacon, He asked them to drink tp 
tile immortal memory of Francis Bacon. 
The toast was reverently honored. 
The American Ambassadeir, responding to 
the toa,-*t of the ''Guests," -which had also been 
])ropose(l 1)}- the cli.airman, said that Bacon 
was of the blood royal, and a prince in the in- 
tellectual re]nrblic of his country and the world. 
He was not sure that he would have the ap- 
proval of Gray's Inn or pf the legal professionj 
but he ventured to think that if the whole con- 
nection of Bacon with the legal profession 
were left out of sight his name and his fame 
Avould stand before I''i-igland and the -world 
practical!}' the same as they stood today. 
There was one connection, however, which no- 
ho(\y could forget. Three hundred years ago 
Bacon was elected treasurer of the inn, and in 
all the centuries tha,t had followed the bench- 
ers had preserved his memory, and were proud 
to testify to the happiness of their financial re- 
lations with Francis Bacon (hear, hear.) There 
were always meticulous minds which could 
not enjoy the sun without having spots on it 
(laughter). Let those wdio liked enjoy and 
pursue tliat pastime The rest of tj-ie world 
preferred to profit by and enjoy the beneficent 
rays of light and warmth which came froni/the 
sun. Certainly no. rhah ieveiir lieldVi'mbre''" e^^ 
traordinary position. It had been giveh-to" 
few men to change the whole intellectual cu'r^ 
rent of their age and succeeding ages (hear, 
hear). The whole effect of what had been 
called the Baconian philosophy was to look 
for fruit. It was essentially practical. As 
one of his acutcst critics had said, it began in 
observation and, ended , in arts. . . Enormous 
I)rogress had' been riiacle in the centuries since 
his time in the development of mind over mat- 
ter, but it received its original impulse from 
the Ijaconian philosophy (cheers). 

Among the manuscri[its exhibited were two 
volumes of Bacon's letters, lent by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury; and other letters, lent 
by the City Corporation, Sir E. Durning-Law- 
rence, and the Faculty of Advocates of Edin-^ 
burgh. ' • •■ • • V''-'; 



■'W onder of the North Land 



ESSE DORMAN, special corresiiondeni 
of the Calgary Daily Herald, writing 
from Edmomon, says: .-Vgnes Dean 
Cameron has traveled far into Al- 
berta's hinterland, farther than most 
any other woman. She went so far 
that tlie spectacle of the midnight sun became 
quite ordinary. She traveled the Athabasca, 
the Mackenzie and the Peace from ciul to end 
and explored their banks and shores. 

"They are 'three noble rivers," she said. 
"The ?^lackenzie is so great one almost feels 
that he is out at sea." 

"What sort of a country is it up north?" I 
asked her. 

"Down north," she corrected, and I felt 
(piite like a schoolboy. 

I\Tiss Can-ieron used to be in the \'ancouvcr 
schools, and took to journalism op.ly after lier 
h;ur tmaied grey .and she had f;dlen oiu with 
the ]:)Owers that wa-; — the board of education. 
L'ntil then she had no idea th.at her mentality 
was garbed in any journalistic li;ii)ilanienls. 
What the heart thinks the lips ultereih — and 
so she wrote for publication such a gem of a 
hot roast for the board that the Satm-ikiy 
Evening Post asked b.er if she v.-oiddn't go iip 
hort'H and try to warn; up the arctic reL;ioiis. 
'she went up ami i met her on her wa.y b.-ick- 
and asked her if she lliouglil it would he a 
■ good idea for Alberta to attempt a railway up 
"to the north pole. 

'T")o\vn to," she corrected. "It took me a 
long time;-to learn that ' and I am going to 
make it 6ne<of my life missions to tea'ch it to 
the rest pf^you. Down north it isn't much 
colder thari" tip south. Can you say that, 
now ?" 

I tried, but it is hard to teach old ideas a 
new way of shooting.

.She divined niy i,olioii ;ind remark-ed th.;t 
time is no resptcler of comlitions. In the days 
of the, glacier perhaps it was a down hill slide 
from the north. ■ And then the earth upset and 
changed everything except polities. Now the 
rivers flow northward, the iceberg.s creep b;ick 
k from the Land, the w.arm sunbeams lighting 
the way, lead men lo the north, fn the nonli 
is develeiping'- a new, hardy, virile ciciliz.-ition, 
and out of tli--! m)rth some day will n-iarch ;i 
vast army to fight the battles of the dominion. 

Not many years ago a convention of rail- 
way men solemnly resolved that the northern 



tier of stxites were too far north for successful 
agricidtin'c. And at the very moment the rol- 
lers e)f Ihe Hudson's i.l.'iy coni])an_y's mill were 
crushing native wdieaL and making flour at 
Fort Vermilion. 

"'Northing isn't always colding,' someone 
has written," observed Miss Cameron. "Lati- 
tude alone does not establish the limits of the 
agricultural zone, always; altitude has quite as 
much to do with it. At the Arctic ocean 
spruce grows in merclunUrdjle rpnantities. .At 
the delta of the .Maclcenzie \-oii may find 
sjn-uce trees iwo feet in di.ameler. .■\way 'the 
other side oi the .Vrctic circle the missionaries 
grou- i)Ot;itoes and pease .and po])pies." 

.Airs, b'.dd}- sa_\'s that temperature is a mat- 
ter of mind. Manifestly there is more sense 
in that than there wa.T in the rcsohuion of the 
railway mcsi. The Eskimo when yon tell him 
that it is cold in the north merely says, Oh, 
fudge ! Convince them in their simplicity that 
it is cold and they will probably freeze to 
death. 

A\'hv are the I'^lcimo an}- ^\■av? Are they 
merely an incideril ? I'erh.aps no more so than 
the c'lcti L>f Arizona. Alter an .age of thinking 
ili.-it '.lie cactus is a wurlhless wt-ed. gre)wing in 
:i worl lilyss desert, llurlcink' li;id a right idea 
.■md, robliiiiL;- It I'i its tlioi-iis, chaiige<l the c;ic- 
tus into excellent fod.der, enabling the deserts 
of Arizona to produce millions of v.ealtli. So 
the Eskimo and northern Indians arc probably 
in the north to remind us, when we become too 
numerous, that wc can live and; have room 
down there 'J'be K.skimos are human sign 
boards, sa}-ing to the and)ilious yotmg man, 
"Go north .and grow up with the country." An 
J\skimO' takes only one l);ith in bis lifetime and 
lh;it is a snow bath the day of his birth. That 
is to teach him that the snow. iSn't as cold 'as 
it Ic-iok's to be'. 

"The winters .aren't in he. taken into calcii- 
l.ation," said iliss Cameron. "Crops do not 
grow in the winter in Oregon. IPepple go 
on Hving.l gossiping, cheating each other all 
winter long, bu't;;-Nalure t.al<es a rest. In pro- 
]i(n-tion tO'tlie'lengtLi of its rest is its power lo 
renew its summer beauty. .\.way south the 
bntl lives a long, l(-)iig life; \\diile on the .Mac- 
kenzie the bud lives oidy ;i moment and within 
a few hours from the adveiU of spring the leaf 
is full grown. The sun comes north and, lilce 
an ardent wooer, stays there. Midnight, in- 
stead of being robed in a suit of solemn black, 



is a gorgeous sym])hony of colors. Cabbiiges 
and carrots, no less than human appreciation 
of the beautiful, grow all night, for in the 
growing season there is no night. One most 
surely begr\nlgi's the hours of sleep, it is co 
beautiful, in the north they make lui}'- while 
the sun shines. In the north wdicn there is a 
great civilization and a great people there, ihey 
will work in the smnmer as they work' uo- 
whvvc else and in the winter they will play as 
only in the ntn-th they kiieiw bow to id;i}-." 

Miss C;uneron/\vas accompanied on llu' Lrii> 
by her niece, .Miss Jessie Cameron iirov.'n, and 
her sccr.etary. .At Fort Vermilion she made a 
.study of the agricultutal lands for the benefit 
of the land hungry.. She secured ovet 500 
views, of which she will have slides made, and 
during the wdnter she will return to Alberta 
and deliver a series of illustrated lectures on 
Alberta's fertile northland. 

"What sort of a country is it down nortli?" 
she asked, repeating m\- (|nestion. "It is such 
a \-ast, sill country, it seemed to us as if .a 
great asbestos curtain had dropped down be- 
tween us and the world. It is the world's 
greatest refuge for men whose nerves are rack- 
ed by business strife. There will be great 
cities there one day, cities with a flavor en- 
tirely their own. "The. country will doubtless 
develo|) great mineral wealth, and its timber 
and fisheries are very rich. It -will support a 
\ast agrarian population.". 

Miss Cameron was chiefly impressed fiy tiic 
\'astncss of the country, its beaut_\- ;uh1 .-igri- 
cullural prissibilities. .She believes, indei,-d, 
knows, that the I'cice' ri\'er section will be 
settled as soon as transportation is provided, 
and is eager to see a railway projected into it. 
Any other part of the north, she is convinced, 
will need to prove its worth- before , a railwa}^ 
will reach it. Asked if she believes a road to 
'the head of navigation on the .Athabasca Avould 
result jirofitably, she replied : "Railways do not 
go exi)loring- lilce ships. Wa.it until the ]-)r(.is- 
pectors 'slop' arOmid the country ami fiiu! real 
wealth and then the road will go then'. 'J\c> 
cars a }-ear v.^ould suppl}' e\ery one wlio g'les 
in there now." '"Well," said J, "two cars 01 
provisions a year would almost have outfitted 
every one in Alberta when the first railu ay 
came. Consider the resources of the .Atha- 
basca coiintr}-, -idreacU' (|uite proven. Tne\- 
need a road to develop them. No one will go 
there till the road goes, .\othing but a gold 
excitement ever st.ampedes jieople into an in- 
accessible countrv. Gold may be p.acL'ed ont 
in buckskin bags, but it takes trains t(j carry 
out petroleum, a.sphaU, lumber, salt and the 
like." r

'f"he Duke of Brunswick was perfectly well 
r\w,ire of the risk lie ran, but, on the other 
iiaiid, he was not prepared to forego the plea.s- 
iire eif lijxing his jewels at hand so that he 
might glo;u (j\-er their value, admire their 
lu.sue, and. in fiict, i)lay with his glittering 
toys v,-henever he felt so inclined. "'The strong 
room in which the jewels were kept could only 
be reached by passing through both the Duke's 
private study and his bedroom. 

The door, which was of great strength and 
jnovided with the most powerful locks) W'as 
conr^;iled by a silken curtain at (he head of 
the Duke's bed.

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Fumess on Labor 





CONFERENCE of trade-union or- 
gaiiizrUions cnj^agerl cliicfly in the 
sliipbiiilding and allied trades was 

J§W^ held recently at. West Hartlepool,^-,' 
iff^^ on the invitation of Sir C. Fumess, ' 
j\r.P. The Mayor (Alderman Rob- 
son) presided, and there were nearly 140 dele- 
gates present, including Mr. Thornc, M.P. 

Mr. A. Henderson, M.P., in a letter of 
apology for absence, stated :-»-"The effects 
arising from industrial strife are most in- 
jurious, and I ain afraid that it must be ad- 
mitted result ni an incaictilable amount of 
suffering to many \vho,^re iii no way respon- 
sible, forthe difficulty; ' Jf .the.scherae yoii have 
ttf'ttti'fold in'aiiy ' way 'assi'sfs'tQ prevent such 
loss and suffering By faking it easier for cap- 
ital and labor to' adjust their differences, you 
will have couferrci:! considerable benefit upon 
the whole conuiiunity. Pcrsonqlly 1 hold the 
opinion that no more effective instrument can 
be found for securing ihc ilcsirahlc object you 
have ni view than a board of conciliation, with 
the final reference, to a Court of arbitration. 
But, in order that this method should be effec- 
tive, it should cover all branches of trades in 
a given industry. In fact, any machinery 
must do this if a trade which is not immedi- 
ately affected in the dispute is not made to 
suffer, as so many trades have suffered, in 
connection with the recent sliipbuilding and 
engineering trades on the Northeast Coast. 
:I;f,trust .that you may have a most successful 
qohfererice." 

Sir Christopher Fumess, in his address, to 
iWhich he gave the title "Industrial Peace and 
Industrial Efficiency," said that he had in- 
yited' the delegates to meet him in order that 
Ithey might confer in a friendly way upon the 
present exceptionally grave crisis in the ship- 
building industry. His hope was that they 
might be able to arrive at a method whereby 
the relations between capital and labor might 
henceforth proceecl upon a more harmonious 
footing. With the masters in one corner and 
the men in .another— with forces opposed in 
battle array "which ought to be In co-opera- 
tion — the old basis was played out. These 
close federations outside the works spelled 
ruin to the shipbuilding industr}'! AVhat was 
jiecded today was federation inside the works 
> — a federation of good <^vill between masters 
and men — harmony instead of discord. 

The Claims of Labor 

■The" active forces of the industrial world 
iwere usuall}^ represented as twins — Capital 
and Labor; but, for his part, they always re- 
solved themselves into a trinity: Enterprise, 
^Capital and Labor, no one of which could well 
ido without the other. When capital and labor 
came together at.the summons of enterprise, 
they did not come together on the same foot- 
ing, for labor was not in a position to share 
in the risks which capital coukl afford to ac- 
cept. Labor wanted a ready market; it must 
be able to dispose of its product quickly, it 
could not wait even until a ship was finished, 
not to say sold. The provision of this ready 
Xiiarket v/as one of the services that capital 
rendered and. for which capital had to be re- 
munerated. He was convinced tiiat the only 
basis on which capital and labor could enter 
into relations primarily was that of buyer and 
seller of a commodity called labor, and that 
all attempts to produce more satisfactory co- 
operation between the two forces must rest 
upon a recognition of this great central fact. 
i\Ve might rest assured that unless there 
should occur within the next few years a 
pronounced acceleration of enterprise in the 
newer countries, or some overwhelming change 
to the good be vouchsafed by^ science or in- 
yention, there was ahead of its, as builders of 
ships, a future of ihcreasirigly strenuous strug- • 
gle to maintain our position in the world. 
I'Viction had become chronic in the shipbuild- 
ing industry, and thanks in large part to their 
strikes, ficctional and general, trade of the dis- 
trict — perhaps, even, the trade of the country 
I — was in grave danger of being seriously dam- 
aged for a large period. 

Two Offers of the Workmen 

After discussing and dismissing the alter- 
native of the cmijloyment of unorganized 
labor Sir Christopher luirness proceeded to 
submit to ;ithe conference the two sets of pro- 
posals, which he had to make. First, he said, 
the trade unions being capable, organized, 
powerful bo'dies, why should they not go into 
the business on tlu-ir own account? They had 
■got the capital and the organizing ca[)ai-.ity — 
^vhy not? "I offer to ymn- unions, either singly 
or ill combination, to hand over to them our 
shipyards at this port as gomg concerns for 
such sum or sums.; as may be determined by a 
recognized firm of assessors, appointed by 
Ijoint nomination. My company would not be 
exacting while you were in the preliminary 
stages — for part of the purchase money we 
would allow you ample time in which to turn 
round, and myself and my representatives 
Avould readily convey to yuu all the informa- 
tion at our command and sijcli suggestions <is 
liiight prove of ^^ervice," Having regard to 
the conditions of the industry, it was possible 
that upon consideration thej-- might perceive ■ 
certain difficulties and disadvantages caldu- 
latcd to prevent tfiem from accepting this pro- 
position. In such case there was before them 
his second proposition, "I invite j^ou to become 
limited partners in these shipbuilding yards, 
as distinct from the shipowning and other ram- 
ifications of the firm of I'urness, Withy and 
Co. (Limited), on conditions which I will 
Plate. 'I'hc initi.7.1 conditiori, is that 'the cm- 
Dloycc partners should prov6 their good faith 



by becoming holders of special shares, to be 
called einplo3'ees' shares, in the capital of the 
shipbuilding conipaii}'- owning the Middleton 
.Shipbuilding Yard at Hartlepool and the Har- 
bor Dockyard at West liartlepool, under my 
chairmanship, paying for such shares by agree- 
ing to a' deduction of 5 per cent, from their 
earnings until the total amount of their shares 
is covered. E'or the 5 per cent, deduction so 
invested in the special shares I have nani^ed, 
you would receive — whether the company di- 
vided any surplus profit or not — 4 per cent, per 
ahiium as fixed interest. Such an arrange- 
ment would not interfere 'in the slightest de- 
greie with a workman's freedom of action, 
while "a workman leaving the service of the 
company would he able to sell his shares to 
one or more of his fellow-employees, at an 
assessed, (ir, .it may be, an arbitrated value, 
based on the marke't i)ricc of the day." He 
went on to explain that the works would con- 
tinue to be under the control of a board of 
directors, with the supreme power, as at pre- 
sent, vested in the chairman and . managing 
director of the company. On the other hand, 
neither would the attitude of the company to- 
wards trade-unionism or the federation of em- 
jdoyers be altered, hours of labor, rates of pay, 
etc., would be governed as at present. 

Profits and Management 
While the employes would continue to 
work and be paid according to trade-union 
regulations and rates, and would receive the 4 
per cent, fixed interest un the snares which 
they had bought on the easy-payment system, 
there would be divided between them as hold- 
ers of employes' shares and the holders of the 
ordinary shares in the company Avhatever sum 
might remain after the apportionments for 
capital's interest (5 per cent.) and the dejjre- 
ciation, reserve, and development funds had 
been provided — such amount being shared be- 
tween them oil the basis of their individual 
holdings, in addition to the fixed minimum in- 
terest of 4 per cent, per annum. If by reason 
of fat , reserve funds the shares of the com- 
pany rose in value, their own shares would 
benefit by similar accretions. In this way. 
they would receive, not only a portion of the 
profit made upon their own labor, but 'also . a 
share in the sums won by the -foi^esight and 
ir\itiative of enterprise and the staying power 
of capital. He proposed to set' up a works 
council composed of an equal number of re- 
]n-esentatives of employees and of the firm, as 
a kind qf Court of reference and committee of 
counsel rolled into one. Its chief purpose 
would be the promotion of friendl3'- 
communication between the firm and 
its labor partners on all affairs of 
common interest, and ah . important 
part of its duty .would be to take into 'consid- 



eration on the instant, before any ill-temper 
hojventered into them-JvalLmatters or incidents 
"calculated to breed irictidn in all or any of the 
departments of the establishment: In addi- 
tion to a representative from each trade em- 
ployed in the works, he had invited to this 
"family council" the secretaries or local repre- 
sentatives of the numerous trade unions in the 
area who had membecs engaged in the works. 
Arbitration in Disputes 
He was anxious to introduce such a com- 
inunity "^f assori.niinn and interest as to make 
differences and disputes improbable, and then, 
should differences and disputes, despite all 
precautions, ^rise, that they should be carried 
through to a settlement without those irritat- 
ing, and inflaming interruptions of business 
which entailed such costly punishment upon 
all, whether employer or employee. "In a 
sentence, it will be an imperative condition of 
the agreement that 1 propose to you that un- 
der no circumstances whatever shall the cni- 
]")loyee co-partners go on strike against the 
directions and decisions of their co-partners 
governing the administration of the business; 
that whatever be the causes of complaint that 
may arise against the management, the labor 
co-partners shall, by their ■ representatives, 
submit for friendly inter- ommunication duly 
provided, and that every effort and article of 
amity shall be used by both parties to the dis- 
])ute to bring it si)ecdily to a close on the basis 
of mutual satisfaction and good-fellowship, it 
being understood always that a strike wouhl 
overthrow the .system." If, however, the 
methods of conciliation provided by the works 
coun.ciI? (pr,.eommittee of counsel) failed to 
attain their object, the controversy in air mat- 
ters; In the major category would be left to- be 
settled by a court of arbitration, to be cam- 
]Mjsed -of three members from either section of 
the works council and a referee (conceivably 
the county court judge for the district) 
nominated by the works council; or, if it was 
preferred, a court could be set up in the 
fashion ]>rovide(l by the machinery recenth' 
established bv the [-.resident of the Board of 
Trade. 

• At the close of the address questions were 
invited. - - ■ ' ■ 

Councillor Baker,' Stockton, asked whether 
they could have the works council without the 
co-partnery. 

Sir C. Furncss replied that tiiev could not. 
At Mr. 1 laker's rccpicst he promised to ])ro- 
vide the delegates with copies of his speech. 
He was ahso asked whether, in the event of 
the scheme being carried, he would leave the 
Employers' Federation, and he replied that he, 
had made his position . perfectly clear in his 
speech. , ■. ,< > • 

Mr,^ Baker said :hedit>ped that the scheme 



would receive every consideration at the hands 
of the men. He suggested that the time lirnit 
should be extended in order to allow due con- 
sideration of the proposals. 

Councillor Riddle, Hartlepool, said they 
could not but admire the courage of Sir C. 
Furness in some of the statements he had 
made in front of the men. He hoped that the 
proposals would be properly discussed by the 
men, with a view to some arrangements being 
arrived at so as to avoid strikes. 

Mr. J. N. Bell, Newcastle, . said that they 
had heard some, accusations, y^aiid .warnings, 
and he pointed but that the cortstant repetition 
of these was a source of irritation to the; men, 
and caused great difficulty with their leaders. 
He wished well to the scheme. 

Mr. Park asked whether all the operatives 
in the yards were necessarily to be sharehold- 
ers, and a reply was given in the affirma- 
tive. It was also stated that in the case of an 
cpei'ativc being disciiarged he would have, to 
sell his share. Where a man's service^ wei« 
dispensed with owing to slackness oi work, 
however, that would not be necessary. 

,Mr. Thortie, M.P., asked whether it was 
proposed to m'ake membership of a- trade un- 
ion compulsory. 

Sir C. Furness replied that it would be left 
to the individual. He added that he recog- 
nized the difficulty of the question, being con- 
sidered by the societies, but time was press- 
ing, and it was necessary that something 
should be done quickly. They had, however, 
to look at it from his standpoint. If the}' 
could deliver ships on a certain • date they 
could secure orders, but they had ,decided .not 
to book orders with a guai-'ahtee of delivery. 
He must, therefore, adhere to the date. T^ieir 
last three orders were all late in 'd'eliyery, one 
II, another 12, and another 10 months late. 

As there were no further questions, Sir C. 
Furness made an appeal to the delegates to 
discuss the matter impartially, and to let him 
know the result by November 26. 

Apropos of the above, the London Times 
said editorially in a recent issue : 

Moved by the acute trade dissensions which 
for some time past have disorganized th^ 
shipbuilding industry of the Northeast coast 
of England, and even threatened its destruc- 
tion, Sir' Christopher Furness has invited the 
representatives of the trade unioi,is concerned 
to confer with hiiri on the situation. We 
publish the main part of the remarkable 
speech with which he opened the proceedings 
yesterday, a speech which some may think all 
the more remarkable because he is one of the 
stanchest Liberals in the north of England. 
His reniarks are characterized by extreme 
frankness of statement, by their perfectly

published, containing the official 
correspondence which has passed 
between the Colonial Office, the 
Admiralty, and the Australian. Gov- 
ernment upon the question of amend- 
ing or terminating the present Naval Agree- 
ment and upon the provision of a local Aus- 
tralian flotilla for coastal defence. 

'i'he correspondence now published begins 
with a despatch from Mr. Deakin, dated Oc-. 
tober 16, 1907, in which he refers to his des- 
patch of Augu.st 28, 1905, proposing, in place 
of tBe existing ^agreement, the establisliiuent 
of a rapid and regular service of first-class 
steamers between the United Kingdom and 
the Commonwealth, the crews of which would 
be selected and trained as members of the 
Royal Naval Reserve. This proposal (Gd, 
.^524, 1907) the -Admiralt}' could not apjirove. 
Reviewing the subsequent development of 
/Xiistralian opinion, Air. Deakin proceeds: 

"Speaking generally, the furtlu'r consider- 
ation which has been given strengthens the 
conclusions put forward in 1905, particularly 
those 'in which I dwelt upon the fact that at 
))rcscnt none of bur grant is applied to any 
distinctively Australian purpose, while our 
contribution would seem in part repaid if v/e 
wore enabled to take a direct and active j)iirt 
in the protection of our shores and shipping. 
Our sole aim then, as now, was that of unit- 
ing with the mother countr}' in the necessary 
preparations for national defence." 

Following, therefore, the suggestions put 
forward during the Imperial .Conference Jast. 
year, and on subsequent disctission • with tiie 
Admiral on the Australian station, Mi",' Dea- 
kin submits the proposals' sumniiirizftd 'in the' 
following telegram: — 

"In pursuance of my conver.^ation Twce;l- 
mouth and the Admiralty in London, and 
J'^wing's conversation with your Excellency, 
filcase telegraph to Admiralty inquiring whe- 
ther follpwmg proposals approved for amend- 
ments in Naval Agreehlent substituting for 
present CommonAVcalth subsidy offer one 
thousand seamen, Australians if possible, to 
be paid by Commonwealth for service in Navy 
on this station estimated cost of about £100,- 
000 to Commonwealth per annum remainder of 
present subsidy to be applied by Common- 
wealth to submersibles or destroyers or simi- 
lar local defences as suggested London confer- 
ence. Two cruisers P or su])crior manned by 
400 bf the 1,000 Australians to .be retained 
Australian coast peace or war. Xoan of two 



P cruisers or superior to be maintained by 
Commonwealth for training local naval militia 
at estimated cost to Coiiiinonwcalth of .£60,- 
000 per annum. This proposed amendment is 
in addition to Commonwealth vote this year 
.£20,000 for naval harbor and coast defence, 
and £50,000 for fortification harbors." 

This 'proposal also the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty declare themselves unable to accept, 
for reasons summarized in the following tele- 
gram from Lord Elgin to the Commonwealth 
(.'lOvernmcnt. dated December 7, 1907: — 

"They adhere to the i)osition lak-cn uj) at 
Conference that, while they did not themselves 
pro])Osc to cancel the existing agreement, they 
were prepared to co-operate with the Colonial 
Governments if an alteration was desired by 
them, but so long as the existing agreement is 
not cancelled the Admiralty is precluded from 
making the necessary strategical dispositions 
of naval forces, and, therefore, the first con- 
dition of any new arrangement must be the 
cancellation of the agreement. 

"The Admiralty fear that they are not in a 
position now "to express an. opinion on the de- 
tails of the scheme, which has not "yet been 
put forward in sufficient detail to form the 
basis of a new arrangement. 

"Your Premier ajipeared at Conference to 
realize that under the scheme then sketched 
by him the Admiralty would not be bound to 
maintain any jjarlicular ships permanently in 
Australian waters, and their Lordships are pre- 
pared to advise and assist in carrying out 
either the scheme submitted by Mr, Deakin 
at Cqnfer.ence or an approved, modified scheme 
for local .-tlefence,' provided that such a scheme 
does riot .involve a definite- pleclge to maintain 
particular vessels permanently in Au.?tralian 
waters. 

"Before any definite conclusion can be ar- 
rived at, it will be necessary .to ascertain the 
views of New Zealand Government as to any 
proposed alterations, and, further, the Admir- 
alty desire it to be understood that no increase 
of Imperial expenditure beyond that involved 
in the existing agreement can be entertained, 
and regard it as essential that complete con- 
trol in time of war over local forces nnist be 
secured to Commander-in-Chief." 

The Australian proposals, with some modi- 
fications, were then restated by Mr. Deakin 
in a speech delivered to the House of Repre- 
sentatives on December 13, 1.907, when he-took 
occasion to review the previous, correspon- 
dence. Commenting on thjs speech, which 
had been forwarded {dr consideration, the Ad- 



miralty, in a despatch dated February 10, 1906, 
states again its inability to "consent to the ap- 
propriation of the four P class cruisers asked 
for at the present time," but adds that it un- 
derstands that "the Commonwealth will not 
press this part of its proposals." It also lays 
down the principles which, in its opinion, 
should be observed as regards the coritrol of 
the local naval force. Finall)-, in a despatch 
dated August 20, it discusses the proposals for 
a local flotilla contained in ^[r. Deakiu's 
speech. The substance of this despatch was 
summarized in a telegram from Alcibourne 
published in The Times of September 25; v it 
concludes: ' ' • 

"As previously stated, j my Lords consider 
that the security from oversea attack of the 
Empire generally, of which the Australian 
continent forms an important part, is best se- 
cured by the operation of the Imi)crial Navy, 
distributed as the strategic necessities of the 
moment dictate. y\t the same time, they 
recognize that under certain contingencies the 
establishment of a local flotilla acting in con- 
junction with the Imperial forces would great- 
ly assist in the operatibns of the latter. My 
Lords also recognize the importance, i;)oliti- 
cally, of fostering a feeling of security among 
the inhabitants of the coast towns of the Com- 
monwealth by the prox'ision of a local force 
which will always be at hand. In the absence, 
therefore, of any direct contribution to the 
expenses of the Imperial Navy, my Lords will 
be. ready to co-operate in the formation of such 
a flotilla, subject to a satisfactory un.dcrstand- 
ing being arrived at in regard to the general 
administration of the force. 

"At the same time, their Lordships cannot 
disguise from themselves ilic fact that the 
carrying out of the scheme will involve many 
difficulties, but it is hoped that, with a readi- 
ness on both' sides to overcome them, a satis- 
factory arrangement may be concluded. Man}'' 
more details still remain to be considered 
and settled.if, an agreement is arrived at on 
the general- lines indicated above, such as the 
manner in which the scheme is to be brought 
into operation, the settlement of the ifinancial 
details, etc. 

"My Lords will accordingly await a further 
expression of opinion from the Commonwealth 
Government upon the scheme generally before 
proceeding to consider such further details." 
. o

calm and businesslike tone, by the total ab- 
sence of recrimination, by studiqits; avoidance 
of ■'everything savouring of seritiment or rhe- 
toric, and by the manifest earnestness with 
which he points out in the most friendly Vvay 
the rocks upon which the workmen are mak- 
ing shipwreck of their own interests while try- 
ing to extort what they think more just re- 
muneration from reluctant employers. He 
lays before the conference two alternative pro- 
posals, one of which eliminates the capitalist 
altogether, while the other offers the work- 
.men .a profit-sharing co-partnership with him. 
Sir Christopher Furness hopes that, by ac- 
cepting one or the other,, the workmen associ- 
ated in their trade 'unions will put an end to 
the friction which at present is working in- 
calculable mischief to all, Avhilc bringing no 
real benefit to any. He asks for fair and full 
consideration of his proposals, and hopes for a 
final answer by November 26. By the first 
proposal he says, in effect — You are told, and 
some of you apparently believe, that capital is, 
if not the enemy of the workmanj at any rate 
a grasping partner cheating him olit of a great 
part of the fruit of hisiabpr. Very well, I of- 
fer you the opportunity to get rid of that ])art- 
ner altogether. I am very tired of the endless 
quarrelling, and have no wish to stand in the 
way of any system which enables you to dis- 
pense with the capitalist. Therefore the ship- 
building yards of Furness, Withy & Co., are 
placed at the disposal of any union or combi- 
nation of unions that cares to take them over 
and work them on . the co-operative v. , isy stem, 
for the exclusive'benef it of . the .worker^,; They 
wilLbe sold at a.price fixed) by iasseissqrs joitit-' 
ly nominated, they will be handed over in full 
working order, and the vendors will impart 
every information they possess that may aid 
the purchasers to carry them on successfully. 

The s'econd proposal is of a more compli- 
cated character. The workmen are invited to 
become limited co-partners in these ship- 
building yards. The workmen are to become 
holders of special shares to be called em- 
ployees' shares, paying for such shares by 
agreeing to a deduction of five per cent, from 
their wages until the amount of their shares 
is covered. On these shares they would re- 
ceive four per cent, interest, whether the com- 
pany divides any surplus profit or not. Pos- 
session of the shares would not hamper any 
workrrian in his movements, since they would 
rerhaiii at. all times a' marketable s'eciirity. Out 
of profits it is propo.?ed that five per cent, 
shall be reserved as interest upon capital, and 
that the usual provisions for depreciation, re- 
serve, and development funds should be made. 
All the available surplus would then be di- 
vided among the holders of the employees, 
shares and of ordinary shares. Good reserves 
would enhance the value of these shares in 
the market, and would ensure the permanence 
of the profits. Thus the workmen would 
have, in the first place, the usual wages upon 
the trade tinion scales, for the ;district, in . the 
second place four per ceht. certain on "/their 
investment, and in , the third participation 
with the ordinary shareholders in the whole of 
the profits of the business above five per cent. 
There is no logical ground. Sir Christopher 
Furness admits, for adding to these advant- 
ages the representation of labor in the admin- 
istration of the company. But he wants 
peace, intimacy, confidence, and harmony. In 
the hope of obtaining these things he is pre- 
pared to "scrap"; any, conceptions or '-notions 
that may stand iiv tlie way. He therefore of- 
fers an internal council on which workmen 
and capitalists will be equally represented, 
and in which the trade unions will also be 
directly represented as well as the actual 
workmen of the company. That councif 
would supervise all the ordinary administra- 
tion of the business, with an arbitration 
board behind it to deal with any particularly 
knotty problem. The finance of the company, 
and the determination of what is needed for 
reserve, or to meet contingencies not obvious 
to the ordinary workman, would remain in 
the hands of the directors. 

^ This is an exceedingly libera! and broad- 
minded offer, for which the closest precedent 
is probably the ;scheme by which Sir George 
Livcsey, whose death we have just had to de- 
plore, achieved such remarkable results. The 
scheme cannot work, as Sir Christopher Fur- 
ness explains with great cogency, unless every 
man so taken into partnership becomes a real 
partner, puts his back into his work, and 
studies the interests of his company. There 
must be an absolute end of strikes, otherwi.se 
the whole thing must go to pieces; and there 
must also be an end of the "ca' canny" sys- 
tem, with all its dempralizing^:; ra.mifications, 
otherwise there can be no' success. But if 
anything can put a new spirit into British in- 
dustiy surely this liberal scheme of profit- 
sharing will do it. Sir Christopher Furness is 
a great believer in straight talk, and one can- 
not but think, in viewing many trade disputes, 
that there is far too little of it between mas- 
ters and men. He hopes that it will be pro- 
moted by his Famil}' Council, as he loves to 
call it, and that a wider knowdedge of the real 
difficulties of business management and of the 
real effect of wages demands, that may seem 
small to the indiyidual,:jvyni result in a better 
and more reasonable Ifrartie of mind among 
the co-partners, leading to hearty, ■ and- har- 
monious co-operation for the common good. 
The decision of the workmen will be awaited 
with uncommon interest, 
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MONTREAL' coiTos])on(lcnl: of the 
London Times writes: 'The construc- 
tion of the Georgian J3av Ship Canal 
is a work vyhich is certainrto be under-, 
taken sooner , or later by the Cana- 
dian Goyerhriient. After many years 
of agitation on tlie part' of private individuals, 
the matter a few years ai;o reached the stac^e 
at which dci)utations from tiie sections liively 
to i)e I)cnefited Ijy the canal l)Cgan pressing 
the issue upon the Federal Government. The 
proposed route — from ]NJontre;il alonir the 
Ottawa River;; to Lake Nipissing- and down 
thje French' River to Georgian Bay — is no new 
route, being one of the oldest and most his- 
•"torical in Canada. It was along' this watei- 
\vay that, three hundred years ago, Cham- 
plain, following the old in'dian route, made his 
way into the licart ol the country. The pre- 
sent waterway, though much the longer, su- 
perseded the original Ottawa River route l)e- 
cause,.. of its commercial value, as almost 
th'rougfhbut its length it afforded a safe and 
rapid passage for the largest boats afloat. It 
included three large lakes, Ontario, F.rie, and 
' Huron, making up the greater i)ortion of the 
distance, along \vlii':h llie British Navy could 
pass with safet}-. The remainder of the route 
presented difficulties at various points, such 
as in the St. Lawrence River some distance 
above Montreal, and in the Niagara River, 
'.; connecting Lakes Ontario and Erie; but these 
■■-.were. more easily overcome than those of the 
'CliamjDlain route, so that the longer route 
triumphed, and the shorter fell into (iisu.se as 
a through connnercial waterway. Naturalls', 
the country opened up more rapidly along the 
line of the thrfnigh waterway, the Ottawa 
River sections being left to the lumbernian 
and the settler. 

Advantages of the Proposed Route 
During the [last decade or so this district, 
however, has been assuming greater import- 
ance; the opening up of the Canadian Pacific 
. through line of railway across the continent 
-'•gaye it an impetus, and towns and industries 
■ of-'inore than local importance are now spring- 
ing up and developing throughout the dis- 
trict. This of itself would justify the expendi- 
ture of a considerable sum of money on the 
development of the waterwa_\-, and has occa- 
sioned much agitation in that direction. In 
additipn, to this is the deyelopment of the 
wheat fields of the Far West, and the ne- 
cessity for the shortest and cpiickest possible 
waterway down which to bring the "grain 
from the ^Vest to the head of ocean navig;;- 
tion, Montreal. C'ompetition with the tran:;- 
])ortation routes of the United States was no 
small incentive, as it was clear that if tiie 
Canadian waterways could be shortened with- 
out too great an e.\pcn<liture, this country 
wbilld do the grain-carrying business of the 
North American Continent during the period 
of navigation. 'J'hese considerations, a few 
years ago, inducet' the b'cderal Government 
to undertake a full and complete survey of the 
disused route for the purpose of ascertaining 
the approximate cost of its conversion into 
an adequate commercial waterway, and the 
advantages it would offer as compared with 
the route now employed. The survey was a 
riiost careful and comprehensive one, and early 
itif July an interim report, containing its chief 
features, was presented to the House of Com- 
jirioiis by the Minister of Public Works. The 
Government has not yet indicated its inten- 
tions in the matter, and there is small doubt 
that decision upon the subject will be delayed 
for .some little time to come. 

The intentions of Sir Wilfrid Laurier (if 
returned to power) are shown by his speech 
at Hull (Ont.) on Monday, the ipt'li- inst. lie 
stated that if llir country's revenue 'continued 
to increase at its ])resent rate, llie Georgian 
Bay Canal could he taken in hand as soon as 
. the Trans-continental Railway was completed. 

• . Cost and Description of Canal 

.The '\t'Ast of the canal is estimated at 
|^^,890,o'/o to $99,689,000, . and it is 
calcitIate\V that the ' canal will recjuire 
about ten yeai's to construct. At prcs- 
'ent boats bi'inging grnin, from the interior, 
pass castw.'ird ibi'MUgh Lakes Superior or 
Michi.gan, and turn soutln-v'ard through Lake 
Huron, proceeding round the southern (ex- 
tremity of the Province of Ontario. By the 
new route, they would continue eastward 
across Lake Huron and into Georgian Bay, 
where they would enter the French River and, 
continuing eastward, would pass upward 
through Lake Nipissing to the highest point 
ill the route, after which they would descend 
the Ottawa Rix-er to- .Montreal, which is situ- 
ated close to tin.' confluence of the ()ttaw;'. ;md 
St. Lawrence l\i\-ers. It is proposed to con- 
struct the canal on the "dam and lock .sys- 
tem.'*': with slack water reaches between the 
structures. The estimates arc based on a 
waterway of at least 22 feet in depth at the 
shallowest points. The locks along the route 
would all be constructed of concrete, and Ium'c 
a length of ('150 feet, a width of ()5 feet, and 
a depth of 22 feel. This would jtennit the jias- 
sage of ships of Ooo feet in length, Cio feet in 
beam, and wdth a 20 feet draught. The total 
distance from Montreal to French River vil- 
lage, at Georgia I Say, is 4-10 miles, of vvhich 
all save 20 or 30 miles, follows the course of 
some river or lake. ,'\ccording to the route 
used — there being altern?,tive routes ne;n- 
Montreal — the total canal cutting would \ ai v 
from 28 to 34 miles. The length df sub- 
merged channels to l)e cjilcavated would be 
about 60 mile.s, besides which about i.('j 
miles would have to l)c removed at shoals, 
sharp bends, etc., in ordcr^^to 'form wide chan- 



nels. This would leave about 332 miles of 
natural waterway which would not require 
any improvement save the raising of the 
water surface. 

Altitude and Lockage 
The hijg^liest point along the route is 
reached at a distance of 333 miles W(2stward 
from Montreal, that is, about three-quarters 
of the distance from Montreal to the Bay. 
At this point, the height al)ovc the sea level 
is 667 feet, so that as Montreal is nS feet above 
the sea level, the rise is 659 feet, while 
Georgian Bay being. 576 feet above sea level, 



Rivers after the proposed improvements have 
been fully carried out. Th.ese improvements 
would eiitirel)' alter the general features of 
the route. For the purpose of lockage, the 
falls would be concentrated and all the small 
rapids obliterated. This concentration of the 
falls at one point would eliminaite the gr6at- 
est difficulty in the development of water- 
power. The alteration of so many existing 
features of the route cannot l)e done without 
destro}'ing some of the piesent water-power 
to which rights have proi^abl)' already been 
secured by different individuals and interests.

In gaining the summit from the east- 
ern or .Montreal end of the route, some 22 or 
23 locks, with lifts of from 5 to 50 feet each 
will be employed, while from the western or 
Georgian Bay end only four locks, with lifts 
f)f from 22 to 29 feet each will be needed. At 
the summit of t|ie route, which will embrace 
Lake Talon, the Little Mattawa River, and 
Turtle and Trout Lakes, it is ])roposed to pro- 
vide a system of ix-seixoirs for the storage 
of a ])ortion of the surplus waters during the 
flood seasons, thus securing a reserve supjjly 
which may b.e liberated according to recpiirc- 
ments during the periods of low water. A 
\vater supply with a flow of 540 cubic feet 
l)er second will be afforded throughout the 
period of navigation (about 210 days> allowing 
an average of twentj'-four passages per day, 
or 5,040 passages for the season of navigation. 
'JMiis supi)ly of water may be increased by 700 
cubic feet i)er second by the expenditure cf 
.•^'joo.ooo in creating storag-o reservoirs further 
.south at the head of the Amablc du Fond 
River. 

Water-Power 

The report indicates that, although it is 
doubtful if 150,000 horse-power at minimum 
flow could be developed from the route at 
present, it is probable that nearly. 1,000,009 
could be secured along the Ottawa and French 



It is probable, however, that the owners would 
be willing to l)e compensated by ]iower-rights 
at other points. The raising of levels woulil 
also place considerable stretches of land under 
water and necessitate, compensation for those 
ahso. The estimates of the cost, however, con- 
tain provision for all such charges. 

The Montreal Terminus 
The estimates take into consideration two 
alternate finishing routt-s; one of which co^ts

It is not ex- 
plained what arrangements would be made 
for harbor facilities in case the cheaper route 
were chosen. Such a selection, however, 
seems very remote, unless the boats, after 
reachmg the^.St. Lawrence, came back to the 
ocean vessels at Montreal. 

Comparisons of Routes 
.'\s regards distances from the different: 
ports on the Great Lak-es, from wliicli the 
wheat crops are mainly sliippetl, to the At- 
lantic seajxTrts and ti) l_,i\-erpool, the Georgi;in 
liay Canal route easily has the advantage ovsv 
ail}' existing ivater route either in Canada or 
the United States. The advantage of the 
proposed route, in the question of mileage^

T a meeting of members of the Royal 
L'nited Ser\-ice Institution, held at 
the Institution in W'hitehall, a ]);iper 
on "The Training of the Territorial 
Army" \vas read by Licutenant- 
General R. S. S. Baden-Powell, C.B., 
the general officer commanding the Northum- 
brian Division. The Secretary of State for 
War presided, and there was a large attend- 
ance of members. 

.Mr. flaldane, in introducing the lecturer, 
alluded to the fact thai it was jiroposed to ask 
for 24,000 men to join the Special Reserve, 
and that funds had been provided for that i)ur- 
pose. There were those who thought that 
because they wanted to get in unemployed 
workmen to that force they would be losing 
(|uality by so doing. But it was quite the 
contrary. They had a larger number than 
e\-er to pick" and choose from, and were stick- 
ing to their standards tightly in those they 
were taking in. lie hoijed for the best re- 
sidts to the .\rmy fiom this new enter])rise. 
The coming }-ear was one wdiich \va,s lik-ely 
to jirove of as great importance in the history 
of the Territorial Force as the year that had 
gone by. In the year that had gone by the 
force was born ; in the year that was before 
them the principles which defined the pur- 
l^oses for which the Force was to be organ- 
ized and used had to be born. Their plans 
were already^ in an advanced condition, and 
very little had yet to hapj)cn before Ihfy 
would become operative. In the history of 
the Lritish Army, the point on which we had 
been most defective was a definite conception 
of- what mobilization meant. It was all very 
fine to have battalions and batteries and even 
brigades, vancl to be able to drilible them ont 
,ifter two"Wthrec months' interval. I!ut in 
modern w-ar everything depended ui)on rapid- 
ity. And that was (piite as true of defence 
against invasion as it was of other things. 
The essence of defence was the capacity of 
rapidly taking the O'lfcnsivc, and dealing tiic 



counter stroke before the initial stroke had 
actually Ijecn dealt. If rapid, mobili.vation was 
essential, and if they were fighting in great 
units in which mixed amis were represented 
in their due proportions, rapid mobilization 
became a very difficult problem. That is why 
the Special Reserve was receiving the atten- 
'tion \vhich it was receiving at this moment, 
and that was the great problem of the Terri- 
torial I'^orcc. That was why they swept 
away the old organization of the Volunteers 
and Yeomanry, which was no organization, 
so fai- as rapid mobilization was concerned, 
at all. They had l.-o'd the foundation, in the 
shape of the Tei'ritorial Force, of an organi/.a- 
tion vvhich lent itself to rajiid mobilization, 
and the question was. whether they could 
work that out. Time only would show. It 
was useless to prophesy, or to conjecture about 
l)ublic spirit, and what it would bring forth. 
They ho|)cd to jjroducc very shortiv plans 
dealing with the whole situation comprehen- 
sivel}'. The essence of the duty of the I'orce 
was to protect against possible inwasion, and 
in that way to render in\';ision unlik-ely. h'or 
that purpose the h'orcc must exist in suffi- 
cient strength. The Navy could account lor 
a great tleal the larger the invading force be- 
come. The smaller the invading force was, 
the more danger there was of its evading- 
naval vigilance. The csseitce of the plans they 
were prepared to further would be to distri- 
bute the functions of the v.arious units of the 
Territorial Force. Suppose the enemy to come 
and threaten invasion. He might land at a 
number of ])oints very distant from one an- 
other. It was .plaiii^ that, ypii must have local 
defence, local Territorial Force arrangements, 
prepared to catch him at those point.s. The 
l^urpose of the local force, and undoubtedly 
the 'J'crritorial Arm}', must be in part to or- 
ganize so ;is to pio\'ide the pro|)er local 
force and the proper local knowledge and 
training foi- each pirticular are.a— not to do 
the whole work. .Tliere must be at the back 



of it a force mobile over the whole area, de- 
signed so that it coidd be brought up at the 
shortest notice, and the function" of that force 
must be to crush the enemy, who bad been 
deL-iyed by the local force. 'What w;is essen- 
tial was that there should be a C(jm])letc 
scheme hanging together of the whole of 
which those who were at the head were cog- 
nisant, and which would enable every part 
to fit into its place. (Cheers.) 

General Baden Powell, in the course of his 
l)aper, said that the essential prelimiii;iry 
jioints for all training which the iiisirucii ir 
nnisl know were (1) the object and aim, and 
(2) the standard re(iuired. Their oljject was 
to have a self-contained force of all arms, or- 
ganized and trained in. a state of efficiency 
and 'readiness (1) to check locally sudden raids 
on our coasts; (2) to support the Regulars in 
re))elling invasion; (3) to take the place of 
the Regulars for general defence of Great 
Britain in the event of their being- required 
over the seas. The standard nmst he. as near- 
ly as ])ossible. iij) tn that of possible enemies. 
The steps to those ends were the organization 
of the Territorials in com])lete self-contained 
divisions, which had already been carried out, 
and training to a state of efficiency, Avhich 
was about to be done. " Progress to date was 
very promising. When they" got the individu- 
als trained, officers and men, they could "go 
to work effectively in larger units.

from the Georgian Bay to Montreal. This 
means a saving-' of from one and three-fifths 
to two days as: compared with any other 
existing water' route from the --head of the 
kikes to an ocean port. A further atlvantage 
is obtained in the fact that boats of very much 
larger capacity may be brought throiigh the 
Georgian Bay Canal locks tiian through the 
locks of the existing Canadian route After 
making proper allowances for safe and ea.sy 
passage through the locks, the largest boats 
possible for the present route have a length of 
about 255 feet, a beam of about 43}^ feet.^and 
a draught of 9 feet, while the locks along 
the new route would be designed to accqmr- 
modate boats of 600 feet length, 60 feet beam, 
and 20 feet draught. This would make an en- 
ormous difference in carrying capacity. 
Opposition to the Scheme 

-An important comparison remains to be 
considered, and that one is less advantageous 
to the ])r(jposed route than those mentioned. 
'J'he opponents of the Georgian Bay Canal 
urge that more money should be spent upon 
improvements in the present route instead 
of upon such a very big work as that pro- 
posed. I'rom all tliat can be learned, it 
would seem that if the locks along the pre- 
sent route were enlarg-cd and deepened, and 
assmning that the number of locks would be 
greatly reduced by the improvements, the 
time of transit could be reduced to such an 
extent that the proposed route would iiavc 
practically no advantage over it. It is con- 
tended that the saving of distance in the- lat- 
' ter route would be offset by the greater rate 
of speed which could be maintained through- 
out almost the entire distance of the present 
and longer route. 'J'he period of navigation 
on both routes would be about the same,— 
viz,, about 210 da}'s during the year. 

In considering the new canal, in addition 
to the advantages it possesses over present 
routes, many other benefits must; not be;; lost 
sight of. One of these is that the canal is 'en- 
tirely within Canadian territory, an advan- 
tage which would be more evident in time of 
war. The main advantages, however, apart 
from those shown in the comparisons given 
above, are the enormous water power de- 
veloped along the route and the fact that the 
section of country through which the canal 
would run is rich and xapablei..of. great de- 
velopment. Its import^Vice is 'already a jus- 
tification for an improvement' in; its water- 
ways, if qhly for local traffic ' Additional' 
water power, to the extent of at least 800,000 
horse power, it is stated, can be developed 
by the canal, which power, estimated at the 
conservative price of ,Sio per h.p. per year, 
would alone be worth $8,000,000 per annum.

BIRDS AVOID THE SEA 

The great autumnal exodus of birds from 
Fnglancl is nearly over, h'or weeks past it has 
been going on, cuckoos, swifts, flycatchers, and 
nightingales leading the way, followed by swal- 
lows, martins, night jars, and a score of others, 
while the rear will be brought up in about a 
fortnight's time by the chiff chaff, which is al- 
ways the first to come' and, the last,to go. ; ,v 

One very curious feature in this annual mi-' 
gration is the fact that the birds never fly 
straight from Great Britain to their destination 
in Fgypt or Arabia. They follow a zigzag 
course. First of all, crossing the Channel at 
certain specified points, they make for Northern 
(Germany, where the great gathering of the 
feathered clans takes phicc. There the vast 
host breaks up into four divisions, the first fiy- 
ing southwest through France and Spain to the 
Straits of Gibraltar; jthe second due south to 
the Gulf of Genoa, and thence across Corsica, 
and Sardinia to Tunis ; the third a little more 
to the east, so as to pass down Italy and through 
Sicily to Tripoli, while the fourth goes south- 
east through .-Kuslria and Greece, and so by way 
of Crete to Alexandria. Then, on reaching the 
.•\frican coast, they will turn due east and fly 
straight on till they reach their winter haunts. 

The reason why the birds adopt these 
strangely circuitous routes is simply that they 
hate crossing the sea, and always prefer an 
overland journey, although it may be very much 
longer. And their great idea is to make the 
passage of both the English' Channel and the 
Mediterranean Sea at the narrowest points. So 
they willingly fly an extra thousand miles or so 
l)y land, both in autunm and again in spring, 
in order to avoid a flight or fifty or sixty miles 
across the water. And nothing will turn them 
from these old ancestral "fly lines," which seem 
to date back to the time when the i\[cditcr- 
ranean was a series of lakes and Britain was 
connected with Denmark by means of the Dog- 
ger Bank.

..The. Australian mail brings news, says the 
Standard of Empire, of a remarkable achieve- 
ment^.by a wejl-knpwn Queensland drover, G. 
du Mpitliri,- who successfully brought twelve 
hundred head of cattle from Hodgson Downs, 
in the Roper River district of the Northern 
territory, to Charleville, a distance of 1,750 
miles. The march occupied just under twelve 
months, and the first three hundred miles of 
it was through trackless bush which could 
only be navigated by means of a compass and 
the aid of a half-savage Warrig-al of the far 
north. 'Mr. du Moiflin believes that the pro- 
l)oscd Transcontinental Railway would open 
up, between Clonciirry and the South Austral- 
ian liordcr, a country extremely rich in min« 
erals, while beyond lie thousands pf squarQ 
miles of splendid irastoral lauds. :,i 
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i"Vox not hla prliost: O lot him pass; ho hatos him, ' 
Tliat u-oiild upon tlie rack of this tough world 
Stretclj lilni out longer." 

BOUT nine o'clock on tlic morn- 
ing- of July 24, 1858, 1 took pas- 
steanier sarcasticall_v named the 
"Leviathan," bound for the new- 
town of Semiahmoo, Washing- 
ton. The boat, I was told, had 
been built as a yacht 'for service 
in China waters, had licen 
brought to San Francisco in 185'), 
the northern ^nld fever Ijroke 
crune to Victoria, running 
with a few passengers on 
tiie tcm]:)estuous \'oyage. The 
the Leviathan, over all, could not 
have , exceeded thirty-five feet. Her engines 
were ofv'the crudest' and had a dangerous 
habit of catching on the centre. When most 
needed the screw would cease to revolve. The 
captain and owner was Martin Bulger, who 
afterward became a leading politician at San 
iM-ancisco. But who do you think ^vas the 
fireman and I'ousta.l.iout ? No less a jiersDn 
than blithesome, jolly William (Billy) Farron, 
;rj;^hp^,was,then;a raw youth of about twenty, 
; 'and riot long.. out' from Ireland. Billy was 
as jolly and witty a specimen from the "ould 
sod," as ever 'eyes met, with a jovial smile, 
dancing eyes - and expressive features. 
Bulger and Farron composed the entire ship'.s 
comjiany, Bulger lieing owner, pilot, captain 
and engineer, and h'arron fireman, mate, amk 
and roustabout. Whenever tlie engine would 
catch on the centre and llie ])ropellor stop 
witli a jerk and splash, like a huge fish on a 
Jine, Bulger would leap into the little fire hold, 
.monkey-wrench in hand and screw up some of 
.the nuts, discharge 'Lhc most awful oaths at 
Billy, who would turn away his head, give a 
wink at. the pascngcrs, and then s\vear in rum 
at the darned boat which he informed us in 
confidence and a whisper ^vouId some day sink 
with all on boarfl. The jovial lad wdio so 
amused us, four years later turned up at Cari- 
boo as the owner of a rich gold mine on Wil- 
liams Creek. 

Lord i\Iilton, who walked across the con- 
• tincnt in 1S62, mentions Billy Farron in the 
book he ]>ublislicd, tells o^i having enjoyed the 
hospitality of the jovirfl'Irishmari and spoke of 
his si:)arkling wit. Farron invested a consider- 
able sum in Victoria real estate and married 
]\li,ss Anastaia [Murray, one of Victoria's 
])rcttiest daughters, lie w\'is drowned by fall- 
ing off the steamer Grappler, wdiile on his way 
to the northern diggings about 1880. 

But I am geting away from my subject. 
As the boat cast off the lines that were attach- 
ed to an iron ring in the rocks where the old 
custom house and i>rcsent Jnfli;in tiffice now 
stands and I saw that 1 was the only fare, a 
young man -was seen running along the front 
!of :th'e'fort pallisades, waving his arms to at- 
tract attention and hailing the boat as he 
came nearer. I recall that he was tall and 
somewhat spare and caiTied o\-er Ids arm a 
brown overcoat and in his hand -'^ travelling 
bag. The steamer was in-ought alongside 'if 
the rock ag'aiii and the new passenger stej)pe(l 
on boanl ;uid joined me in a little poky cabin 
which was soon half filled with smoke from 
the furnace. The captain was in a very bad 
humor because there were-only ttvo passen- 
gers. He stormed and swore at the boat, tlic 
weather, the lumpy sea, the engine, and the 
travelling public for not patronizing the boat 
and, last of all, at Billy Farron. I low the 
other objects of liis abuse took it J, of course, 
never i<ncw, but ['"arnin seemed to enjoy it, 
a.nd as the captain's s|)irits fell and his tr"nper 
rose, "'IWIly's" hilarity increased and v.;hf;i the 
cai)tain's back was turned he kept us amused 
by his witty remarks at the expense of his 
irate, employer and the ."rotten ould" craft 
which lie 'tommanded 

fl Jound;my fellow, passenger a very agree- 
i'aiaic 'companion. He 'was about" 30 years of 
-age and very well-informed. He, too, h.ad 
come from California and had settled ;U Vic- 
toria, which he ]n-onounced the ino.-,i |)eaceful 
.spot in the world, surpassing e\'en his own na- 
tive city of Malifa.x;. lie told nu- his n.ame was 
y\nior I'je C!osnios, and thrit he was bound for 
the American town of Semiahmoo, to exam- 
ine tits possijjiljties as. a commercial rival of 
":V^iclona, ' As^ bound for the same place. 
Avc' became very communicative and whiled 
away the tedious passage to Port Tounsend 
'by relating our experiences in the C.olden 
State. At Port Townsend the bnat remained 
until morning and we got aeiinnn(idalif)n at 
one of the hotels, which was Irepl by Capt. 
Tibbals, then a }'oung and ;icti\'e business m.'ui, 
now a decrepit man nf 8^t or so. 

The next afterniion we reached Semiah- 
moo, where 1 found Joseph l.avett, whom 1 
had known at San Francisco. Lovett had built 
an hotel upon a sand spit on the American side 
of the bay. Right across thc'briy was another 
town also called Semiahmoo, Tliongh the cen- 
ter of this town the internatiou;d boundary 
line runs and one half the site lies on the 
'American and the other li;dl is in llrilish ler- 
i-ilorv. 1 beli<'ve the i)lace is now c.-illed 
Blaine. It is where the (h-eat .X'orthern Irairs 
cross the line and wdicre the customs (iffic-.M-s 
of both nations levy trilmte. 1 ' rom thi.s town- 
site to tlic lludfion's Bay Company's town of 
Langlcy, on the Frasqr river was about 
twelve miles over an Indian trail and many 
men bound for 'he gold mines took that route. 
We remained k\. Semiahmoo several days and 
then returned by a sailing barque to Victoria, 
where I parted from my new-found friend and 



saAv him not ag^in ;for a year or so,'diiring 
which time I was at the riiines. " -a/ 

Ivarly in the wnucr of 1858; the -montb'of 
December, to be e.xact, there came into' hiy 
hands wdiile at Yale, the first number of a pn- 
per just issued at X'ictoria. 'J'he tone of tiic 
imblication was violently aggressive and as- 
sailed the government of the Hudson's Bay 
Co. in unmeasured language and demanded 
that the conduct of public affairs sljould be . 
taken frorn the comiiany's hands and confided 
to the people. On tuvning to the front page I 
was delighted to find that Amor De Cosmos," 
my mild-mannered fellow-passenger in the 
Leviathan, was the editor, whereupon I sat 
down and \vrote a letter approving of liis 
course auil enclosing a connnunication signed 
"Puss-in-thc-Corner," in which I accused the 
gold commissioner on Fraser river of malfeas- 
ance. The communication raised a deuce <^f a 
row in government and political circles and 
the paper was proceeded against for libel. 
These proceedings were soon dropped as be- 
ing untenable and the gold commissioner was 
soon sujicrscded by another appointee. 

.Mr. De Cosmos threw' himself heart and 
soul into the anti-government movement. 
His newspaper grew in circulation and 
strength, for he was a man of great ability and 
strong common sense, patriotic and fearless in 
expressing his views on public questions. He 
refused to be bought off or iilacated. Nothing 
short of a complete surrender would be satis- 
faetor}- to him and to those whose mouthpiece 
he Av;is. ,\t. times his feelings carried him so 
far that he was indiscreet, and of course r.e 
had faults. But \vli(i has luH Ix'cn indiscreet 
and wdio is without faults? Can the best 
among us point to himself..and exclaim "Be- 
hold the perfect man"? 

While no means an clocpient man, he 
was forceful and civiu incing. He never rose to 
the sublime height of Tom Jdmnphrcys. He 
could not enthral an audience as Tom Robson 
did. lie did not possess the sul)tle abilit}- of 
Theodore Da\'ie. But he was ever in earnest. 
Lfis facts were facts, not illusions, and he was 
seldom shown to be wrong. At times his con- 
clusions were unhapp3^ but his statement of 
facts remained unch;d!enged to the end. The 
\\'orst thing that liis opponents could say 
;d)Out him w;is that he changed iiis name from 
A\'m. A. Smith to .-Vmor De Cosmos. This 
was done b}' the authority of ;m act of the 
California legislature ;ind without a sinister 
object, lie" was an eccentric and the change of 
name was a symptom of his. peculiarity. _Mn 
De Cosnio's early entered the Island Ajssembfjr 
and was instrumental in bringing about tile 
union of the two colonies of Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia and the abolition of that 
hideous mistake of the first government — the 
free ]iorf. 

\Vlieii. in iSrij, (he eastern colonies were 
confederated. Air. ])e Cosmos took a leading 
part in the nio\-emeiit that e\'eiUuated in the 
inclusion oi British Columbia in confetleration. 
He fought against great odds. There were, 
first, the official element who were strongly 
op])oscd to the scheme roul wished to tircserve 
the Crown Colony n.inii of go\-ernment and 
their positirnis, ;'.iid next the ])eople had to he 
cducaied up to a st.'i]i(l|ioint wliere thc\' would 
sec anil midersl and that union with Canada 
was the lu'sl possible thing for I'rilish Colum- 
bia. It was a liard, up-hill fight. Often some 
of the friends of the union fell back discour- 
aged or disposed to yield to the 'pressure of 
the adverse element. But the subject of this 



sketch stopdC tfj'his :gu^ 
an inch, but' fii-ed broadside 'aftVf brbads^^ 
into the ranks of the o]3ponents of confedera- 
tion. When, after years of toil and detraction, ' 
the terms of union were about to be agreed 
upon between the two go\-ermiien1s, it u'a.s 
found, to the dismay and alarm of_ the friends 
of constitutional govenmieiit that no ])rovisii:ui 
had been made for the institution of a system 
of responsible government.. .The popular in- 
dignation was great. Mr. De Cbsmps had 
fought long and ably for that form of govern- 
ment only to lose at last. In the midst of the 
popular excitement 1 despatched, at my own 
expense, a C(.)loiiist represeii tatrve to Ottawa 
where he informed the gi)\-ernmenl.that, uiilcs 
responsilde government \vas conceded, iha.t 
paper, then the leadei- of pid^lic opinion 011 the 
British Pacific, would oppose the passage of 
the terms. Sir John Macdonald's government, 
conceded the point and Avhei, I'ritish Colum- 
bia entered Confederation she entered it with 
the full measure of i)olitical liberly which she 
has since enjoyed. 

i\lr. De Cosmos was an energetic ruhocale 
of tlie Si.'Ieclion of l'',siiiiiinalt as the western 
terminus of the railwjiy guaraiitced under the 
terms of union. Elected - representative for 
this district at Ottawa, he contended that the 
best route for the railway was through he 
centre of the province, by Vellowhead Pass to 
Bute Inlet and thence by bridge or ferry at 
Seynipur Narrows to Ksrpiimalt. This line, 
ii .adopted, -would have made \'ictoria. insiead 
of Vancou\-er, the chief commercial se.-vport on 
the British Pacific. At one time the Ihite In- 
let route was' adopted and Es(piinialt was se- 
lected as the terminus. A des])alch i)roclaim- 
ing Bute Inlet the route for the C.P.R. was 
really received by the 'government at Victoria. 
It passed through vSir Joseph Trutch's hands. 
— he was then lieut-governor — but was lost 
betw-een Government House and the Covern- 
meiit Buildings and never again s,-iw the light 
of d;iy. A legislative incpiiry failed to produce 
any satisfactory result, and to this day its dis- 
a])pearancc remains an impenetrable mystery, 
as I showed some months ago. There was a 
political thief or hold-up man someWhere on the 
road between Cary Castle and James Bay, but' 
his ith'iitity was never disclosed and must have 
died with him. 

When Mr. De Co.'-iiios was elected to rei.i- 
rcsent A'ictoria at Ottawa he was a member 
of the local parliament as well. .\t that time 
dual representation ^^;as allowed. in 187;,, 
\yhen. the McCreight g-overnmcnt was defeated, 
Mr. P6 Cosmos was called on to form a min- 
istry and he responded;tcL,the call. In the mid- 
dle''of the session of- the local house he was 
called to Ottawa to attend the session there. 
Now. in the years that Mr. De Cosmos b.-utled 
manfull)' fen- confederation, his chief supjiorter 
A\-as the elocineut, cku-ion-\-oiced Tom llum- 
jdirc^'s, the man wii'V-e (cuies when addressing 
an assembl;i^e could be distinguished on a 
still night by a person half a mile away, in 
forming his cabinet Mr. Humphreys was pas- 
scfl o\ er by Mr. De Cosmos, to the surprise of 
both frieiids and fo;s, and 'Sir. AN'alkem, who 
had always opposed the De Cosmos p-Aviv in 
the legislative council ruid had \otvd rigainst 
responsible government, was taken in. 

The indignation of llumplireys was ter- 
rible to witness. He -was in needy circum- 
stances and depended on the gratification of 
his ambition for the discharge of certain lia- 
bilities, for. his frieiids* had becn'good to him 
and had assisted him with heavy advances. 



Humphrc3's never forgave the slight he re- 
ceived at his former friend's hands, and in sea- 
son and out attacked him and his .policy with 
bitter invectives until.the day came''nvhen Mr. 
De Cosmos, upon the abolition of dual rep- 
resentation, was forced to resign from the 
local house to preserve his Dominion scat. 

.Mr. De Cusnios sat throu.gh three jiarlia- 
ments at Otta.wa. He appeared to be invin- 
cible and his seat at Victoria was considered 
one of the safest in the Dominion. 

During.^ all.': tljo^^e years, faithful' to his 
pledges, h6 advocaifed the adoption of the Bute 
inlet route. When the Fraser river route. was 
at. last chosen he seemed to lose heart. Soon 
alterv,-a;-ds, two new and untried men, jNlessrs. 
1''.. Crow Baker and Noah ,Shakes]yeare -were 
chosen to represent this constituency at Ot- 
tawa and I\Ir. Dc Cosmog apeared before the 
electors for the last time at that election as> 
candidate. - If I remember .aright he ' did 
not stand for any position, hut confined hirh- 
sclf to looking , after his property interests, 
which were large and valuable. Iiis public 
services were .great, liis aeti\'e, virile mind 
was ever alert to the advancement of his town 
and province. The dry dock at Escpiimalt, in 
its initial stage, was one of his ideas which 
others took up and , carried to a successful' 
issue> Mr. De Cosmos was an early advocate 
of the Island raihvayi -but only as a link in the 
overland railway, not as a local line, and be 
alwaj's said, what others soon discovered to be 
a fact, that too much was paid for the E. N. 
r<iad, and that, like Ben. Franklin. Ave paid too 
lii.L;h a ])rice for our whistle — nearly two mil- 
lion ;ieres of land on Vancouver Island for 
eighty miles of road! When the route ques- 
tion was finally settled, Mr. De, Cosmos, endea- 
vor off 'fo break thc"'forcc of the blow, as it 
were, by originatin.g a scheme for a line of 
railway and ferry from Eraser river to Vic- 
toria via ."^aanich. This scheme was later on 
adopted by others and carried out. It now 
forms a link- in A'ictoria's communication with 
the (jreat .\'orthern railway. The trains ar- 
rive and depart daily from the depot which 
was formerly known as the city market,, on. 
Cormorant street. . . ' ' , 

It would be impossible, in the space of an 
ordinary newspaper article, to recount ail the 
eminent services that Mr. De^ Cosmos rendered 
the province, but Avhen the political history of 
British Columbia shall be written his name 
will occui\v a ijrominent place which even his 
okl o])poncnts willf. hot -begrudge,., him. ,.;..rr In 
18'/) he enierged from a-s'eyere.'illhess- witii a 
clouded intellect, and was^adjudged insane. In 
commenting on the fact I wrote an article for 
Th.c Colonist which be.nan with these words: 
"Aiiotlier familiar faoi; n:i.s ilisappoarcd from tliu 
I>l.ices whore men most do congregate. Another woll- 
ivuown figure wlH, shortly .join. the. ghostly procession 
tiiat since our first piarents sinned hais kept tip a 
ci :is( Ii'.s.s march towards the Great Beyond.

Tlic Italian press is like a conversa- 
tion Avith the, reader, an \echp of the street,, thg 
salon; the cafe. ' Rlt5sia.i1 newspapers approach 
the style of the feuilieton. \iV i . -What can 
be said of the German' press? : .At least, tli'it 
it belongs to the class ;of 'newspa 
take endless painsj and that' are enci^getic'and 
mililaut." 

The coinphiiiit is almost iini\ei-s;d that 
.■\mericaii Sunday iiew-spapers are too i)ulky. 
\'\'!ien they seriously set about reducing their 
dnjpsical pro]jortions, they cannot make a 
better beginning than by cutting away the so- 
called comic supplcuients, which arc real!}'; 
more tragic than comic, and more barbaric 
than cither.

AUSTRALIAN YOUTHS MUST TRAII«t 

:''.Mr,:Ewipg,:.>Iinister of State for Defence 
for A'ustra;iia; hioved in the House of Repre- 
sentatives on September 29 the second read- 
mg of the defence bill. 

The bill prescribes that all the male in- 
habitants of Australia, unless specially ex- 
empted, wdio have resided for six months in 
Australia, are I3ritish subjects, and Ihtfelc to 
be trained from the age of twelve to eighteen 
as cadets, and from eighteen to twenty-six in - 
the defence force. .:■ ■■,•' ,.'■>,. •4» 

The prescrijaed. peace training for cadct.-s 
is fifty-two attendances of one hour each, and 
four whole days' attendance yearly; for th^;., 
defence force in the first three years, eighte'etv- 
days' attend:-. .ce, and in the last five years, 
seven drtys yearly; and for the naval forces, 
the artillery, and engineers, in the first five 
years twenty-eight days yearly, and in the 
last three years seven days yearly. 

The act does; not aiiply to those over 
eighteen at the time of its coming into force. 
At the termination, of the annual training 
members wdll be'' classified as efficient or non- 
efficient. If the latter, they will be required 
to attend an additional training yearly until 
they are efficient. . .\- • ' 

.•\ ixmalty of .'^^^oo w-ill be inflicted oa-any^ 
employer either preventing an employee from 
serving or reducing his wages or dismissig 
hi in in consecpience of his military service. 
Any one' faiUng to comply with the act will be 
ineligible for employment iu. the; Common- 
wealth service, and will be disqualified froi?(. 
voting or receiving an old-age pension. 
The Ratio of Service 

The act provides in war time for the call- 
ing out, in addition to the active forces, of re- 
serves in rot.-ition as follows: — 

(1) Unmarried men between eighteen and 
thirty-five.'

Mr. F.wing said that the main principle 
actuatin.g the ministers was that it was the 
duty of every j^oung man ami every growing 
youth to serve in the defence of his country.' 

The bill had been called a conscription bill, 
but he held that there was an important dif- 
ference between the sj'-stcm wdiich took a man 
from his home for 3'e:irs and one wdiich simply 
.^-ave him a few week-s' work in the open air, 
A\dnch was .good fen- himself and beneficial to 
his countr}'. 

If the tiefencc of the country was a na- 
tional ncccssity ;it was .the duty of every man 
to participate in' it, and it was the duty of the 
government to see that he did so, and, fur- 
thermore, that those sent to the front were 
fully filled, because if they w-erc sent tin- 
trained it would be ' efpilvah.nt to sending 
them to the shambles. The essence of the 
matter was: "lias the voluntary system -suc- 
ceeded, <:ir can it succeed?" ^ 

Of the f^oo.ooo adults in Australia withih 
the fj;;litiiig ages under 20,000 had erfroUed in 
the defence force. I'.very commandant in 
Australia had declared that the voluntary 
system had failed. Hence the measure before 
the House. L'lider the bill the Common- 
wealth would get P..2,oon men for about ?S00,- 
000 more than they were now jiayin.g. 'i'he' 
government was not opposed to giving pay- 
ment in the form of wages.
